Our  article  regarding  the  naming  of  remedies  has  awakened 
the  trade  to  a  sense  of  the  significance  of  the  decision  in  the' 
Sanguinetti  case.    We  print  letters  on  it  (p.  947),  and  reply  to 
points  submitted  to  us  for  solution  (p.  940). 

The  passing  of  the  Camphor-monopoly  Bill  in  Japan  is  the 
principal  event  on  the  markets.  Shellac  and  quillaia  are  dearer. 
Black  pepper,  cinchona,  and  silver  nitrate  are  easier.  Vanilla,; 
Cochin  ginger,  and  cocoa-butter  are  lower.  The  auctions  of  firsts 
hand  drugs  are  reported  on  p.  949. 

The  Methylated  Soap-liniment  case  has  reached  a  critical, 
stage.  The  evidence  in  regard  to  the  methylated  liniment  being, 
a  commercial  article  of  greater  importance  than  the  rectified  has 
accumulated,  and  a  clever  case  for  the  prosecution  has  been  put 
forward.

Brevities. 

Frederick  Asprey  (60),  of  Leicester,  assistant  to  a  manu- 
facturing [chemist,  died  from  apoplexy  while  cycle-riding 
near  Leicester  on  June  5. 

The  body  of  Thomas  Hopper,  described  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  was  found  in  the  river  Tyne 
on  June  6.  At  the  inquest  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
found  drowned. 

At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  June  4,  William  Cox,  of 
Vestry  Road,  Camberwell,  S.E.,  was  fined  51.  and  costs  for 
selling  as  olive  oil  an  article  which  tbe  public  analyst 
certified  to  be  mineral  oil. 

The  Margate  Magistrates  have  transferred  the  medicated- 
wine  licence  held  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Harvey,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  the  Central  Pharmacy,  Market  Place,  Margate,  to  Mr. 
H.  R.  Gibbs,  the  new  proprietor  of  the  business. 

The  Lincolnshire  Chamber  of  Agriculture  on  June  5 
considered  Mr.  Dobbs's  circular  regarding  the  Poisons  Com- 
mittee's report,  but  thought  the  matter  of  so  little  moment 
to  the  members  that  the  communication  was  ordered  to  be 
"  laid  on  the  table." 

Mr.  Joseph  Jackson,  chemist,  of  Dickson  Road,  Blackpool, 
was  summoned  at  Blackpool  on  June  8  for  selling  petrol 
without  a  licence.  In  his  absence  defendant  was  fined  51. ; 
but  having  subsequently  put  in  an  appearance,  by  his  re- 
quest the  case  was  replaced  in  the  list,  and  the  hearing 
adjourned  for  a  week. 

At  Gainsborough,  on  June  9,  Mr.  Boon,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, of  Kirton-in-Lindsey,  was  summoned  for  failing  to  send 
his  7-year-old  daughter  regularly  to  school.  It  was  ex- 
plained that  the  child,  who  was  delicate  in  health,  was 
taught  at  home  by  her  mother,  who  had  been  a  governess, 
and  the  Bench  dismissed  the  case. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Howden  Board  of  Guardians  on 
June  6,  objection  was  raised  to  tbe  drugs  used  in  the 
workhouse  being  obtained  from  a  Leeds  firm  instead  of  from 
a  local  chemist.  The  medical  officer  said  he  went  to  the 
best  market  for  the  drugs ;  but  it  was  moved,  and  unani- 
mously agreed,  that  drugs  be  in  future  obtained  from 
chemists  in  the  town. 

Contracts. 

The  Lancaster  Town  Council  have  accepted  the  tender  of 
Messrs.  Hardman  &  Holden  (Limited),  chemical-manu- 
facturers, of  Miles  Platting,  for  the  supply  of  sulphuric  acid 
at  44*.  9d.  per  ton. 

The  St.  Faith's  (Norwich)  Board  of  Guardians  have 
accepted  the  tender  of  Mr.  J.  Cossey,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  Maddermarket,  Norwich,  for  the  supply  of  trusses  to  the 
workhouse  for  the  ensuing  half-year. 

The  Rotherham  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Mr.  Humphry  Davy,  chemist  and  druggist,  Bridge- 
gate,  Rotherham,  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  workhouse, 
and  that  of  Messrs.  Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.  for  Izal  soft 
soap. 

The  Cannock  Board  of  Guardians  on  June  4  agreed  to 
continue  the  arrangement  with  Dr.  Riley,  their  medical 
officer,  to  act  as  workhouse  medical  officer,  and  to  supply  all 
drugs  required,  at  a  salary  of  135Z.,  instead  of  contracting 
for  the  drag-supply  as  the  Local  Government  suggested  they 
should  do. 

Sound  Magisterial  Advice. 

Among  the  applicants  to  Mr.  Fordham  at  North  London 
Police  Court,  on  June  5,  was  a  lady  who  asked  for  advice  with 
jespect  to  a  house  she  had  just  taken  on  a  three-years' 
tenancy,  and  which  she  very  soon  discovered  was  uninhabi- 
table because  of  the  presence  of  an  enormous  number  of 
bugs.  Mr.  Fordham  told  her  that  unless  there  was  a  special 
guarantee  from  the  landlord  that  the  house  was  habitable 
she  would  have  to  do  her  best  to  get  rid  of  the  bugs. 


The  Applicant :  How  1 

Mr.  Fordham  :  I  cannot  tell  you ;  but  if  you  bring  them 
here  I  shall  perhaps  know  how  to  deal  with  them.  (Laughter.) 
Perhaps  Mr.  Holmes  (the  missionary)  could  make  a  suggestion. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  Probably  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  might 
be  useful.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Fordham :  Yes,  if  it  fell  on  them.  (More  laughter.) 
If  I  were  the  applicant  I  would  make  it  quite  as  uncomfort- 
able for  the  bugs  as  they  made  it  for  me.  (Laughter.) 

The  applicant  still  asked  for  a  suggestion,  as  the  house 
was  intolerable. 

Mr.  Fordham  :  Go  to  a  chemist ;  he,  no  doubt,  can  help  you. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  local  medical  hospitals  and  charities  have  recently 
received  bequests  to  the  extent  of  100,000Z.,  and  in  addition 
the  local  Council  has  had  added  to  its  coffers  a  sum  of  50,000Z. 
for  similar  purposes  under  the  will  of  Mr.  Thomas  Best,  of 
Edgbaston. 

Pneumonia  has  given  pharmacy  a  rest  from  one  of  its- 
natural  foes,  at  least  for  a  time.  With  much  regret  it  is- 
announced  that  the  local  inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  is  suffering  from  the  fashionable  complaint,  but  happily 
is  progressing  favourably. 

Professor  Frankland  delivered  his  presidential  address- 
before  the  University  Chemical  Society  on  June  4,  taking  as 
his  subject  "Liquid  Air  and  Progress  towards  the  Absolute 
Zero  of  Temperature."  He  froze  mercury  with  S02  and  CO., 
and  made  many  experiments  with  liquid  air  at  a  temperature 
of  —200°  C,  by  its  means  solidifying  CL  and  also  NHa,  and 
alcohol  and  egg-albumen  by  its  means  was  converted  into  a 
china-like  substance  and  possessed  phosphorescence.  He 
foretold  that  absolute  zero  would  be  obtained  by  the  employ- 
ment of  helium.    There  was  a  very  large  audience. 

Distemper  Investigation. 

The  Committee  of  Veterinarians,  assisted  by  medical 
experts,  which  has  had  for  its  object  the  testing  of  the- 
various  distemper  vaccines,  will  have  all  its  labours  lost, 
owing  to  the  development  of  distemper  in  one  of  the  puppies- 
before  any  inoculations  have  been  performed.  The  presence 
of  one  affected  animal  would,  of  course,  vitiate  the  experi- 
ment, and  the  thirty-five  pups  must  be  sacrificed.  The  com- 
mittee, through  their  Hon.  Secretary,  will  be  glad  to  receive 
offers  of  puppies  of  any  breed  from  six  weeks  to  three  months- 
old.  Any  sort  will  do,  but  short-haired  dogs  are  prefer- 
able. Five  shillings  will  be  paid  for  each  pup  and  all 
carriage.  Readers  willing  to  assist  in  this  direction  should 
write  to  the  Hon.  Secretary,  20  Fulham  Road,  S.W.

Grocers  and  Medicated  Wines. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Halifax  Grocers'  Association  on  J une  8- 
the  action  of  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  with  regard  to 
the  sale  by  grocers  of  medicated  wines  was  discussed  at 
length.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  C.  E.  Webster)  read  the  fol- 
lowing communication  from  the  Somerset  House  autho- 
rities : 

I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  acquaint  you 
that  they  cannot  allow  any  class  or  kind  of  medicated  wines  to  be 
sold  by  grocers  without  a  wine  or  sweets  licence  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  wine.  This  prohibition  does  not,  however,  extend- 
to  wines  containing  not  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit, 
which,  so  far  as  this  department  is  concerned,  would  be  treated  as 
non-intoxicants.  I  am  to  add  that  the  inquiry  of  the  Halifax  and1 
District  Grocers'  and  Provision  Dealers'  Association  appears- 
to  have  been  prompted  by  a  mistaken  interpretation  of  a  conces- 
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sion  which  the  Board  have  allowed  in  the  case  of  the  sale  of  a 
certain  limited  class  of  medicated  wines  by  registered  chemists 
and  druggists.  The  Board  allow  certain  medicated  wines,  the 
formulas  of  which  are  given  in  the  British  Pharmicopceia,  to  be 
sold  without  licence  by  chemists  on  certain  fixed  conditions  in  the 
view  that  the  wines  may  be  fairly  regarded  as  medicines  and  not 
as  beverages. 

After  discussion  the  meeting  unanimously  decided  to 
instruct  the  Secretary  to  send  out  a  recommendation  to  the 
district  grocers  giving,  in  effect,  the  views  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  stating  that  they  had  promised  not  to  act 
harshly  to  any  trader  who,  by  inadvertence,  may  have  a 
stock  of  these  wines. 

Sport. 

A  new  cricket  club  has  been  formed  amongst  the  employes 
of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb  (Limited),  of  Liverpool, 
under  the  name  of  the  "Hanover  Cricket  Club."  The  new 
■club  played  their  first  match  at  Fazakerley  on  June  6, 
against  the  Ellermin  Leyland  Cricket  Club.  It  is  evident 
that  there  ar<j  some  good  cricketers  in  the  Hanover  Club, 
as  they  won  by  35  runs. 

After  an  exciting  game,  the  Nottingham  chemists  won  their 
first  cricket  match  this  season  on  June  4,  when  they  defeated 
Blidworth  C.C.  at  Blidworth  by  two  runs.  The  home  side 
went  to  the  wicket  first,  and  were  dismissed  for  33.  The 
pitch  was  all  in  favour  of  the  bowlers,  and  things  looked 
black  for  the  chemists  when  the  first  four  wickets  only 
•realised  an  average  of  two  runs  apiece.  Lee,  however,  saved 
the  side,  and  the  match  ended  as  stated. 

On  June  6,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  gathering  of  fair 
ladies,  the  cricket-elevens  of  Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited), 
at  Bethnal  Green  and  Ware  Mills,  met  in  friendly  rivalry  at 
Wadham  Lodge.  The  fixture,  which  had  been  eagerly  looked 
forward  to  by  both  teams,  was  well  contested,  and  resulted 
in  a  win  for  the  Bethnal  Green  house  by  77  runs.  For  the 
winners,  Mr.  W.  T.  Flack  took  four  wickets  for  13  runs,  and 
Mr.  W.  Little  took  six  wickets  for  8  runs. 

Walking-competitions  are  all  the  vogue  at  present,  and 
the  Sunderland  chemists'  assistants  and  apprentices  ar- 
ranged a  walk  for  Whit  Tuesday;  but  only  two  of  the 
"  entrants"  toed  the  line  at  2.10  p.m.  These  two,  however 
— Mr.  T.  Marns  and  Mr.  R.  Metcalfe,  both  apprentices  with 
Mr.  Chas.  Ranken,  F.C.S.,  pharmaceutical  chemist— did  the 
distance  between  Sunderland  and  Darlington  (thirty-two 
miles)  in  6  hours  35  minutes.  Moreover,  both  turned  up  at 
business  next  morning  at  8  30  prompt,  fit  and  well. 

Plymouth  Outing. 

The  Three  Towns  and  District  Chemists'  Association  held 
their  annual  outing  on  June  10,  when  a  party  of  over  fifty 
left  Plymouth  by  the  1.35  p.m.  train  to  Saltash,  where 
■char-a-bancs  conveyed  them  to  Kit  Hill,  visiting  the  famous 
Dupath  Well  en  route.  The  company  included  Mr.  A.  D. 
Breeze,  Miss  Turney,  Mrs.  Perkins,  Mrs.  Condy  U'Ren,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Ralph,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swainson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jas. 
Cocks,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foster,  and  Messrs.  H.  P.  Hearder,  F.  A. 
Goodwin,  F.  A.  Spear,  J.  Kinton  Bond,  Ginn  an!  Porter 
(hon.  solicitors  to  the  Association),  Tillman,  and  Dagieish. 
The  weather  was  delightful,  and  splendid  views  were 
obtained  from  the  summit  of  Kit  Hill,  which  is  over 
1,000  feet  above  sea-level.  After  exploring  the  surroundings, 
an  adjournment  was  made  to  Golding's  Hotel,  Callington, 
where  high  tea  was  served.  "  The  health  of  the  President " 
(Mr.  J.  Davy  Turney)  was  proposed  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Weary,  and 
the  company  spent  the  remainder  of  the  evening  in  visiting 
the  church  and  other  objects  of  interest,  returning  to  Saltash 
at  8.15  P.M.  The  success  of  the  outing  reflects  the  greatest 
credit  upon  the  committee — Messrs.  J.  Davy  Turney, 
G.  Breeze,  J.P.,  J.  Barge,  A.  D.  Breeze,  G.  Fairweather,  S.  A. 
Perkins,  Condy  U'Ren,  C.  T.  Weary,  W.  H.  Woods,  and  the 
indefatigable  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Frank  Maitland. 

Dispensing  at  Cardiff. 

A  week  or  two  ago  the  Cardiff  Board  of  Guardians  dis- 
missed their  dispenser  in  Charles  Street  (Mr.  William  B. 
Taylor),  on  the  ground  of  irregularities.  Mr.  Taylor  appealed 
to  the  Local  Government  Board,  demanding  an  inquiry, 
which  was  held  at  the  Union  offices  in  Queen  Street  on 
Tuesday,  June  9,  by  Mr.  F.  T.  Bircham  (Local  Government 
Board  inspector).    Mr.  Taylor  attended  the  inquiry,  accom- 


panied by  his  solicitor,  Mr.  E.  W.  Pocock.  Mr.  J.  J.  Ames 
chemist  and  druggist,  a  member  of  the  Dispensary  Com- 
mittee, having  been  sworn,  gave  a  resume  of  the  action  taken 
by  the  committee,  which  had  heard  evidence  from  Dr.  Mil- 
ward  and  Dr.  Williams  as  to  the  inaccuracy  of  Mr.  Taylor's 
dispensing.  Replying  to  Mr.  Pocock,  Mr.  Ames  said  he  had 
frequently  visited  the  dispensary,  and  found  things  generally 
satisfactory.  At  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  owing  to  an 
alarming  increase  in  the  cost  of  drugs,  he  had  proposed  that 
a  duplicate  of  all  prescriptions  sent  to  Mr.  Taylor  should  b3 
kept  by  him  for  his  own  protection.  There  was  a  great 
increase  of  work  at  the  dispensary,  and  hs  was  surprise  I  at 
the  quantity  of  medicine  now  dispensed.  D;.  Milward,  sen., 
and  Dr.  Milward,  jun.,  also  gave  evidence  as  to  complaints 
which  had  been  made  that  medicines  dispensed  a  second 
time  were  not  the  same  as  before.  Dr.  Williams  followed 
on  the  same  lines.  Mr.  Taylor,  having  been  sworn,  gave 
evidence  on  his  own  behalf.  He  said  he  could  not  possibly 
have  made  the  mistakes  attributed  to  him.  The  bottles  of 
medicine  were  frequently  fetched  by  children,  and  some 
children  brought  as  many  as  half-a  dozen  bottles  from  the 
sam;  street.  He  had  known  instances  in  which,  as  the 
result  of  the  children  playing  about,  they  had  got  the  bottles 
mixed.  He  denied  most  emphatically  that  he  had  ever  been 
the  worse  of  drink  during  office  hours.  Two  witnesses  spoke 
as  to  Mr.  Taylor's  ability  and  good  behaviour,  and  the  inquiry 
ended.  The  result  will  be  communicated  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  in  due  course. 

Tha  Blaskburn  Midicina-misiaks. 
Some  of  the  lay  j  juraals  are  com  mating  on  th.3  mistake 
made  by  the  Blackburn  dootor  (C.  4'  D.,  May  33.  pige  853) 
which  resultei  in  the  death  of  his  unfortunate  pitient.  The 
Dumfries  and  Ga'lomay  Stanford  devotes  considerable  space 
to  the  subject,  and  holds  the  view  that  it  is  distinctly  unfair 
to  treat  such  an  accident  as  culpable  when  caused  by  a 
chemist,  but  to  treat  it  lightly  when  a  doctor  causes,  through 
carelessness,  the  death  of  a  patient.  Several  correspondents 
have  written  us  to  the  same  effect. 

Tha  "Week's  Poisonings. 

Two  out  of  the  ten  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  during  the  week  were  misadventures;  in  all  the 
other  cases  suicide  appears  to  have  been  premeditated,  hi 
one  a  child  at  Southport  sucked  the  heads  off  several 
matches,  and  died  from  phosphorus-poisoning,  and  an  old 
woman  at  Guilsborough  drank  by  mistake  a  quantity  of  a 
liniment  containing  aconite  and  belladonna,  which  had  been 
dispensed  at  a  doctor's  surgery  with  a  poison-label  on  the 
bottle.  The  other  poisons  were  morphine  (taken  by  a  man 
at  Edmonton,  who  is  believed  to  have  been  a  doctor), 
laudanum  (which  a  Sheffield  painter  and  a  Blackburn 
widow  drank  in  overdose),  strychnine  (taken  in  the 
form  of  vermin-killer  by  a  man  at  Hartlepool),  oxalic 
acid  (which  Ernest  Strange,  of  Hereford,  took),  and 
carbolic  acid  (taken  by  two  young  women,  one  at 
St.  Helens,  and  the  other  at  Plymouth).  William  Charles 
Jeram,  a  native  of  Portsmouth,  committed  suicide  with 
hydrochloric  acid  at  Jersey.  A  City  commission-agent 
named  Faber,  who  poisoned  himself  with  gas,  had  also  a 
bottle  that  contained  tincture  of  opium  in  his  pocket.  On 
June  5,  in  a  case  of  attempted  poisoning  by  laudanum  heard 
at  Wolverhampton,  evidence  was  given  by  Janet  Lowe, 
wife  of  Osmond  Henry  Lowe,  chemist,  Bilston  Road,  who 
stated  that  the  prisoner  entered  her  shop  and  asked  for  two- 
pennyworth  of  laudanum,  which  he  said  he  wanted  for  a 
cough.  She  spoke  to  her  husband,  and  then  supplied  the 
man  with  3  dr.,  which  was  put  in  a  bottle  labelled  "Poison."

Drug-analysis. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Newry  Guardians  Mr.  Barkl;'e> 
analyst,  Belfast,  reported  that  three  samples  of  medicines 
from  the  Forkhill  Dispensary -were  up  to  the  standard.  A 
sample  of  syrupus  ferri  phos.  had  been  sent  from  the  Newry 
No.  1  Dispensary  with  a  note  saying  that  it  smelled  like 
sulphuretted  hydrogen,  but  no  sulphuretted  hydrogen  was 
found.  A  sample  of  tincture  of  squills  from  the  same  dis- 
pensary contained  some  oil  which  separate i  and  lloated,  but 
it  was  too  small  to  determine  its  nature.  The  medical  officer 
had  called  his  attention  to  that  matter.  One  of  the  three 
samples  from  the  Donaghmore  Dispensary  of  liquor  potass, 
was  slightly  deficient.  The  Chairman  suggested,  and  it  was 
agreed,  that  the  last-named  sample  should  be  returned,  and 
all  the  others  approved. 

Aerated-water  Bottles. 

In  the  Dublin  Rolls  Court,  on  June  5.  several  inunctions 
were  granted  restraining  the  defendants  from  offering  for 
sale  mineral  waters  not  manufactured  by  the  plaintiffs 
(Messrs.  Bewley  &  Draper,  Limited)  in  bottles  embossed 
with  the  name  of  the  plaintiff  company.  The  Master  of  the 
Bolls  remarked  that  this  class  of  case  is  becoming  common, 
and  inquired  is  there  is  no  bottle-exchange.  Counsel  fur 
the  plaintiffs  said  he  believed  there  was  a  bottle-exchange, 
but  that  it  had  been  found  cumbersome  to  work. 

In  a  case  before  the  Magistrates  at  the  Birr  Petty  Sessions 
on  the  same  day,  the  defendant  was  fined  10s.  and  1^.  ccsts, 
in  each  of  the  five  summonses.

Eoyal  Society  of  Edinburgh. 

A  conversazione  of  this  Society  was  held  on  June  6  at  the 
Royal  Institution,  Edinburgh,  the  guests  being  received  by 
Lord  and  Lady  Kelvin  and  Sir  Wm.  Turner.  The  exhibits 
were  very  interesting,  and  covered  most  branches  of  science. 
They  included  photographs  from  the  Geological  Survey  in 
Scotland  and  an  astronomical  exhibit  from  the  Royal  Observa- 
tory. Dr.  J.  H.  Wilson,  of  St.  Andrews  University,  showed 
bulbs  of  the  genus  Albuca  to  exhibit  the  results  of  hybridi- 
sation and  intercrossing  of  bulbous  plants.  Dr.  Hugh 
Marshall  had  an  ingenious  vapour-lamp  for  incandescent 
lighting,  in  which  the  draught  of  the  chimney  sucks  air 
through  a  porous  block  saturated  with  petrol.  The  flame  is 
used  for  heating  an  incandescent  mantle.  Mr.  Walter  B. 
Blaikie  showed  a  cosmosphere — a  combination  of  the  ter- 
restrial and  celestial  globes.  Professor  Andrew  Gray. 
Glasgow,  exhibited,  among^  other  things,  the  first  mirror- 
galvanometer  for  signalling  through  a  submarine  cable.  This 
instrument  was  used  on  board  the  Niagara  during  the  laying 
of  the  first  submarine  cable  in  1853  There  was  also 
exhibited  the  original  differential  thermometer,  made  by 
Sir  John  Leslie.  There  were  lantern  demonstrations  at 
intervals  duriDg  the  evening.

There  is  a  widespread  feeling  that  the  claims  of  Scotland 
might  reasonably  be  considered  in  filling  up  the  vacancy  on 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council.

A  Monument  to  Pasteur  was  inaugurated  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  June  7,  at  Chartres.  It  may  be  remembered  that 
it  was  at  M  Jules  Manoury's  farm  at  St.  Germain-la-Gatirier 
near  Chartres,  that  Pasteur  made  his  first  anthrax  experi- 
ment. 

Decorations  for  Pharmacists. — For  "special  services- 
in  connection  with  the  Hanoi  Exhibition,"  the  Cross  of  the 
Legion  of  Honour  has  been  conferred  upon  M.  Edouard 
Nitot  and  M.  Marie  Laurent  Robin  (pharmacists  exhibiting 
in  Class  21) ;  and  also  upon  M.  Francois  Dorvault  (son  of 
the  founder  of  the  Pharmacie  Centrale),  chemist  and  Secre- 
tary of  Group  I.  of  the  Committe23  of  Admission.  The 
violet  ribbon  of  "  Officer  of  the  Academy  "  has  been  awarded 
to  M.  Raynaud,  pharmacist,  Treasurer  of  the  recent 
Thalassotherapy  Congresss  at  Biarritz:  and  on  three  phar- 
macists in  French  Northern  Africa — M.  Flavart  (of  Batna), 
M.  Licht  (of  Mustapha),  and  M.  Luciani  (of  Sfax). 

The  "  Semeuse  "  as  a  Pharmacy-sign. — Roty's  alle- 
gorical composition  designed  for  the  French  silver  coinage 
of  a  sower  is  now  being  carried  to  the  four  corners  of  the 
world  by  its  reproduction  on  the  new  French  postage- 
stamps.  The  design  is  evidently  popular,  and  a  pharmacist 
in  the  rue  St.-Antoine  has  adopted  it  for  a  trade-sign.  The 
"  Pharmacy  de  la  Semeuse  "  is  just  opposite  the  big  "  East- 
end"  hospital  of  St.-Antoine,  and  the  liberty-capped  lady 
sowing  the  seed  "in  the  world's  broad  furrow"  has  been 
painted  between  the  first-floor  windows  on  as  large  a  scale 
as  the  height  of  the  premises  permits.  This  is  noteworthy 
as  one  of  the  few  really  original  among  the  modern  phar- 
macy-signs of  Paris,  especially  as  the  use  of  signs  for 
distinguishing  pharmacies  is  dying  out. 

The  Vichy  Minehal-vvater  Supply  has  recently  been 
reported  on  by  M.  Hanriot.  The  "Etat"  hot  springs  give 
371,030  litres  per  twenty-four  hours.  During  the  season  this 
barely  suffices,  and  the  company  has  constructed  reservoirs 
capable  of  containing  3,600  cubic  metres  of  water.  The  two 
"Dome"  springs .  give  47  litres  a  minute;  only  a  small 
quantity  is  bottled,  the  rest  flows  to  waste.  "Boussange" 
gives  625  litres  a  minute  at  40°  C,  but  the  water  is  muddy 
and  unusable.  This  spring  is  several  yards  high,,  and  is  said 
to  give  off  3  million  litres  of  carbonic  acid  daily.  From 
"  Celestins  1893."  13  million  bottles  are  yearly  pumped 
without  reducing  the  level  of  the  water  :  the  temperature  is 
12°  C.  In  the  St.  Yorre  region  twenty-eight  springs  out  of 
eighty  are  dried  up,  probably  through  undue  boring  ;  in  the 
Hauterive  region  eight  springs  out  of  twcnty-tfr.c  are 
already  exhausted.  Cusset  has  eleven  dry  springs  out , of 
twenty-nine.  The  whole  Vichy  basin  is  capable  of  giviDg 
1,380  litres  per  minuts.  Only  some  17  litres  a  minute.- is 
bottled,  drunk,  used  for  baths,  or  pastilles;  the  rest,, say; 
2  million  litres  a  day,  "  runs  to  the  ru'er."  .  ..

Medicine  =  stamp  Acts. 

The  Actual  Seller. 
AT  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court  on  June  8,  before  the 
Lord  Mayor  (Sir  Marcus  Samuel),  Edwin  Arthur  Holloway, 
chemist  and  druggist,  was  summoned,  at  the  instance  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue,  for  selling  unstamped 
proprietaries  liable  to  duty.  There  were  six  summonses,  the 
articles  sold  being  "  City  corn-tissue,"  "  compound  menthol- 
snuff,"  "  Catarr-Kur,"  "  Holloway 's  arsenical  blood-tonic," 
"  Holloway's  skin-cream,"  and  "  Holloway's  aromatic  quinine- 
and-iron  mixture." 

Mr.  Denniss,  barrister,  who  prosecuted,  began  to  explain 
the  Acts  and  the  section  under  which  the  charges  were 
made;  but  the  Lord  Mayor  cut  him  short  by  telling  him  he 
"  knew  the  Acts  very  well."  Mr.  Denniss  then  proceeded  to 
enumerate  the  charges  ;  but 

Mr.  A.  Osborne,  solicitor,  who  defended,  said  the  actual 
sales  were  not  disputed.  The  point  in  dispute  was  whether 
defendant  was  the  person  actually  responsible. 

Mr.  Denniss  said  the  offences  being  admitted  would 
shorten  the  proceedings.  With  regard  to  the  question  of 
proprietorship,  the  articles  were  purchased  in  December, 
1902,  at  41  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E  C,  where  Mr.  Holloway 
was  carrying  on  business.  The  defence  was  that  early  in 
December  defendant  had  entered  into  a  contract  to  dispose 
of  the  business  to  a  firm  of  chemists.  A  deposit  was  paid, 
but  the  purchasers  did  not  enter  into  actual  possession  of 
the  business  until  January  1,  1903,  defendant  meantime 
carrying  on  the  business,  and  it  was  the  defendant  himself 
who  actually  sold  some  of  the  articles  mentioned  to  an 
Inland  Revenue  officer.  He  (Mr.  Denniss)  contended  that 
it  was  immaterial  whether  defendant  was  selling  on  his  own 
account  or  as  trustee  on  behalf  of  those  for  whom  he  was 
conducting  the  business. 

Thomas  Jameson,  an  Inland  Revenue  officer,  deposed  to 
purchasing  from  Mr.  Holloway  personally  on  December  9 
the  "  City  corn-tissue,"  "Catarr-Kur,"  and  "compound 
menthol-snuff."  On  December  22  he  obtained  a  bottle  of 
"Holloway's  arsenical  blood-tonic"  and  a  pot  of  "Hol- 
loway's skin-cream,"  and  on  December  28  he  received 
a  bottle  of  "Holloway's  aromatic  quinine-and-ivon  mix- 
ture."   None  of  these  articles  was  stamped. 

Mr.  Osborne  said  he  did  not  dispute  that  the  sales  had 
.actually  taken  place,  but  submitted  that  defendant  was  not 
the  responsible  party.  A  contract  was  entered  into  on 
December  5,  1902,  by  which  Mr.  Holloway  agreed  to  sell  the 
•business  at  41  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E  O,  to  Messrs.  Dietsch 
&  Co.  A  deposit  was  paid,  but  under  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment the  business  was  to  be  carried  on  by  Mr.  Holloway 
until  Dietsch  &  Co.  took  possession.  He  was  prepared  to 
show  that  in  December  (when  the  articles  mentioned  were 
sold)  the  business  was  being  carried  on  not  on  Mr.  Holloway's 
account,  but  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Dietsch  &  Co.,  as  from 
December  5,  1902,  to  January  1,  1903,  and  that  Mr.  Holloway 
was  merely  managing  the  business  for  the  purchasers  at  a 
salary  of  51.  a  week. 

The  Lord  Mayor  :  But  that  will  not  do  you  any  good,  Mr. 
Osborne,  for  the  section  dealing  with  the  offence  distinctly 
states  that  if  "any  person  or  persons,  whether  licensed  or 
not,  shall  utter,  vend,  or  expose  to  sale,  or  offer  or  keep 
ready  for  sale,  whether  for  foreign  or  home  consumption,  or 
buy  or  receive  or  keep  for  the  purpose  of  selling  by  retail, 
either  on  his,  her,  or  their  own  account,  or  on  the  account  or 
behalf  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  packet,  box, 
bottle  pot,  phial,  &-c."  .  .  .  such  person  shall  be  liable. 

Mr.  Osborne  :  According  to  that  view,  my  Lord,  any  person 
employed  in  a  chemist's  shop  as  assistant  or  apprentice, 
would  be  liable  to  be  prosecuted,  and  not  the  actual  pro- 

rietor. 

The  Lord  Mayor :  I  think  I  could  go  even  so  far  as  that. 

Mr.  Osborne  :  With  much  respect,  my  Lord,  I  take  leave 
to  dissent  from  that  interpretation  of  the  Acts.  The  cases 
under  the  Revenue  Acts  are  always  taken  against  the 
principal  because  he  is  the  person  getting  the  benefit.  If 
such  action  was  intended  there  is  nothing  direct  in  that 
section,  I  submit,  to  point  to  the  prosecution  of  an  assistant 
in  a  bona- fide  sale. 


The  Lord  Mayor  :  All  Acts  of  Parliament  are  not  clear, 
Mr.  Osborne,  but  this  one  is  unusually  so.  You  see  it  says 
"  any  person  or  persons,  whether  licensed  or  not." 

Mr.  Osborne  contended  that  that  related  to  the  person  or 
persons  licensed  to  sell  and  on  whose  behalf  the  goods  were 
sold,  but  his  Lordship  stuck  to  his  point.  Mr.  Osborne 
thereupon  confined  himself  to  speaking  in  mitigation  of  the 
offences,  saying  that  no  doubt  there  had  been  a  little  care- 
lessness, but  no  wilful  fraud.  He  said  the  purchasers  of 
Mr.  Holloway's  business  had  themselves  been  summoned  by 
the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  for  like  offences  since  they 
had  taken  it  over. 

The  Lord  Mayor  inquired  whether  that  was  so,  but 

Mr.  Denniss  pointed  out  that  they  had  not  been  sum- 
moned. They  had  continued  selling  the  stock  of  dutiable 
articles  taken  over  from  Mr.  Holloway.  The  Commissioners 
had  drawn  their  attention  to  the  fact  and  agreed  to  a  com- 
promise. 

A  fine  of  \0i.  on  each  summons,  with  3Ls.  costs,  was  im- 
posed, to  be  paid  within  seven  days,  or  seven  days'  imprison- 
ment in  default.    The  fines  were  paid. 

Dentists  Act. 

A  CaiiPA^Y  may  Trade  as  Dentists. 

O.v  June  8  judgment  was  delivered  by  the  Limerick  City 
Magistrates — Mr.  Hickson,  R.M.,  the  Mayor,  and  Mr.  John 
Guinane,  J. P. — in  the  case  brought  by  Mr.  R.  E.  O'Duffy, 
Secretary  to  the  Irish  Branch  of  the  British  Dental  Associa- 
tion, of  Lincoln  Place,  Dublin  (reported  in  C.  Sf  D.  of  June  6, 
ppge  911).  The  summonses  were  against  "Jaffe  Surgeon 
Dentist,  Limited."  and  Marcus  Lionel  Jaffe,  "for  taking  and 
using  the  name,  title,  addition  or  description  of '  dentist 'aid 
'  surgeon  dentist,'  and  the  title  or  description  of  '  The  London 
and  New  York  Dental  Institute,'  implying  that  the  defendant 
company  was  specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry. 
Summonses  were  also  issued  to  the  same  effect  against 
Benjamin  Jaffe  and  Sidney  Jaffe.  The  Magistrates  reserved 
judgment. 

Mr.  Hickson,  R.M.,  in  now  giving  judgment,  said  the 
company  which  had  been  prosecuted  was  legally  founded, 
and  incorporated  with  a  capital  of  5001.  It  was  a  family 
company,  but  not  illegal.  Mr.  Samuels  had  relied  on  the 
case  brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  against  the 
London  Supply  Association,  in  which  judgment  was  delivered 
in  1880.  Counsel  on  each  side  held  that  this  decision  was 
in  his  favour;  but  it  did  not  bear  upon  the  present  case,  in 
which  the  charge  was  that  defendants  had  used  the  name, 
title,  or  description  of  "surgeon  dentists,"  not  being  regis- 
tered as  such,  and  implying  that  they  were  specially  qualified 
as  dentists.  The  Dentists  Act  of  1878,  if  read  alone,  would 
apply  to  persons  only  and  not  to  corporations.  The  Inter- 
pretation Act  of  1889,  passed  subsequently  to  the  judgment 
aforementioned,  in  section  2,  sub-section  1,  laid  down 
that  a  "  person"  included  a  body  corporate.  The  Medical 
Act  of  188S  defined  a  "person"  as  a  body  corporate,  but 
there  was  no  such  definition  in  the  Dentists  Act,  and  they 
must  go  to  the  Interpretation  Act  for  the  definition.  The 
pivot  on  which  this  case  revolved  consisted  of  the  words 
"  unless  a  contrary  intention  appears,"  and  the  Dentists  Act 
showed  what  they  meant.  Taking  the  Act  section  by  sec- 
tion, it  was  plain  that  it  could  not  apply  to  a  corporation, 
which  could  not  pass  an  examination,  could  not  die,  or  serve 
on  a  jury  or  in  the  militia.  The  Bench  held  that  the  Inter- 
pretation Act  did  not  interpret  "  person  "  to  mean  a  corpora- 
tion, and  disnvssed  the  summons  against  "  Jaffe,  Limited," 
on  that  ground.  By  a  curious  coincidence,  on  the  day  pre- 
ceding that  on  which  this  case  was  heard  the  King's  Bench 
in  London  tried  a  case  stated  by  a  West-London  Police  Magi- 
strate—Brown v.  Whitlock— in  which,  although  the  facts 
were  different  in  a  certain  degree,  the  same  point  arose,  as  it 
was  contended  that  Whitlock  could  get  over  the  difficulty  of 
registration  by  turning  himself  into  a  company.  The  Lord 
Chief  Justice  regretted  that  he  was  unable  to  interfere  with 
the  decision  of  the  Magistrate,  who  had  dismissed  a  charge 
similar  to  that  now  made.  The  contention  as  to  the  com- 
pany was  not  denied.  The  question  as  to  whether  a  company 
was  legal  under  the  Dentists  Act,  or  not  was  still  unsettled. 
A  common-sense  view  was  that,  speaking  generally  and  not 
of  this  particular  case,  it  was  more  or  less  of  a  fraud  on  the 
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public  for  a  compmy  to  be  called  "surgeon  dentists"  when 
none  of  the  members  of  it  were  qualified  ;  but  a  private  ex- 
pression of  opinion  like  that  was  not  law.  The  summonses 
against  the  directors  of  the  company  were  also  dismissed, 
with  30*.  costs  in  each  case. 

The  Magistrates  agree!  t)  state  a  case  for  the  superior 
Courts. 


Sale  of  FoDd  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

Os  June  6,  at  the  West  Riding  Police  Court,  Halifax,  John 
Schofield  Holden,  grocer,  Ripponden,  was  fined  20j.,  including 
osts,  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  was  found  to 
contain  an  excess  of  water  amounting  to  175  per  cent. 

Gregory's  Powder. 

At  Cheshunt  (Herts)  Petty  Sessions,  on  June  10,  Thos. 
Casely,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  summoned  for  selling 
Greg jry's  powder  which  was  certified  to  contain  some  car- 
bonate of  magnesia.  Mr.  R.  Robertson  proved  the  purchase, 
and  produced  the  analyst's  certificate.  Defendant  said  that 
until  recently  the  carbonate  of  magnesia  was  prescrib3d  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Witness:  I  am  told  that  it  has 
never  been  so  prescribed.  Defendant :  We  have  always  usei 
it  ever  since  I  was  an  apprentice.  In  reply  to  a  question  by 
the  Bench,  defendant  said  he  had  not  a  copy  of  the  old 
Pharmacopoeia  prescribing  carbonate  of  magnesia  instead  of 
the  oxide.  Defendant  added  that  the  powder  was  as  he 
found  it  when  he  purchased  his  business  last  August.  The 
dear  ingredients  (rhubarb  and  ginger)  were  exactly  as  pre- 
scribed. The  Bench  considered  the  case  a  trivial  one.  and 
dismissed  it  on  payment  by  defendant  of  the  analyst's  fee 
(10*.  6^.).  Defendant:  This  is  the  first  time  during  thirty 
years  that  I  have  been  summoned. 

[Our  reporter  writes  :  "  Immediately  after  the  Court  defendant's 
shop  was  again  visited  by  the  inspector,  who  closely  examined 
defendant's  weights  and  measures,  which,  however,  proved  to  be 
perfectly  accurate."] 

The  Commercial  Standard. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt  resumed  the  hearing,  on  June  9,  of  the 
case  of  the  Islington  Borough  Council  against  Boots  Cash 
Chemists  (Limited)  regarding  the  sale  of  methylated  soap- 
liniment.  Particulars  of  the  former  hearing  of  this  case, 
sent  back  from  the  Court  of  Appeal,  were  given  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  May  16,  pages  789  to  792.  Mr. 
MacMorran,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Bonsey  (instructed  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Beck)  appeared  for  the  defendants,  and  Mr.  Bramall  was  for 
the  Council. 

Mr.  Bonsey  said  he  proposed  to  call  witnesses  with  London 
experience,  the  first  of  whom  was 

Charles  William  Winter,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  said 
he  was  a  magistrate  for  the  County  of  London,  and  had 
been  in  business  at  324  Bethnal  Green  Road,  E.,  for  twenty 
years,  having  retired  only  two  years  ago.  His  business  had 
been  chiefly  with  the  working  classes,  and  he  had  dealt 
largely  in  soap-liniment.  During  all  the  time  he  had  been 
in  business  he  had  sold  nothiDg  but  the  article  made  with 
methylated  spirit,  when  soap-liniment  was  asked  for.  He 
had  1  lb.  of  the  rectified  preparation  when  he  purchased 
the  business,  and  never  used  any  of  it.  The  price  he  had 
sold  the  methylated  at  was  Id.  per  oz.  In  reply  to  Mr. 
D'Eyncourt  as  to  whether  he  had  sold  other  things  not  made 
in  accordance  with  the  B.P.,  but  appearing  there,  having 
a  commercial  standard,  he  named  the  liniments  of  aconite, 
belladonna,  and  compound  camphor. 

Charles  Oliver  Hawthorne,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  who  has 
written  a  book  on  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  contributed 
articles  on  medical  and  pharmaceutical  subjects  to  various 
journals,  said  he  had  known  methylated  soap  liniment  ."or 
many  years.  In  his  experience  as  a  doctor  the  methylated 
liniment  was  largely  used.  From  a  therapeutic  point  of 
view  it  was  quite  as  good  as  the  rectified.  If  he  sent  anyone 
to  a  chemist's  shop  to  inquire  for  soap  liniment  he  would 
expect  to  get  the  preparation  made  with  methyla^ei  spirit. 
In  his  experience  all  medical  men  who  dispensed  their  own 
medicines  used  the  methylated  preparation. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt  inquired  whether  he  could  name  any  other 
commercial  articles  also  mentioned  in  the  Pharmacopoeia. 


Dr.  Hawthorne  instanced  the  ordinary  liquid  gum  supplied 
as  not  being  prepared  according  to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  as 
well  as  turpentine,  soft  soap,  figs,  prunes,  and  many  others 
that  came  into  daily  use. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  What  about  steel-wine,  for  instance  ? 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  The  only  steel-wine  I  know  is  the  steel- 
wine  of  the  Pharmacopoeia;  I  have  no  experience  of  any 
other. 

In  further  reply  to  Mr.  Bonsey,  Dr.  Hawthorne  said  he 
was  a  chemist  as  well  as  a  medical  man. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Bramall,  Dr.  Hawthorne  said 
he  was  in  practice  as  a  medical  man  at  28  Weymouth 
Street,  W.  He  had  never  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist 
on  his  own  account.  If  he  went  to  a  chemist  and  asked  for 
soft  soap  he  would  not  get  the  sjft  soap  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  Supposing  you  said  that  the  soft  soap 
was  for  medicinal  use.  In  your  opinion  you  should  be  entitled 
to  have  soft  soap  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  .' 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  No.  I  do  not  think  you  would  be  entitled 
to  have  it  unless  you  asked  for  it  specifically  as  a  Pharma- 
c  >pceia  article.  The  chemist  might  give  you  the  B.P.  soft 
soap,  but  I  do  not  think  he  is  bound  to. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Then  why  should  I  go  to  a  chemist  for  soft 
soap  ? 

D.\  Hiwthorne:  Because  many  chemists  keep  the  soft 
soap  which  is  used  for  household  purposes. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Then  you  say  that  if  I  go  to  a  chemist  and 
ask  for  a  drug  I  am  not  entitled  to  get  it '.' 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  Perhaps  "entitled"  is  not  the  proper 
word. 

Mr.  Bramall:  We'd,  I  am  udog  the  word  which  the  witness 
used. 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  Pardon  me,  the  word  was  not  mine  ;  it 
was  used  by  the  learned  Magistrate.  (Laughter.) 

In  reply  co  further  interrogation,  Dr.  Hawthorne  said,  in 
his  opinion  the  B.P.  was  not  a  universal  standard  between 
the  chemist  and  the  public.  It  was  a  standard  only  for 
physicians'  prescriptions,  and  there  are  many  things  contained 
in  the  B.P.  which  have  a  commercial  standard. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Then  who  fixes  the  commercial  standard  ? 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  It  is  fixed  by  custom. 

Mr.  Bramall  :  Then  you  contend  that  custom  may  be 
created  for  any  other  drug  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  For  in- 
stance, supposing  some  one  from  America  sends  over  an 
inferior  drug  differing  from  that  in  the  B. P.,  you  say  in  course 
of  time  the  inferior  drug  would  by  custom  become  the  proper 
one  to  sell  1 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  It  might. 

Mr.  Bramall  pursued  this  question  of  custom  until  the 
discussion  between  him  and  Dr.  Hawthorne  became  rather 
intricate.  Ultimately  Mr.  Bramall  asked  why  the  chemist 
should  not  g'.ve  methylated  liniment  when  a  prescription  was 
brought '.' 

Dr.  Hawthorne  pointed  out  in  that  case  he  was  bound  by 
the  Pharmacopoeia;  it  was  the  standard  between  the  chemist 
and  the  physician. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Don't  you  think  a  chemist  ought  to  ask  a 
customer  what  kind  of  liniment  is  wanted  1 

Dr.  Hawthorne :  I  don't  think  he  need.  I  do  not  see  that 
the  customer  is  prejudiced.  He  gets  a  certain  amount  for 
Id  ,  and  that  is  the  thing  he  wants. 

Mr.  Bramall:  You  are  aware,  of  course,  that  "Squire's 
Companion  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia"  puts  the  methy- 
lated liniment  under  the  heading  of  "  non-official." 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt  :  Then  how  do  you  regard  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  ? 

Dr.  Hawthorne:  I  regard  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  as 
the  legal  standard  for  interpreting  physicians'  prescrip- 
tions. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  I  have  heard  in  the  evidence  of  your  wit- 
nesses, Mr.  Bonsey,  of  a  good  many  articles  contained  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  which  have  also  a  commercial  standard. 
Now  all  these  articles  have  more  than  one  use.  Will  you 
ask  some  of  your  expert  witnesses  to  point  out  another  B.P. 
article  which  is  used  only  as  a  medicine  and  which  is  also 
of  a  commercial  standard. 

Mr.  Bonsey  said  he  thought  that  was  immaterial  if  he 
showed  that  there  was  custom  for  any  particular  article.  The 
B.P.  does  not  show  distinction,  but  embraces  that  alto- 
gether.   How.ver,  he  asked  Dr.  Hawthorne  if  any  other 
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article  he  could  recall  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  satisfied  that 
definition. 

Dr.  Hawthorne  instanced  the  liniments  of  belladonna, 
aconite,  and  compound  camphor.  Neither  belladonna  nor 
aconite  could  be  called  popular  remedies,  but  the  compound- 
camphor  liniment  was  a  popular  remedy,  and  was  prepared 
with  methylated  spirit.  He  also  instanced  carbolic  acid  ; 
but  Mr.  DEyncourt  pointed  out  that  that  had  two  uses — the 
medicinal  use  for  the  crystals  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  a  disinfectant- value  for  the  crude  liquid. 

Mr.  Bonsey  then  asked  about  carbonate  and  bicarbonate 
of  soda ;  and  Dr.  Hawthorne  pointed  out  that  both  were  in 
the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  that  the  public  invariably  asked  for 
carbonate  of  soda  when  the  bicarbonate  of  the  B.P.  was 
wanted. 

'  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Bramall,  Dr.  Hawthorne  said 
belladonna  and  aconite  liniments  were  much  more  rarely 
used  as  popular  remedies  than  either  liniment  of  soap  or 
compound-camphor  liniment. 

Mr.  Bramall :  But  if  a  chemist  were  asked  for  any  of  these 
liniments,  would  he  not  inquire  of  the  customer  what  it  was 
wanted  for  ? 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  I  do  not  think  he  would,  or  should. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Why  does  the  B  P.  not  sanction  the  use  of 
methylated  spirit  ? 

Dr.  Hawthorne :  Because  it  is  not  necessary,  for  this 
reason.  The  B.P.  has  a  spirituous  liquid— rectified  spirit — 
which  it  uses  in  the  majority  of  its  preparations  in  various 
dilutions  for  all  purposes.  It  is  not  necessary,  therefore,  to 
introduce  a  methylated  spirit.  The  B.P.  is  not  concerned 
with  regarding  its'  preparations  from  an  economic  basis. 

Mr.  Bramall:  Then  why  should  the  B.P.  not  order  the 
liniment  to  be  made  with  methylated  spirit  ? 

Dr.  Hawthorne :  Because  the  B.P.  cannot  possibly  order 
any  preparation  to  be  made  with  anything  which  has  not 
been  defined  in  the  book.  Methylated  spirit  is  not  a  scientific 
term — it  is  an  Excise  term ;  and  according  to  my  view  the 
compilers  thought  it  unnecessary  to  include  the  methylated 
liniment  in  the  B.P. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  I  notice  that  in  the  B.P.  doses  are  given. 
Now,  what  are  these  doses  for  if  not  as  a  guide  to  the 
chemist  in  the  preparation  and  selling  of  medicinal  articles  1 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  The  doses  are  intended  as  a  check  on  the 
doctor  by  the  chemist.  In  some  cases  the  physician  may 
sometimes  make  a  slip  in  the  doses.  The  chemist  by  his 
training  is  familiar  with  average  doses ;  he  notes  the  dis- 
crepancy, and  is  thus  able  to  approach  the  doctor  on  the 
subject  before  dispensing  the  prescription. 

Mr.  D*Eyncourt :  But  a  chemist  when  he  recommends 
bottles  of  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  for  colds  puts  the 
dose  on  the  label.  Are  the  doses  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  not 
intended  as  a  guide  to  the  chemist,  and  is  the  chemist  not 
guided  by  the  doses  1 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  He  is  guided  by  the  doses  and  by  his  own 
experience. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  Then  the  chemist  is  wrong  to  be  guided 
by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  in  prescribing  these  things  1 

Dr.  Hawthorne  :  I  do  not  think  a  chemist  is  justified  in 
prescribing  doses  at  all.  ' 

Mr.  Bonsey :  A  chemist  is  prohibited  from  prescribing  by 
the  Apothecaries  Act. 

'Mr.  D'Eyncourt  pushed  his  point  as  to  the  B.P.  beiDg  a 
guide  to  the  chemist ;  but  Dr.  Hawthorne  thought  that  the 
B.P.  was  more  a  guide  to  the  doctor  and  a  guide  as  between 
the  chemist  and  the  doctor,  irrespective  of  the  public. 

Charles  Edward  Fox,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  109  Bethnal 
Green  Koad,  Shoreditch,  and  ex-Mayor  of  Bethnal  Green, 
said  that,  in  his  experience  of  thirty-five  years  of  business 
amongst  the  working-classes  in  Bethnal  Green,  methylated 
sOap-liniment  was  the  article  universally  sold  for  soap- 
liniment.  It  was  always  supplied  in  his  business  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  trade  without  question  until  these 
prosecutions  had  been  instituted.  It  was  bought  in  penny- 
worths and  twopennyworths,  and  asked  for  in  that  way ; 
arid,  in  his  opinion,  the  preparation  made  with  methylated 
spirit  was  that  supplied  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  in 
London. 

Thomas  Needham,  The  Laurels,  Huddersfield  (of  Need- 
hams,  Limited),  gave  corroborative  evidence  of  the  custom 
of  the  trade  in  Huddersfield  and  in  London,  his  firm  having 
branches  at  Edgware  Road,  Notting  Hill  Gate,  Norwood,  and 


Newington  Butts.  He  had  always  supplied  the  methylated 
preparation  when  soap-liniment  was  asked  for,  and  it  had 
been  supplied  to  all  classes — rich  and  poor. 

Mr.  Bramall  (cross-examining)  :  Do  you  consider  the  B.P. 
a  guide  to  you  when  you  supply  preparations  contained 
therein  1 

Mr.  Needham  :  No  ;  not  in  the  case  of  the  four  methylated 
liniments.  I  do  not  consider  it  binding  on  many  commercial 
articles. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  What  do  you  mean  by  that  answer  ? 

Mr.  Needham :  In  the  case  of  liquid  gum,  for  in- 
stance. Mucilage  of  acacia  would  be  too  thick  to  supply 
the  ordinary  public  for  liquid  gum.  And  the  same  would 
apply  to  soft  soap,  turpentine,  and  so  on.  He  could  not 
think  of  anything  else  mentioned  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
which  is  used  as  a  medicine  alone,  and  in  which  he  would 
depart  from  the  B.P.  formula.  He  agreed  with  Dr.  Haw- 
thorne that  the  doses  given  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  are  merely 
meant  as  a  check  for  the  chemist  on  the  physician. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  Then  you  do  not  take  the  pharmacopceial 
doses  as  a  guide  when  you  sell  your  proprietary  prepara- 
tions ? 

Mr.  Needharh :  Chemists  usually  take  an  intermediate 
dose — something  between  the  minimum  and  the  maximum 
given  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  Then  you  take  these  doses  from  the 
Pharmacopoeia  1 

Mr.  Needham  :  From  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  from  our 
experience. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  I  see.  Well,  what  would  you  do  in  the 
case  of  mercuric  iodide,  for  instance,  which,  I  see,  is  men- 
tioned here  with  a  dosage  of  5V  gr.  ? 

Mr.  Needham  :  Mercuric  iodide  would  not  be  sold  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  trade. 

Walter  Forbes,  41  Palmerston  Koad,  Forest  Gate,  E.,  said 
he  was  manager  of  the  drug-department  of  Picken  Brothers, 
general  merchants,  who  had  branches  at  Walthamstow, 
Greenwich,  and  elsewhere.  He  had  had  twenty-two  years' 
experience  as  a  chemist  in  Edinburgh,  Belfast,  Middles- 
borough-on-Tees,  Birmingham,  and  seven  years  in  London. 
During  that  time  he  had  sold  very  large  quantities  of 
methylated  soap-liniment,  such,  in  his  experience,  being  the 
preparation  usually  supplied  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trade. 
In  his  cross-examination  he  mentioned  crystal  carbolic  acid 
as  one  of  the  articles  found  in  the  B.P.  which  the  ordinary 
customer  would  not  be  supplied  with.  The  crude  liquid 
would  be  supplied  unless  the  pure  were  indicated. 

Evidence  of  a  similar  character  was  given  by  John  William 
Lubbock,  chemist  and  druggist,  52  Artillery  Lane,  E.,  Local 
Secretary  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  thirty-three 
years'  experience  ;  Robert  Steele  Page,  chemist  and  druggist, 
186  Essex  Road.  Islington,  N,  with  an  experience  of  twenty - 
two  years ;  by  Peter  Knight,  chemist  and  druggist,  85  High 
Street,  Harlesden,  with  twenty  years'  experience  in  Aber- 
deen, Gravesend,  and  London ;  by  Harry  Hodgkinsou 
Charlesworth,  chemist  and  druggist,  780  Fulham  Road,  S.W., 
with  fourteen  years'  experience ;  and  by  Herbert  Samuel 
Durbin,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  131  High  Street,  Putney. 
All  these  witnesses  disclaimed  any  connection  with  Boots 
(Limited),  and  said  they  had  come  there  solely  in  the 
interests  of  the  trade.  Many  of  them  owned  to  being  com- 
petitors with  Boots,  and  Mr.  Durbin  stated  plainly  amid 
general  laughter  that  he  decidedly  objected  to  Messrs. 
Boots'  policy  of  carrying  on  business  altogether.  He  was 
there  in  the  interest  of  the  trade,  and  certainly  not  in  the 
interest  of  Messrs.  Boots. 

The  last  witness  called  by  Mr.  Bonsey  was  Sidney  Francis 
Goss,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager  of  the  Crown  Per- 
fumery Company,  Fore  Street,  E.C.  He  testified  to  the 
custom  of  selling  methylated  soap-liniment  in  his  twenty- 
five  years'  experience  of  the  drug-trade,  and  especially  of 
the  practice  when  he  had  been  in  business  in  Brompton 
Road,  Regent  Street,  Oxford  Street,  and  other  places  in 
London.  In  the  West-end  of  London  soap-liniment  was 
very  seldom  sold  over  the  counter,  but  in  many  places  in 
the  provinces  it  was  a  very  popular  remedy,  and  the 
methylated  liniment  was  invariably  supplied.  He  regarded 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  standard  between  the 
chemist  and  the  doctor,  and  pointed  out  that  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  spirit  was  used  in  two  classes  of  preparations, 
those  for  external  and  internal  use,  and  that  the  proportion- 
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for  external  use  in  which  spirit  was  employed  was  extremely 
'small.  The  four  methylated  liniments  constituted  a  large 
proportion  of  the  external  preparations  in  which  spirit  was 
used. 

Asked  by  Mr.  Bramall  if  he  suggested  that.the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia was  not  an  absolute  guide  between  the  chemist 
and  the  public,  he  said  in  his  opinion  it  was  not.  He  was 
then  asked  how  a  guide  would  be  fixed,  and  what  was  the 
guide.  He  suggested  that  it  would  be  extremely  difficult 
to  fix  a  binding  standard,  but  he  thought  a  certain  amount 
of  licence  should  be  allowed  for  preparations  used  for 
external  use. 

The  Case  for  the  Prosecution. 

Mr.  Bramall,  in  a  very  able  speech,  then  addressed  the 
Magistrate  for  the  Council.  He  said  the  case  was  an  im- 
portant "one,  with  far-reaching  consequences,  as  was  shown 
by  the  eminent  counsel  the  defendants  had  engaged  to  con- 
duct it  for  them.  He  thought  the  point  to  be  decided  was 
the  very  simple  one,  Was  Mrs.  Herbert  [the  purchaser  of  the 
liniment]  served  by  the  defendants  with  a  substance  of  the 
nature  and  quality  demanded  ?  He  referred  at  length  to 
the  case  of  Dickens  v.  Randerson,  and  to  the  remarks  of  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice  when  the  appeal  on  the  case  under  con- 
sideration was  before  the  High  Court.  Dickens  v.  Randerson 
had  decided  that  prima  facie  the  B.P.  was  the  standard  for 
drugs,  and  the  Judges  had  said,  in  sending  the  case  back  to 
the  learned  Magistrate  to  hear  evidence,  that  after  hearing 
it  he  would  probably  find  that  the  defendants  had  done  the 
same  as  the  defendants  in  Dickens  v.  Randerson.  The  case, 
he  contended,  had  to  be  decided  on  the  facts,  and  he 
thought  the  presumption  that  the  B.P.  was  not  the  standard 
for  liniment  of  soap  had  not  been  rebutted  by  the  evidence 
called  by  the  other  side.  The  articles  mentioned  in  the  B.P. 
and  put  forward  as  analogous  to  liniment  of  soap,  such  as 
sherry,  brandy,  soap,  &c,  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with 
it.  The  substance  to  be  analogous  must  be  used  as  a 
medicine  and  nothing  else.  He  then  proceeded  to  point 
out  that  everything  Mr.  MacMorran  had  said  regarding  the 
sanctioning  of  methylated  liniments  by  the  Inland  Revenue 
was  quite  beside  the  mark.  The  permission  of  methylation 
was  made  entirely  from  an  Inland  Revenue  point  of  view, 
and  Inland  Revenue  authorities  never  had  any  power  to 
interfere  with  the  working  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  or  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  Moreover,  he  suggested  the 
proposition,  that,  as  shown  by  the  evolution  of  the  Spirits 
Acts  (which  he  traced  from  1855),  the  notice  regarding 
methylated  spirit  was  not  intended  to  be  connected  with 
medicine  in  any  way,  but  was  solely  for  use  in  the  arts  and 
manufactures.  He  submitted  that  the  phrase  "arts  and 
manufactures "  could  not  be  made  to  apply  to  the  com- 
pounding of  drugs,  but  applied  entirely  to  technical  pro- 
cesses, and  a  chemist,  he  thought,  could  scarcely  be  called 
a  manufacturer.  That  was  what  the  .Commissioners  of 
Inland  Revenue  appeared  to  have  in  their  mind,  and  he 
drew  a  distinction  between  the  phrase  stating  that 
"  methylated  spirit  may  be  used  for  making.  &o  ,"  and  "  no 
objection  is  made  to  the  use  of  methylated  spirit  in  the 
preparation,"  &c. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  "Manufacture"  is  the  important  word. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Bramall  said  no  one  outside  the  trade  knew 
of  these  regulations.  No  knowledge  that  methylation  of  lini- 
ments was  permitted  was  in  the  possession  of  the  average 
pjrson  who  made  the  demand.  Torebut  Mr.  MaoMorran's  state- 
ment that  methylated  spirit  and  methylated  liniments  were 
known  long  before  the  B.P.,  he  then  traced  the  history  of  the 
Pharmacopoeias  from  the  time  the  original  charter  was 
granted  to  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  to  London,  to 
give  them  the  oversight  of  medicines,  up  to  the  Medical  Act 
of  1858,  when  the  General  Medical  Council  were  established 
and  were  required  to  publish  a  Pharmacopceia.  In  the  Phar- 
macopoeias all  the  way  through  only  the  rectified  liniment  of 
soap  appeared.  With  regard  to  the  application  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  he  was  sorry  to  differ  so  acutely  from 
so  eminent  an  authority  as  Mr.  MacMorran,  who  had 
contended  that  Section  15,  regarding  compounding,  applied 
only  to  unqualified  persons. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt:  I  do  not  remember  that,  Mr.  Bramall. 

Mr.  Bramall :  My  friend  said,  according  to  the  notes,  that 
the  Pharmacy  Act  in  that  connection  was  only  to  prevent  the 
un  ]ualified  person  from  compounding  prescriptions.  He(Mr. 


Bramall)  contended  the  section  applied  also  to  compounding 
and  selling  medicines,  and  they  had  to  be  made  according  to 
the  Pharmacopceia.  If  there  were  no  compounding  there  could 
be  no  selling.  It  was  clear  to  his  mind  that  the  Legisla- 
ture intended  to  sanction  the  B.P.  as  the  standard  for 
drugs  and  medicines.  This  was  shown  clearly  in  White  t>. 
Bywater  (tr.  opii  case)  and  in  Dickens  v.  Randerson. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  But  the  King's  Bench  have  said  that 
Dickens  ?>.  Randerson  does  not  mean  that.  I  have  to  con- 
sider whether  there  is  not  a  commercial  standard  apart  from 
the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Bramall:  I  do  not  think  they  meant  that. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  I  do  not  suppose  they  meant  to  draw  a 
distinction  between  compounding  and  selling,  but  it  is  very 
difficult  to  know  what  they  do  mean. 

Mr.  MacMorran  put  his  view  of  the  question  before  Mr. 
D'Eyncourt,  who  finally  asked  if.  in  his  (Mr.  MacMorran's) 
opinion,  the  Judges  meant  that  a  chemist,  though  he  may  nob 
compound  an  article  wrongly,  may  buy  it  and  sell  it.  Mr. 
MacMorran  said  that  was  his  view  and  the  view  adopted. by 
the  King's  Bench  on  his  argument.  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  said  he 
was  very  puzzled  over  the  matter,  and  would  ,  be  glad  of 
anything  to  elucidate  it.  Before  rising  for  the  day  he  said 
that  there  could  be  no  doubt  but  that  soap-linirnent  appeared 
to  be  on  a  very  different  footing  from  ether  things  in  Ihi 
Pharmacopoeia.    At  the  hearing  on 

Wednesday  Afternoon,  June  10, 

Mr.  Bramall,  continuing  his  argument,  said,  with  regard  to 
the  use  of  the  methylated  liniment  in  hospitals,  linime.nts 
supplied  gratuitously  to  the  poor  could  not  affect  the  article 
when  sold  for  profit.  In  a  perusal  of  the  "  Pharmacopoeias- 
of  the  London  Hospitals,"  put  in  by  Mr.  MacMorran,  it  was 
found  that  there  were  seventy-four  medicines  prepared 
differently  from  the  B.P.  formulas,  and  if  his  argument  was 
worth  anything  it  meant  that  anyone  could  compound  and 
se'l  a  medicine  from  any  formula  whatever. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  On  the  other  hand,  if  you  are  right,  the 
hospitals  are  committing  an  offence  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts. 

Mr.  Bramall :  In  the  High  Court  Mr.  Danckwerts  sub- 
mitted that  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  gave  permission 
to  sell.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  pointed  out  that  it  only 
applied  to  compounding,  and  that  it  was  no  offence  to  sell; 
but  if  there  was  no  compounding  there  could  be  no  sale. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt:  Somebody  else  might  compound. 

Mr.  Bramall :  That  may  be,  but  the  Legislature  has  said 
nobody  may  compound  unless  according  to  the  B  P. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  Well,  I  am  bound  to  say  that  was  the 
view  I  took,  but  the  King's  Bench  says  I  am  wrong. 

Regarding  the  question  of  a  '■  commercial  standard,"  it  was 
not  sent  back,  Mr.  Bramall  submitted,  for  the  learned 
Magistrate  to  find  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  a  commer- 
cial standard.  The  Judges  did  not  sesm  to  know  what  "  a 
commercial  standard "  is,  nor  did  they  know  what  the 
evidence  was. 

A  long  argument  ensued  between  counsel,  solicitor,  and 
Magistrate  as  to  what  the  Judges  said  and  meant. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt  said  to  Mr.  Bramall :  Are  you  and  Mr. 
MacMorran  agreed  that  the  following  are  the  points  to  he 
decided? — (1)  Is  there  a  well-recognised  commercial  standard 
differing  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  ?  (2)  Is  a  request  by  one 
of  the  public  in  asking  for  '-liniment  of  soap"  to  be 
considered  to  be  a  request  for  the  methylated  liniment  or 
for  the  B.P.  article  1 

Mr.  Bramall  did  no";  quite  agree  with  that.  He  would 
qualify  the  second  point  by  adding:  "And  does  the  pur- 
chaser get  what  he  expects  1 " 

Mr.  MacMorran  promptly  objected.  To  his  mind,  the 
question  was  not  what  the  purchaser  expects  to  get,  but 
what  a  person  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  would  be 
supplied  with.  That  would  be  the  point  which,  if  the  case 
went  back  to  the  High  Court,  would  have  to  be  decided. 

Further  discussion  regarding  the  argument  of  Mr. 
Danckwerts  for  the  Council  before  the  Judges  ensued,  and 
the  inevitable  Dickens  v.  Rmderson.  Eventually  Mr. 
D'Eyncourt  said  in  Dickens  v.  Randerson  it  appeared  to  him 
that  similar  evidence  was  given  regarding  custom  (in  that 
case  dilute  mercury  ointment)  to  that  tendered  by  Mr. 
MacMorran.  The  learned  K.C.  held  that  the  cases  were  not 
the  same  at  all.    In  the  mercury  case  the  article  supplied 
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was  in  the  B.P.,  but  defendant  sold  it  under  strength.  In 
that  case  there  was  a  deficiency  of  the  essential  product 
(mercury),  which  does  not  apply  in  this  case. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  What  I  should  like  to  do  would  be  to 
make  a  note  of  all  that  has  been  presented  to  me,  and  send 
it  back  to  the  High  Court  to  do  what  they  like  with  it,  but  I 
do  not  think  they  would  allow  it. 

Mr.  MacMorran :  I  am  not  sure  but  that  might  mt  be  the 
proper  thing  to  do,  but  it  is  entirely  for  your  judgment. 

After  another  argumentative  interlude  between  Bench  and 
Bar 

Mr.  Bramall  continued.  He  said  all  the  evidence  brought 
forward  had  not  rebutted  the  prima, facie  case.  It  only 
proved  that  a  number  of  wholesale  chemists  and  a  very  large 
number  of  retail  chemists  were  selling  methylated  soap-lini- 
ment, but  there  was  no  evidence  brought  that  the  public 
knew  what  they  were  getting.  They  went  into  a  chemisfs 
shop  in  the  faith  that  they  would  be  supplied  with  the  B.P. 
article,  which  they  were  primd  facie  entitled  to. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  You  say  the  ordinary  public,  ignorant  of 
the  B.P.  and  everything  else,  when  they  ask  for  something 
mentioned  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  are  entitled  to  get  it.  Sup- 
pose they  have  had  the  other  before  1 

Mr.  Bramall :  Then  they  would  know  what  they  were  to  get. 
But  the  question  is  more  what  the  ordinary  educated  person 
who  knows  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia would  expect. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  I  know  whit  to  expect  now.  (Much 
laughter.) 

Mr.  Bramall:  But  what  would  you  have  expected  before? 
It  is  all  owing  to  a  want  of  candour  on  the  part  of  the 
chemists  towards  the  public.  Chemists  ought  to  tell  the 
purchaser  what  they  are  selling  him.  They  will  not  take 
the  trouble  to  do  this  for  fear — as  Mr.  Waring  said — of 
frightening  the  customer  out  of  the  shop.  All  the  evidence 
given  by  the  other  side  had  been  given  in  the  case  of 
Dickens  v.  Randerson. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  Then  why  are  we  here  ?  If  the  evidence 
given  is  immaterial,  surely  the  Judges  would  not  have  sent 
back  the  case  to  hear  it. 

Mr.  Bramall  ridiculed  the  idea  of  fixing  a  commercial 
standard,  which  would  be  a  dangerous  thing  to  allow  any 
-class  of  tradesmen  to  do.  With  regard  to  the  price — £2.  an 
ounce — that  might  be  an  element  for  tbe  defence  if  the 
•customer  knew  the  price  of  the  rectified,  but  even  then  it 
would  not  be  of  any  value  in  this  case,  as  it  was  notorious 
that  Boots  sold  medicines  at  cutting  prices  to  attract  custom. 
The  price  in  their  case  was  no  test  of  the  value  of  the  article 
they  were  selling.  At  best,  all  the  evidence  had  done  was 
-to  show  that  there  was  partial  custom,  as  he  should  bring 
evidence  c  ntrary  to  that  given  regar.lins;  the  practice  of 
selling  the  liniment  amongst  chemists.  He  hoped  the  Magis- 
trate would  not  find  that  the  B.P.  was  not  the  standard  for 
medicines  for  the  public. 

Mr.  D'Eyncourt :  But  the  King's  Bench  puts  all  that  on 
one  side.  If  they  do  not  mean  that  I  do  not  know  what 
they  mean.  If  it  can  be  established  that  there  is  a  com- 
mercial custom  well  known  to  chemists,  the  Pharmacopoeia 
or  the  Pharmacy  Acts  do  not  matter. 

This  raised  another  controversy  on  the  question  of  whether 
the  seller  ought  to  know  what  he  was  to  get.  Mr.  MacMorran 
said  not  necessarily.  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  thought  this  too  one- 
sided to  be  just;  but  Mr.  MacMorran  persisted,  and  eventually 
it  came  down  to  a  request  by  the  Magistrate  for  the  terms 
oE  Mr.  MacMorran's  original  proposition.  The  original  paper 
could  not  be  found,  but  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  repirt 
of  May  16  was  handed  up  by  Mr.  MacMorran  to  the  Magis- 
trate, as  embodying  exactly  and  fairly  what  he  did  say.  The 
proposition  there  set  out  (page  789)  was  copied  in  full  by  the 
Magistrate,  as  follows : 

If  the  thing  sold  is  a  well-known  commercial  article  sold  under 
a  known  name,  and  the  buyer  asks  for  it  under  that  name  and 
gets  it,  then  he  has  got  an  article  of  the  nature,  substance,  and 
quality  demanded. 

Mr.  Bramall  dissented  from  that  proposition,  sayiDg  "that 
it  must  be  so  commonly  sold  under  that  name  that  the 
ordinary  purchaser  must  be  deemed  to  have  that  knowledge." 
He  then  called 

Arthur  Edward  Ekins,  F.C.S.,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
public  analyst  for  Hertfordshire,  ex-Mayor  of  St.  Albars, 
and  till  four  years  ago  in  business  as  a  retail  chemist  :'n 


St.  Albans.  He  was  apprenticed  in  the  largest  chemist's 
business  in  Cambridge,  and  had  experience  in  Marylebone, 
Norwood,  and  other  places  prior  to  settling  down  in  business 
on  his  own  account  at  St.  Albans  in  1876.  In  his  experience 
the  rectified  liniment  of  soap  was  always  sold.  He  would 
not  consider  it  justifiable  to  sell  the  methylated  liniment  for 
human  beings.  The  methylated  liniments  were  first  used 
for  veterinary-purposes.  As  far  as  he  knew  the  rectified 
liniment  was  always  sold  for  "soap-liniment"  by  all  the 
chemists  in  Hertfordshire.  In  the  trade-lists  lin.  saponiswas 
always  qualified  by  the  word  "methylated,"  and  when 
ordered  he  always  got  the  Pharmacopoeia  article,  unless 
"methylated"  were  specified.  The  rectified  preparation 
appears  in  every  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  world.  It  is  not 
good  for  rubbing-purposes,  because  the  odour  is  objectionable 
and  causes  headaches. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  MacMorran,  he  thought  it  was  an 
offence  against  the  Pharmacy  Act  to  supply  drugs  not  of 
the  B.P.  standard,  but  he  would  not  say  it  was  an  offence  to 
compound.  He  had  no  interest  in  a  chemist's  business,  but 
he  actually  served  in  his  old  shop  in  St.  Albans  within  the 
last  three  weeks.  When  asked  for  "  quinine  "  he  would  sell 
quinine  sulphate. 

A  packet  labelled  "  Pure  quinine,"  and  bearing  the  label  of 
Mr.  Ekins's  successor,  was  handed  up.  it  being  suggested  that 
he  had  actually  sold  it.  This  Mr.  Ekins  would  not  admit,  as 
he  could  not  recollect  individual  sales. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  Well,  supposing  you  did  sell  it  and 
were  asked  for  "  quinine,"  is  that  properly  labelled  ? 

Mr.  Ekins  :  It  is. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  Is  it  pure  quinine  ? 
Mr.  E'iins  :  It  is. 

Mr.  MacMorran :  But  you  said  you  would  supply  the 
"  sulphate."    Is  not  the  pure  alkaloid  "  pure  quinine  ?  " 

Mr.  Ekins:  If  a  customer  asks  for  "quinia"  he  would 
get  the  alkaloid ;  if  for  "  quinine,"  he  would  get  the 
sulphate. 

In  further  cross-examination,  he  was  not  aware  until  he 
heard  the  evidence  in  that  case  what  large  quantities  of 
methylated  soap-liniment  were  sold.  The  fact  had  surprised 
him  considerably.  The  fact  in  the  experience  of  so  many 
others  did  not  even  then  affect  his  opinion.  ("  Perhaps 
nothing  would,"  commented  Mr.  MacMorran  )  The  evidence 
given  of  the  price  charged  had  not  affected  his  opinion 
either.  He  regarded  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  the  absolute 
standard  for  all  medicines.  Mr.  MacMorran  then  proceeded 
to  question  Mr.  Ekins  regarding  his  knowledge  of  Dr. 
Attfield.  Mr.  Ekins  was  aware  that  Dr.  Attfield  had  been 
the  editor  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  for  many  years,  but  he  was 
so  no  loDger.  Mr.  MacMorran  then  read  Dr.  Attfield's  com- 
ments on  the  question  of  a  standard  for  gelatin  published  in 
his  "Repoit  and  Digest"  for  1900,  and  particularly  bis 
opinion  regarding  the  inadmissibility  of  the  B.P.  as  a  com- 
mercial standard. 

Mr.  MacMorran :  You  admit  Dr.  Attfield  has  some 
authority,  do  you  not  ? 

Mr.  Ekins  :  Dr.  Attfield  was  editor  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia for  some  years ;  but  he  has  been  got  rid  of,  I 
believe,  because  he  is  not  now  considered  an  authority. 

Mr.  MacMorran  then  quoted  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Attfield  on 
the  same  subject  at  the  B.P.C  Conference  at  Plymouth,  em- 
phasising the  following : 

He  hoped  it  would  be  realised  by  everyone  that  the  Pharma- 
copoeia, notwithstanding  the  practica  of  tribunals  and  the  prin- 
ciple on  which  barristers  made  speeches,  was  not  a  legal  standard 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  anl  Drugs  Act;  and  if  one  had  the 
courage  to  test  a  case  in  the  Superior  Courts,  he  was  not  afraid  to 
forecast  that  the  Judges  of  those  Courts  would  agree  with  what  he 
had  stated. 

Mr.  Ekins  :  I  have  had  these  brought  up  to  me  again  and 
again  in  police-courts ;  they  are  only  the  opinions  of  Dr. 
Attfield. 

Mr.  MacMorran:  But  he  was  the  editor  of  the  B.P.,  and 
at  least  knew  what  the  compilers  intended  it  for,  did  he 

not? 

Mr.  Ekins  :  Yes,  I  suppose  so. 

Re-examined  by  Mr.  Bramall :  Then  the  case  of  Dickens  v. 
Randerson  must  have  been  a  great  blow  to  Dr.  Attfield  ? 
Mr.  Ekins  :  I  should  think  so. 

Mr.  Bramall :  Dr.  Attfield  is  not  now  editor  of  the  B.P. 
Did  he  voluntarily  resign,  or  was  he  requested  to  do  so  ? 
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Mr.  Ekins :  Well,  I  would  rather  not  say  any  more  about 
that. 

Dr.  Harris,  medical  officer  of  health  for  Islington,  then 
deposed  to  his  experience  of  the  use  of  soap-liniment  in 
private  medical  practice,  and  to  the  custom  among 
chemists  as  he  had  found  it  in  the  discharge  of  his  public 
duties.  When  practising  privately  he  dispensed  his  own 
medicines,  and  always  used  and  was  always  supplied  with 
the  B.P.  soap-liniment.  On  the  evening  of  the  first  day's 
hearing  of  the  case  he  made  four  purchases  of  soap-liniment 
at  different  chemists'  shops  in  Islington  (Lyons's,  Thomas's 
Drug  Stores,  Perodeau,  and  Parke's  Drug  Stores,  all 
in  Upper  Street).  In  each  case  he  was  supplied  with  the 
liniment  made  with  pure  spirit.  Oa  the  evening  of  the 
second  hearing  he  made  three  other  purchases  from  chemists 
in  Caledonian  Road.  In  the  first  shop  he  was  given  the  B.P. 
liniment  without  question,  but  in  the  other  two  shops  he 
was  asked  whether  he  would  have  the  methylated  or  the 
pure.  In  the  London  Hospital  the  liniment  is  made  with 
rectified  spirit  only,  and  Squire's  "Pharmacopoeias  of  the 
London  Hospitals  "  was  produced  to  prove  that. 

This  was  vigorously  denied  by  Mr.  MacMorran,  who  pro- 
duced the  same  edition  to  s-how  that  both  were  given.  It 
appeared  that  one  of  the  editions  seems  to  have  contained  a 
printer's  error,  but  no  particular  point  was  gained,  and  Mr. 
MacMorran  disposed  of  the  dispute  by  reminding  the  Magis- 
trate that  they  actually  had  had  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Smith 
of  the  London  Hospital  as  to  the  use  of  nothing  else  but 
the  methylated  liniment. 

Mr.  Bramall  put  in  Squire's  "  Companion,"  which  Dr. 
Harris  characterised  as  the  authority  with  chemists  and 
medical  men.  In  Squire  "methylated  alcohol"  and 
"methylated  soap-liniment"  are  described  as  "non-official." 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  MacMorran  :  He  was  surprised  at 
learning  that  the  methylated  liniment  was  so  largely  sold 
by  chemists.  He  did  not  consider  that  there  was  fraud  on 
the  part  of  the  chemist  in  selling  methylated  liniment,  but 
there  might  be  prejudice.  Before  hearing  the  evidence  in 
this  case  he  thought  chemists  used  methylated  spirit  for  an 
improper  reason,  because  he  surmised  that  the  methylated 
article  first  used  for  veterinary  purposes  had  gradually  been 
brought  into  use  for  human  beings,  and  passed  off  on  the 
unknowing  public.  Mr.  MacMorran  then  read  the  extract  in 
the  Calendar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  stating  that 
chemists  could  use  methylated  spirit  in  the  preparation  of 
liniment  of  soap.  Bearing  in  mind  that  authority  to 
chemists,  where,  he  asked,  did  the  impropriety  come  in? 
Dr.  Han  is  replied  that  something  not  of  the  nature  and 
quality  demanded  was  sold. 

Mr.  MacMorran :  At  the  price?  What  is  wrong  legally, 
or  morally  in  selling  methylated  soap-liniment  at  the  price 
of  methylated  soap-liniment  ? 

Dr.  Harris  :  Well,  it  is  unfair  trading. 

Mr.  DEyncourt:  Ye5,  but  as  between  the  purchaser  and 
the  seller  ? 

Dr.  Harris  :  Putting  aside  the  virtue  of  the  article  sold, 
there  is  nothing  wrong  to  the  purchaser;  but  it  is  not  fair  to 
undersell  other  chemists. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  Then  anyone  who  sells  cheaper  than  his 
neighbour  is  not  selling  fair.  I  put  it  to  you,  Dr.  Harris,  is 
not  the  question  of  underselling  at  the  bottom  of  all  this 
prosecution  I  Is  it  not  because  of  the  unpopularity  of 
Boots  ? 

Dr.  Harris :  That  has  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  it. 

In  further  cross-examination  Dr.  Harris  said  when  he  made 
his  first  purchases  in  Upper  Street,  Islington,  the  prosecution 
had  been  begun  and  Parke's  Drug  Stores  were  summoned  for 
a  similar  offence  at  the  same  times  as  Boots.  Mr.  Mac- 
Morran further  suggested  that  every  chemist  in  Islington  knew 
he  was  a  doctor  and  would  supply  him  on  sight  with  what 
he  wanted — the  rectified  preparation  ;  but  this  view  Dr. 
Harris  world  not  admit.  He  did  not  know  why  methylated 
spirit  should  be  mentioned  in  Squire  at  all,  except  that 
chemists  sold  large  quantities  of  it.  Re-examined  by  Mr. 
Bramall,  he  said  that  from  his  experience  he  judged  that  the 
sale  of  methylated  liniment  of  soap  was  by  no  means 
universal.  Chemists  ought  to  sell  the  B.P.  liniment  or  put 
"  methylated  "  on  their  labels.  He  handed  up  a  labelled  bottle 
oa  which  the  printed  word  "  methylated  "  had  been  struck 
out  and  "  rectified "  written  in  in  ink.  Mr.  MacMorran 
pointed  out  to  the  Magistrate  that  that  label  was  evidence  ' 


that  the  methylated  was  so  commonly  sold  that  a  printed 
label  was  kept  for  it,  while  there  was  no  label  kept  for  the 
other.  Mr.  Bramall,  on  the  other  hand,  said  it  showed  that 
the  rectified  was  so  freely  sold  that  the  labels  had  run  out 
and  the  methylated  labels  had  to  be  utilised. 

W.  L.  Garner,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  103  High  Street, 
Kensington,  was  called  to  rebut  the  evidence  given  by 
Mr.  Mays,  of  Reading,  who  had  appeared  for  the  defendants, 
and  said  he  sold,  and  it  was  the  practice  to  sell,  methylated 
soap-liniment  in  the  shop  of  Mr.  Garner's  father,  with  whom 
he  had  at  one  time  been  an  assistant.  Witness  recollected 
Mr.  Mays,  who  had  been  in  the  employment  of  his  father  for 
three  or  four  months  only  about  fifteen  years  ago.  He  never 
in  his  life  sold  methylated  soap-liniment,  nor  was  it  ever 
kept  in  stock  in  the  business  belonging  to  his  father  and  now 
owned  by  him.  He  always  sold  the  rectified  liniment,  but 
there  was  not  much  demand  for  soap-liniment  at  his 
establishment,  only  about  3  oz.  or  4  oz.  a  week  being  sold 
over  the  retail  counter.  He  was  18  when  Mr.  Mays  was  with 
his  father,  and  was  studying  for  his  examinations.  He  was 
not  then  acting  as  an  assistant. 

Robert  Vincent  (of  Bishop's  Drug-stores),  485  Holloway 
Road,  N.,  who  said  he  attended  on  subpfena,  deposed  that  it 
was  his  practice,  when  asked  for  soap-liniment,  to  sell  only 
the  rectified.  He  supplied  all  drugs  according  to  the  standard 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia.    His  was  a  middle-class  business. 

Cross-examined :  He  sold  the  liniment  at  3i.  an  oz. 
The  rectified  liniment  could  not  be  sold  at  that  to  get  any 
profit,  and  the  methylated  liniment  at  \d  an  oz.  would  not 
give  much  profit.  He  had  sold  methylated  soap-liniment, 
but  sold  more  of  the  rectified.  He  sold  the  methylated  lini- 
ment as  "  opodeldoc."  Mr.  MacMorran  then  put  in  a  price- 
list,  which  witness  admitted  was  his,  in  which,  under 
"  Liniments,"  appeared  "  Liniment,  soap,  \\cl.  per  oz."  "  Was 
that  the  rectified  liniment?"  he  asked,  to  which  witness 
replied  "No."  "Is  it  described  as  soap-liniment?"  "Yes, 
but  that  is  an'old  list." 

Mr.  MacMorran  then  read  from  the  same  list  a  paragraph 
animadverting  on  "  certain  cash  chemists,  who  through  a 
flaw  in  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  allowed  to  practise  as 
chemists,  although  not  registered  as  chemists  and  druggists," 
and  suggested  that  Boots  were  intended.    This  was  denied 
by  Mr.  Vincent,  who  said  he  had  no  ill-feeling  towards 
B^ots.    The  paragraph  would  apply  to  many  other  drug 
companies,  in  spite  of  the  words  "  cash  chemists."  Mr. 
MacMorran  next  put  in  a  later  edition  of  the  price-list  issued 
by  the  witness,  in  which  appeared  the  following : 
Liniment,  aconite,  6d. ;  methylated,  2hd.  per  oz. 
„        belladonna,  6d„  ;  methylated,  2d.  per  oz. 
„        compound  camphor,  id. ;  methylated,  Id.  per  oz. 
„        soap  (opodeldoc),  l^d.  per  oz. 

He  pointed  out  that  there  was  no  rectified  liniment  men- 
tioned in  the  list,  and  asked  how  witness  reconciled  that 
with  his  statement  that  he  sold  the  rectified  liniment  only. 
Witness  replied  that  he  sold  soap-liniment  very  infrequently 
— about  once  a  month— and  the  other  he  sold  as  opodeldoc. 
He  sold  opodeldoc  and  rectified  liniment  in  about  equal 
proportions.  In  reply  to  the  Magistrate,  he  said  people 
asked  for  the  methylated  liniment  as  opodeldoc,  and  he  sold 
it  with  a  plain  printed  label  bearing  that  name. 

E.  G.  Perodeau,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  260  Upper  Street, 
Islington,  and  Henry  Cryer,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  506 
Holloway  Road,  N.,  each  deposed  that  he  sold  only  the 
rectified  liniment  when  soap-liniment  was  asked  for.  Both 
were  much  surprised  at  the  evidence  of  the  large  sale  of  the 
methylated  article.  Mr.  Perodeau  had  not  sold  1  pint  of 
the  methylated  liniment  in  ten  years,  and  Mr.  Cryer  sold  it  in 
the  proportion  of  2  oz.  of  the  methylated  to  2  lbs.  of  the 
rectified  per  month. 

John  Lorimer  (managing  director  of  Lorimer  &  Co., 
Limited,  Britannia  Row,  N.)  attended  on  subpoena,  and 
said  he  had  a  fairly  large  wholesale  business  amongst 
retail  chemists.  If  asked  for  soap-liniment  he  always 
sent  the  B.P.  article,  unless  the  methylated  article  was 
indicated.  He  also  made  methylated,  and  quoted  both 
in  his  price-list.  He  sold  about  equal  quantities  of 
these  liniments  in  supplying  chemists.  Mr.  Bramall  tried 
to  ask  the  witness  about  the  opinion  of  the  Drug-trade 
Defence  Committee  on  the  question  of  these  prosecutions ; 
but  Mr.  MacMorran  objected,  and  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  ruled  it 
was  net  admissible. 
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In  cross-examination,  witness  said  Mr.  Murison,  of  Parke's 
Drug-stores  (Limited),  was  formerly  a  partner  of  his.  He 
(witness)  was  one  of  the  promoters  of  Parke's  Drug- stores 
(Limited),  and  Mr.  Murison  was  the  managing  director  at 
the  time  Parke's  Drug-stores  were  fined  for  selling  soap- 
liniment  made  with  methylated  spirit.  His  company 
(Lorimer  &  Co.,  Limited)  supplied  methylated  soap-liniment 
to  Parke's  Drug-stores  (Limited)  in  considerable  quantity  ; 
but  neither  he  nor  Mr.  Mur'son  was  aware  that  it  was  being 
sold  in  place  of  the  pure  liniment.  He  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  retail  sales  during  his  connection  with  Parke's 
Drug-stores  (Limited),  and  he  reiterated  his  statement  that 
the  proportion  of  the  soap-liniments  (methylated  and  recti- 
fied) his  company  supplied  to  chemists  was  about  equal. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  But  we  have  invoices  here  to  show  that 
you  supplied  to  Parke's  Drug  Stores  (Limited)  in  one  year 
40  lbs.  of  the  methylated  liniment  and  only  4  lbs.  of  the 
rectified.  Is  that  not  a  fair  proportion  of  what  you  did 
sell? 

The  invoices  were  handed  in.  Witness  admitted  they  were 
from  his  firm  and  that  the  quantities  probably  had  been 
supplied,  but  said  that  was  not  the  proportion  in  which  the 
liniment  was  sold  to  chemists  generally.  Besides,  he  ex- 
plained, Parke's  Drug  Stores  in  some  cases  manufactured 
their  own  soap-liniment. 

Mr.  MacMorran  :  Can  you  tell  me  about  how  much  methy- 
lated liniment  you  sell  altogether  in  a  year  ? 

Mr.  Lorimer:  I  am  not  prepared  to  tell  that.  I  would 
rather  not  give  any  idea,  without  the  actual  figures. 

.Mr,,  D'Eyncourt  here  interposed,  and  the  question  was  not 
pushed.  Mr.  Lorimer  repeated  that  both  ihe  and  Mr. 
Murison  were  under  the  impression  that  the  B.  P.  liniment 
was,  being  supplied  for  '-soap-liniment"  in  all  Parke's 
branches. 

Mr.  MacMi  rran  :  And  yet  you  were  selling  them  so  large 
a  quantity  of  methylated  in  proportion  to  the  other.  What 
did  you  suppose  they  were  doing  with  it  1 

Mr.  Lorimer  :  I  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  retail  sales. 

Mr.  MacMorran :  But  you  were  a  director  of  the  company, 
and  your  partner  was  managing  director. 

Mr.  Lorimer  :  He  was  not  my  partner  then.  In  further 
cross-examination  he  admitted  that  he  found  the  money  to 
establish  the  company,  and  Mr.  Murison  was  paid  a  salary 
as  managing  director. 

The  Magistrate  wanted  to  know  what  this  was  leading  to, 
and  Mr.  MacMorran  explained  that  he  wished  to  show  the 
intimate  connection  between  Mr.  Murison  and  the  witness. 
He  was  prepared  to  show,  he  said,  that  that  gentleman,  who 
was  receiving  a  salary  as  managing  director  to  Parke's  Drug 
Stores  (Limited)  was  accounting  for  it  to  Lorimer  &  Co. 
(Limited).  This  course  of  examination  was  not  pursued, 
however,  and  the  questioning  was  carried  on  as  to  whether 
Boot's  were  not  one  of  the  principal  competitors  of  Parke's 
Drug  Stores.  In  reply  to  further  questions,  Mr.  Lorimer 
said  he  had  been  subpoenaed  to  appear  that  day,  and  did  so 
very  unwillingly. 

Mrs.  Herbert,  who  made  the  purchase  for  the  inspector, 
gave  evidence,  and  said  she  did  not  know  there  were  two 
kinds  of  soap-liniment. 

This  concluded  the  evidence,  and  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  said  all 
he  could  do  would  be  to  consider  the  evidence  tendered,  and 
give  his  decision  on  June  30. 

Tincture  op  Bark. 

At  the  Greenwich  Police  Court,  on  June  11,  Mr.  W.  L. 
Clarke,  chemist  and  druggist,  6  Perryvale,  Forest  Hill,  was 
summoned  at  the  instance  of  theLewisham  Borough  Council 
for  selling  simple  tincture  of  bark  deficient  in  alkaloids  to 
the  extent  of  at  least  15  percent.,  without  making  disclosure 
of  such  alteration  to  the  purchaser. 

Mr.  Poyser  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Kirby  defended; 

The  purchase  of  the  tincture  having  been  proved,  Mr. 
Knappett,  an  inspector,  said  Mr.  Clarke,  at  the  time  witness 
divided  the  sample,  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
top  of  the  bottle  was  unsealed.  Mr.  Kirby  cross-examined 
him  on  this  point,  with  a  view  to  showing  that  the  article 
might  have  been  tampered  with. 

Mr.  Kirby  objected  to  the  form  of  the  summons  on  tie 
ground  that  the  words  "  to  the  prejudice  cf  the  purchaser  :) 
were  not  in  it. 


The  Magistrate  (Mr.  Eupert  Kettle)  said  the  summons 
could  be  amended. 

Mr.  Kirby  thought  not,  and  argued  that  Section  9  of  the  Act 
does  not  apply  to  drugs,  but  only  to  food.  The  summons 
contained  the  word  l;  alteration  "  which  is  in  Section  9,  and 
is  not  in  Section  6. 

Mr.  Poyser  submitted  that  the  summons  was  taken  out 
under  Section  6  and  was  quite  in  order. 

The  Magistrate  overruled  Mr.  Kirby's  objection,  where- 
upon Mr.  Kirby  asked  him  to  make  a  note  of  it  on  the 
grounds,  first,  that  the  summons  was  under  Section  9;  second, 
that  if  the  summons  was  under  Section  6  it  did  not  contain 
the  words  " to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser";  third,  that 
the  article  was  not  asked  for  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
name ;  and,  fourth,  that  it  had  not  been  proved  that  there 
had  been  an  alteration. 

Mr.  Poyser  said  the  Magistrate  had  to  decide  on  a  ques- 
tion of  fact  that  the  tincture  was  sold  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  purchaser.    He  submitted  that  he  had  done  this. 

The  Magistrate  after  looking  through  several  cases,  said 
that  the  summons  was  bad,  as  the  words  "  prejudice  of  the 
purchaser  "  were  omitted. 

Mr.  Poyser  asked  for  a  case,  as  did  also  Mr.  Kirby,  on  the 
points  he  had  raised. 

The  Magistrate  said  that  he  should  only  grant  a  case  on 
the  incompleteness  of  the  summons,  which  he  dismissed. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Ballikinrain  Ant-destroyer. 

Sheriff  Davidson,  Glasgow,  sat  for  several  hours  in  the 
Sheriff  Court  there  on  Wednesday,  June  10,  hearing  proof  in 
the  prosecution,  at  the  instance  of  the  Registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  against  Alexander  Cross  &  Sons 
(Limited),  seedsmen  and  chemical  manufacturers,  Glasgow, 
for  an  offence  against  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act,  in  selling 
Ballikinrain  ant-destroyer,  which  was  alleged  to  contain 
poison  sufficient  to  kill  200  persons.  Mr.  Morison,  S.S.C., 
Edinburgh,  prosecuted  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
the  defence  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Campbell,  of  Borland, 
King  &  Shaw,  writers,  Glasgow. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Hill,  Assistant-Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  was  the  first  witness.  He  deposed  that  on  Feb- 
ruary 6,  acting  on  instructions,  he  went  with  D.  M.  Gordon 
to  Glasgow,  whom  he  sent  into  defendants'  shop  to  buy  the 
ant-killer.  He  and  a  lad  named  Mackintosh  saw  Gordon  get 
the  article,  and  when  Gordon  came  out  witness  examined  the 
package  and  its  contents.  The  bottle  did  not  bear  the  name 
or  address  of  the  vendor.  He  did  not  see  the  seller  or  the 
agent  for  the  seller  make  any  entry  of  the  sale  in  a  book 
kept  for  the  purpose.  So  far  as  he  could  see,  every 
essential  provision  of  Section  17  of  the  Act  had  been  dis- 
regarded. Witness  afterwards  handed  the  package  to  Mr. 
Falconer  King,  City  Analyst,  Edinburgh,  for  analysis,  in  colla- 
boration with  Dr.  Littlejohn. 

Replying  to  questions  by  Mr.  Morison,  witness  said  the 
cost  of  the  3s.  6i.  bottle  would  be  7d.,  including  the  bottle. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Campbell :  Were  you  instructed  to 
go  to  Glasgow  and  endeavour  to  obtain  this  poison  for  a 
complaint  against  Alexander  Cross  &  Sons  ?—  Witness  :  I  was 
instructed  by  the  Registrar  to  investigate  a  complaint. 

Mr.  Campbell :  Who  made  the  complaint  you  were 
instructed  to  investigate  ? 

Mr.  Morison  objected.  His  friend,  he  said,  had  no  busi- 
ness to  ask  who  gave  the  complaint,  and  he  certainly  would 
instruct  witness  not  to  answer  the  question.  Such  a  question 
had  been  ruled  incompetent  in  every  court  in  which  he  had 
appeared. 

Mr.  Campbell :  He  made  a  statement  that  he  went  to 
Glasgow  to  investigate  a  complaint  made  to  the  Society. 
I  ask  him  what  was  the  complaint  he  was  sent  to  investigate  '.' 

Mr.  Morison  :  Oh  !  that  is  a  different  matter. 

Witness  answered  that  it  was  alleged  that  the  offence  for 
which  this  firm  had  been  prosecuted  in  1895  was  being 
continued. 

Mr.  Campbell:  But  you  were  unsuccessful  on  that  occasion. 
Witness  :  The  Sheriff  accepted  the  argument  that  we  had 
no  title. 

Mr.  Campbell:  Had  you  ether  ,com  plaints  between  1895 
and  February  6,  1903. 
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Witness:  There  were  rumours  at  various  times  that  the 
offence  was  still  being  continued,  and  I  was  sant  through  to 
make  a  purchase  with  a  view  1o  a  conviction. 

Replying  to  further  questions,  the  witness  said  the 
purchase  was  made  in  the  ordinary  manner.  He  denied 
that  he  told  Gordon  to  pose  as  a  person  who  required 
gardeners'  requisites,  but  he  purchased  a  gardener's  knife 
and  a  tin  of  insecticide  as  well  as  the  ant-killer.  Witness 
believed  the  article  contained  lg  oz.  of  white  arsenic,  some 
brown  sugar,  and  water. 

Mr.  Campbell :  Are  you  aware,  sir,  it  is  a  patent,  the 
composition  of  which  is  unknown  to  anybody  except  the 
makers  ? 

Witness  :  I  understand  it  was  originated  by  the  gardener 
of  Ballikinrain,  and  that  the  Messrs.  Cross  purchased  the 
formula  from  him. 

Mr.  Campbell :  Do  you  know  what  they  paid  for  it  1 

Witness  :  No,  I  don't. 

Mr.  Campbell :  So  that  you  do  noi  know  what  the  profit 
is? 

Witness  :  I  am  founding  my  opinion  on  the  analysis  of 
many  samples  of  it. 

Mr.  Campbell :  Have  you  any  objection  to  the  cost  of  the 
ingredients  ? 

Witness :  It  strikes  me  that  the  retail  price  is  very 
high. 

Continuing,  witness  denied  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  interested  in  prices,  although  chemists  and  drug- 
gists are,  because  Mr.  Alexr.  Cross,  M.P.,  had  said  that  they 
are  very  extortionate  in  their  charges,  and  they  are  strangling 
the  commercial  and  agricultural  interest  throughout  the 
country.    This  he  quoted  from  a  Government  document. 

Mr.  Morison  submitted  that  this  line  of  evidence  was 
totally  irrelevant,  but  his  Lordship  overruled  the  objection. 

Mr.  Campbell  continued  his  questions,  and  a?ked  witness 
if  he  knew  the  meaning  of  the  word  "pharmacy." 

Witness  replied  laughingly  that  it  is  a  very  comprehensive 
word,  meaning  the  collecting  and  retailing  of  medicines,  and 
the  dispensing  of  medicines  under  physicians'  prescriptions. 

Mr.  Campbell :  Had  your  interest  entirely  to  do  with  the 
dispensing  of  medicines  1 

Witness  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Campbell :  And  it  was  in  connection  solely  with  the 
dispensing  of  medicines  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
founded  this  charge  ? 

Witness  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  Campbell:  Wholly  in  connection  with  the  dispensing 
of  medicines  ? 

Witness  :  That  is  so. 

Re-examined  :  Witness  stated  that  he  had  analysed  quite 
a  number  of  samples  of  Ballikinrain  ant-destroyer. 

Mr.  Campbell  objected  to  witness  saying  what  he  had 
found  as  a  result  of  an  analysis  of  these  samples,  but  his 
Lordthip  did  not  sustain  the  objection. 

Mr.  Hill  stated  that  the  sample  contained  400  gr.  of  white 
arsenic  and  a  considei able  quantity  of  what  appeared  to  be 
brown  sugar  and  water.    It  was  only  sweetening  matter. 

Donald  Matheson  Gordon,  Glasgow,  proved  the  purchase, 
and  was  cross-examined  at  some  length  by  Mr.  Campbell, 
with  the  view  of  showing  that  Mr.  Hill's  instructions  to  him 
were  intended  as  a  trap  for  the  defendants  to  sell  him  the 
ant-killer.  He  could  not  tell  which  of  the  three  articles  he 
bought  first. 

Evidence  was  also  given  by  William  Forgie,  Edinburgh, 
and  Alexander  Macintosh,  Glasgow,  in  regard  to  the  purchase. 
Mr.  Campbell  cross-examined  Macintosh  in  order  to  ascertain 
who  gave  the  information,  and  Mr.  Morison  objected,  but  the 
Sheriff  thought  the  question  must  be  answered.  It  was  only 
proper  that  when  evidence  was  brought  forward  by  the 
prosecution  it  should  be  sifted,  and  that  it  should  be 
revealed  how  it  came  about. 

Witness  stated  that  he  is  a  friend  of  Mr.  Hill's,  and  he  did 
not  know  why  the  purchase  was  made,  or  the  reasons  for 
buying  two  other  articles  at  the  same  time. 

Mr.  J.  Falconer  King,  F.I.C.,  Edinburgh,  deposed  to 
analysing  the  contents  of  the  bottle  of  ant-killer  along  with 
Dr.  Littlejohn.  They  discovered  in  the  bottle  511  gr.  or 
thereby  of  arsenic.  It  also  contained  sugar,  but  he  did  not 
concern  himself  much  about  that.  The  arsenic  was  partly 
dissolved.  It  was  in  the  form  of  crystallised  powder.  He 
also  examined  it  microscopically.    It  was  a  very  powerful 


poison.  The  bulk  of  the  arsenic  was  present  as  a  sediment 
in  the  bottle.  It  could  be  easily  separated;  indeed,  it 
separated  itself.  Any  person  wishing  arsenic  for  an  im- 
proper purpose  could  very  easily  get  it  from  this  bottle. 
The  contents  of  the  bottle  tasted  like  sugared  water.  If 
used  on  a  greenhouse  it  would  be  fraught  with  very  great 
risks.  He  considered  it  a  very  unsafe  way  of  dispensing  or 
selling  arsenic.  Mr.  Morison  was  proceeding  to  ask  witness 
about  the  danger  of  smearing  greenhouses  with  the  stuff 
when  Mr.  Campbell  objected,  but 

The  Sheriff  held  that  anything  which  tended  to  show 
whether  or  not  this  was  a  poison  was  admissible.' 

Witness  then  stated  that  on  exposing  a  layer  of  the  stuff 
it  dried.  The  coating  of  arsenic  would  be  blown  about, 
and  would  lodge  on  fruit  or  vegetables.  This,  he  considered 
very  dangerous,  and  the  public  interest  requires  that  such 
articles  [should  be  handled  by  people  who  possess  some 
knowledge  of  the  constituents  of  the  poison. 

In  cross-examination  witness  declined  to  say  how  such 
articles  should  be  handled,  and  stated  that  he  had  never 
heard  of  the  ant-killer  until  he  was  asked  to  analyse  it. 

Dr.  Littlejohn  corroborated  Mr.  King's  evidence  with 
regard  to  the  analysis,  and  said  it  was  a  most  dangerous 
method  of  dispensing.  He  had  read  the  instructions  on  the 
label,  and  he  thought  there  was  a  very  great  risk  attending 
the  use  of  this  poison  for  smearing  a  greenhouse.  There  was 
sufficient  arsenic  in  the  bottle  produced  to  kill  200  people. 

This  concluded  the  evidence. 

Mr.  Campbell  intimated  that  he  did  not  propose  leading 
any  evidence  for  the  defence. 

Mr.  Morison  then  addressed  the  Court. 

Mr.  Campbell  followed,  contending  that  the  Act  did  not 
strike  at  such  people  as  Alexander  Cross  k.  Sons,  who  did 
not  keep  an  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons  like  a  chemist 
and  druggist,  and  who  had  no  interest  to  sue  for  a  penalty  in 
this  case.  The  only  interest  he  could  conceive  the  Society 
had  was  to  conserve  privileges  which  it  was  afraid  of  losing. 
He  did  not  think  the  entrapping  conduct  of  the  Society 
should  be  countenanced,  and  he  confidently  asked  the  Court 
to  find  the  charge  not  proven. 

His  Lordship  said  he  desired  some  little  time  to  consider 
the  points  raised,  and  would  give  his  judgment  on  Saturday. 

City  and  County  Court  Cases. 

Starting  an  Optical  Agency. 
Iisr  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  June  5,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by  Messrs.  \V. 
Ellis  &  Co.,  opticians,  45  Finsbury  Pavement,  EC,  to 
recover  the  sum  of  13/.  8.?.  6i.  for  optical  goods  supplied  to 
Mr.  H.  Tandy,  High  Street,  Saltley,  Birmingham.  Mr. 
Valetta,  plaintiffs'  counsel,  said  the  defendant  gave  an  order 
for  spectacles  and  other  optical  goods  to  be  supplied  to  him.; 
The  goods  were  delivered,  and  the  terms  upon  which  they 
were  supplied  were  that  the  defendant  was  to  have  5  per 
cent,  discount  for  cash,  or  else  he  was  to  give  an  acceptance 
for  three  months.  The  cash  discount  had  not  been  taken, 
and  the  defendant  was  asked  to  send  a  three-months' 
acceptance,  which  he  refused  to  do.  Therefore  he  was  now 
sued  for  the  price  of  the  goods.  Mr.  T.  H.  Aldous,  for  the 
defendant,  said  it  was  agreed  at  the  time  the  order  was 
given,  that  the  defendant  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  return  the 
goods  within  twelve  months,  and  he  was  only  to  Le  called 
upon  to  pay  for  those  sold.  The  terms  statecl  on  the  order 
were  5  per  cent,  cash,  or  three  months'  acceptance.  If  an 
acceptance  was  not  given,  the  plaintiffs  were  only  entitled 
to  damages  for  the  defendant  not  giving  an  acceptance. 
The  plaintiffs  were  also  premature  in  bringing  their  action, 
as  the  credit  of  three  months  would  not  expire  until  July  4. 
The  defendant  was  called,  and  explained  how  the  traveller 
induced  him  to  buy.  At  the  end  of  the  order  which 
he  signed,  it  was  stated  "At  the  expiration  of  twelve 
months,  should  you  wish  to  relinquish  the  spectacle-trade 
we  will  allow  for  glasses  returned."  Judge  Lumley 
Smith  said  he  could  not  admit  parole  evidence  to  vary  a 
written  contract.  The  defendant  wanted  something  to  be 
added  to  the  written  document.  No  doubt  the  defendant 
had  trusted  to  something  which  the  law  did  not  give  effect 
to.  There  was  really  no"  defence  to  the  action.  Judgment 
must  be  given  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the  amount  claimed,  witty 
costs. 
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A  Directory  Transaction. 

At  the  Bloomsbury  County  Court  on  Wednesday,  June  10, 
Mr.  James  Roache,  38  New  Oxford  Street,  W.,  sued  Messrs. 
Pickford  &  Co.,  chemists,  of  46  Gray's  Inn  Road,  W.C.,  for 
Kb.  6d.  for  a  chemists'  and  druggists'  directory.  Plaintiff's 
clerk  proved  the  delivery  of  the  directory,  and  said 
defendants  had  been  applied  to  for  payment  three  times.  He 
had  himself  seen  the  directory  on  the  defendants'  premises. 
Defendants  examined  witness,  and  said  they  knew  nothing  of 
the  transaction,  but  Judge  Bacon  pointed  out  to  them  that 
the  directory  was  ordered  on  defendants'  headed  paper,  and 
by  a  person  who  signed  "  Pickford."  He  accordingly  gave 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff. 

Co-operative  Competition. 
The  arguments  in  the  case  of  the  Sales  Company  (Limited), 
of  London,  against  the  Northern  Co-operative  Company,  of 
Aberdeen  (see  C.  %  D.,  May  30,  page  860),  were  heard 
before  Sheriff  Reid  in  the  Aberdeen  Sheriff  Court  on  June  8. 
The  actioa  is  for  12?.,  being  the  restricted  amount  of  damages 
alleged  to  have  been  sustaiced  by  the  plaintiffs  in  conse- 
quence of  a  breach  of  the  agreement  entered  into  between 
the  plaintiff  and  defendant  companies,  in  that  the  defendants 
sold  Fels-Naptha  soap  at  2\d.  per  cake — the  minimum  price 
at  which  they  undertook  to  retail — but  over  and  above  that 
they  handed  a  check  to  each  of  the  customers  purchasing 
the  soap  entitling  the  latter  to  a  bonus  or  allowance  out  of 
the  defendants'  profits. 

After  hearing  the  evidence  (which  we  hold  over)  the 
Sheriff  said  such  an  important  point  should  not  have 
been  brought  into  the  Small-debt  Court,  and  he  ultimately 
intimated  that  he  would  consider  the  question  of  the  rele- 
vancy of  the  action  raised  by  the  defendants.

It  shows  at  a  glance  the 
size  of  the  film  required  for  all  the  roll-film  hand-cameras 
at  present  on  the  market,  and  aims  at  simplifying  ordering. 
The  width  measurement  of  film  given  in  the  first  column  of 
the  chart  has  now  been  adopted  by  most  of  the  leading 
makers  as  the  best  method  of  describing  films  when  order- 
ing, and  in  the  case  of  the  three  2^-inch  spools,  the  letters 
A,  B,  and  C  have  been  added  to  distinguish  them  from  one 
another.  The  widths  given  in  the  first  column  are  \\  inch, 
\\  inch,  2\  inch  A,  2\  inch  B,  2|  inch  C,  2|  inch,  3^  inch, 
3|  inch,  4  inch,  4J  inch,  5  inch,  and  7  inch.  Widths  of 
roll-holder  spools  are  also  specified. 

P.O.P.  in  Pocket-cases. — Messrs.  W.  Butcher  &  Sons, 
Camera  House,  St.  Bride  Street,  E.C,  true  to  their  pharma- 
ceutical training,  have  hit  on  an  improvement  in  the  method 
of  packing  photographic  papers  which  is  both  handy 
and  novel.  The  idea  is  to  enclose  each  packet  of  Primus 
P.O.P.  or  Primus  gaslight  paper  in  a  cardboard  pocket-case 
which,  when  it  has  served  its  primary  purpose  of  storage, 
can  be  put  to  other  uses.  For  storing  toned  or  untoned 
prints  the  pocket- case  is  very  handy.  The  directions  for 
working  the  papers  are  printed  on  the  inner  flap,  and  are 
thus  useful  for  reference.  The  packets,  which  sell  at  Qd. 
and  Is.,  contain  the  usual  quantity  of  P.O.P.,  so  that  the 
photographer  has  not  to  pay  anything  extra  for  the  enhanced 
convenience  of  the  packing. 

Apollinaris  Water. — The  Times,  in  referring  to  the 
recent  appeals  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  regarding 
"  Apollinaris  Natural  Mineral  Water,"  says  :  "  The  Courts  have 
been  strict  in  applying  this  statute.  They  have  refused  tc- 
temper  it  by  what  has  been  called  '  the  doctrine  of 
equivalents  ' ;  they  have  declined  to  say  that  a  purchaser  has  no 
ground  of  complaint  if  he  gets  as  good  an  article  as  that 
which  he  ordered,  even  if  it  is  different.  They  will  not,  for 
example,  absolve  those  who  sell  as  '  hand-made  '  cigarettes 
which  are  machine-made,  even  though  the  quality  be  not 
disputed.  But  the  Court  could  not  deal  so  with  processes 
which  preserved  the  water  as  nearly  as  possible  in  its  natural 
condition.  It  speaks  well,  on  the  whole,  for  the  morals  o5 
trade  that  the  working  of  the  Act  has  brought  to  light  com- 
paratively few  serious  malpractices,  and  that  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  complaints  have  been  as  to  conduct  which,  if 
technically  within  the  statute,  was  not  discreditable.''

The  Influenza-pastilles  Case, 

and  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue's  deduction  from  it,  demand  the  most  serious  con- 
sideration of  chemists.  The  gain  in  the  ammoniated-tincture- 
of-quinine  case  is  far  more  than  balanced  by  the  potential 
ioss  in  this  one.  We  could  manage  to  sell  our  paregoric  and 
sal  volatile,  as  we  always  have  doDe,  without  giving  the 
public  any  information  on  our  labels  ;  but  it  is  going  to^be 
a  very  awkward  matter  for  both  chemists  and  public  if  we 
can  never  sell  a  pennyworth  of  antibilious  pills,  cough- 
iozenges,  or  toothache-essence  without  a  l%d.  stamp,  or  the 
■risk  of  a  101.  penalty.  Previous  to  the|  Sanguinetti  judg- 
ment, the  Board  "recognised  the  necessity"  of  allowing 
designations  which  should  distinguifh  one  medicine  from 
another.  Now  they  have  got  it  settled  that  a  label  bearing 
■the  word  influenza,  and,  similarly,  one  bearing  the  word 
•cough,  antibilious,  or  toothache,  is  a  holding  out  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act.  They,  therefore,  no  longer  "recognise 
the  necessity,"  but  "  feel  that  they  have  no  alternative  but 
to  hold  that  liability  to  duty  is  incurred."    That  is 

A  Careful  Form  of  Expression. 

It  does  not  say  that  the 
Board  intend  to  enforce  the  claim  which  the  law  has  given 
them.  It  will  be  a  bad  day  for  their  Act  when  they  attempt 
this.  Thanks  largely  to  the  very  languid  attempt  of  Mr. 
Asquith  on  the  chemists'  side,  their  legal  power  is  estab- 
lished. But  they,  and  they  alone,  can  make  their  claim 
operative  ;  which  is  another  way  of  saying  that  they  are  en- 
trusted with  a  discretionary  power  in  the  administration  of 
the  Acts.  In  their  present  undecided  condition  it  seems 
highly  desirable  that  the  case  for  a  reasonable  exercise  of 
their  powers  should  be  submitted  to, them  by  an  influential 
and  representative  deputation.  The  position  stands  thus  : 
to  claim  lfi^duty  on  Id.  worth  of  antibilious  pills  would  be 
too  ridiculous;  at  the  same  time,  it  would  be  an  impossible 
policy  to  charge  the  duty  on  shillingsworths,  and  let  smaller 
■quantities  go  duty  free.  Well,  then,  say  the  Board,  you  have 
your  alternative.  Publish  your  formula  on  the  label,  or  con- 
fine yourselves  to  B.P.  pills,  and  you  (chemists)  will  not  come 
within  the  charge.  What  do  we  and  the  public  say  to  that 
'limitation  ?  Let  it  be  perfectly  realised.  If  enforced  it  will 
•destroy  the  trade  in  thousands  of  prepared  medicines  sold 
by  the  pennyworth,  hitherto  recognised  ;as  a  necessity,  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  whole  trade  and  to  the;  still  greater 
injury  of  the  public. 

Mr.  Atkins 

is  the  twenty-second  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  sixty-two  years.  His  predecessors]  have 
averaged  nearly  three  years'  service  each,  so  that  Mr. 
Newsholme's  term  has  been  of  just  average  length.  Of  the 
twenty-one  past  Presidents,  three  have  been  of  the  wholesale 
persuasion,  one  was  a  City  chemist,  one  a  South  Londoner, 
•one  came  from  Sheffield,  and  the  other  fifteen  were  West- 
•end  men.  Until  Mr.  Newsholme  smashed  the  tradition  the 
West-end  dynasty  had  practically  ruled  the  Society  from  its 
foundation,  for  the  few  exceptions  indicated  almost  belonged 
to  the  family,  and  were  only  accidentally  separated  from  it 
by  locality.  Most  gallantly  has  Mr.  Newsholme  proved 
■that  a  provincial  President  is  not  only  possible  but  practi- 
cable. He  has  performed  the  minute  details  of  his  office  as 
well  as  he  has  fulfilled  the  more  showy  public  appearances, 
.and  by  activity  he  has  simply  annihilated  the  200  miles 
■which  have  yawned  between  his  residence  and  Bloorasbury 


Square.  But  not  many  provincial  pharmacists,  fit  for  the 
office,  will  be  disposed,  I  should  think,  to  follow  his  example. 
The  glory  can  hardly  be  worth  the  sacrifice. 

The  New  President 

has  many  gifts  which  eminently  qualify 
him  for  the  chain  and  the  chair.  His  rhetoric  can  always  be 
relied  upon.  Better  perhaps  than  mere  eloquence,  too, 
are  the  logic  and  open-mindedness  which  have  always 
characterised  him.  I  know  no  one  more  patient  in  debate 
or  fairer  to  antagonists.  Above  all  may  be  reckoned  his 
keen  sympathy  with  all  classes  of  his  fellow  pharmacists. 
Naturally  these  qualities  suggest  their  compensating  defects. 
There  is  a  possibility  of  being  over-scrupulous,  a  danger  of 
being  too  amiable.  There  are  anticipations  of  contests  with 
King,  Lords,  and  Commons,  the  Privy  Council,  Somerset 
House,  and  the  General  Medical  Council  being  thrown  in. 
A  rough  side  of  the  Presidential  tongue  may  be  wanted,  and 
there  are  people  who  suggest  that  Mr.  Atkins  has  made  so 
little  use  of  that  part  of  his  well-ruled  member  that  the 
edge  is  no  longer  sharp.  In  might  be  filed  by  occasional 
practice  on  his  colleagues. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Service  of  the  Army 

is  hardly  satis- 
factory, and  the  Dispensing  Committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  should  certainly  consider  whether  any 
representations  affecting  it  can  be  made  to  the  War  Office. 
So  far  as  I  know,  the  regulations  do  not  require  that  any 
duly  qualified  pharmacist  shall  be  employed  in  any  capacity 
in  the  Army.  Suitable  men  are  taken  from  the  ranks  and 
taught  their  duties  as  compounders,  clerks,  cooks,  and 
attendants.  These  form  the  Army  Hospital  Corps.  In  time 
of  peace  this  corps  consists  of  about  1,400  men,  including 
about  twenty  with  the  rank  of  officers,  and  about  250  non- 
commissioned officers.  Over  them  is  the  Medical  Staff, 
consisting  of  about  1,100  fully  qualified  surgeons.  These 
rank  from  lieutenants  upwards  and  get  from  10.*.  to  21.  a 
day.  The  system  is  said  to  work  pretty  well  in  ordinary 
times,  but  it  certainly  left  much  to  be  desired  when  serious 
war  occurred.  When  the  War  Office  suddenly  called  for 
compounders,  a  handsome  response  was  given.  The  young 
fellows  who  went  out  certainly  did  not  seize  the  oppor- 
tunity merely  from  mercenary  motives.  They  got  3s.  6d. 
a  day  only,  but  that  was  the  bargain  they  had  agreed  to, 
and  they  did  not  complain  of  that.  What  especially  sur- 
prised many  of  them — perhaps  it  should  not  have  done — 
was  to  find  that  they  ranked  exactly  with  Tommy  Atkins ; 
they  messed  with  him,  slept  with  him,  and,  like  him,  were 
subject  to  the  orders  of  corporals  and  sergeants.  I  hope  a 
new  generation,  and  many  of  them,  will  have  grown  up 
before  a  new  emergency  occurs,  and  then  present  grievances 
will  have  been  forgotten  ;  but  I  fancy  that  in  the  event  of 
another  early  call,  the  War  Office  would  not  get  many  of  the 
compounders  who  served  in  the  South  African  war  to 
volunteer  again. 

The  Census  Returns, 

from  which  I  quoted  last  week,  gave  a 
few  other  interesting  statistics  concerning  chemists  and 
druggists  in  addition  to  those  which  I  then  extracted.  One 
table  shows  the  previous  occupations  of  the  pauper  inmates 
of  workhouses  in  England  and  Wales.  Of  these  there  were 
117  males  and  1  female  who  had  been  chemists  and  drug- 
gists. Another  table,  which  professes  to  classify  persons 
described  as  "pensioners  or  retired,"  states  that  of  1383 
chemists  and  druggists  comprised  under  that  description,  57 
were  in  workhouses  and  122  (of  whom  only  one  was  a 
female)  in  lunatic  asylums.  I  do  not  know  how  the  work- 
house figures  in  the  two  tables  can  be  reconciled.  There 
were  four  blind  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  country. 
Another  curious  enumeration  is  that  of  persons  born  abroad. 
There  were  210  male  and  6  female  chemists  and  druggists  in 
this  category.  Russia  furnished  15  (1  female),  Poland  7, 
Sweden  4,  Norway  1,  Denmark  4,  Holland  3,  Belgium  3, 
France  19  (2  females),  Germany  90,  Austria  11,  Hur  gary  2, 
Switzerland  7,  Italv  5,  Greece  1,  Servia  2,  Turkey  1,  Asia  1, 
United  States  37  (3  females),  and  other  parts  of  America  3. 
The  German  contingent  in  this  list  is  strikirg.

JBbttodal  Comments* 

Naming  Remedies. 

11. 

The  voluminous  correspondence  which  we  have  received  this 
week  respecting  the  announcement  made  in  our  last  issue  as 
to  the  liability  of  such  titles  as  "cough-mixture"  indicates 
that  retail  chemists  are  alive  to  the  importance  of  ■  the 
information.  From  the  correspondence  we  select  a  few 
statements  which  deserve  comment  in  a  handy  form  for 
refe:eice : 

The  matter  is  an  altered  rule  of  the  Inland  Mevcnve 
Depart m  int. 

It  is  not  so.  As  we  stated  last  week,  the  decision  in  the 
Sanguinetti  case  was  partly  on  the  legality  of  the  use  of 
titles  like  "  influenza  pastilles  "  without  stamp-duty.  The 
Court  has  declared  such  titles  to  involve  liability,  and  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  no  alternative  but  to  abandon 
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their  previous  concession  and  enforce  the  duty.  In  con- 
sideration of  the  ruling  in  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones  they, 
however,  declare  that  chemists  may  use  such  titles  for  non- 
secret  remedies. 

It  is  hard  upon  a  chemist  that  he  should  devise  a  formula 
of  his  own  for,  say,  a  cough-mixture.,  andjwt  call  it  "  cough- 
mixture  "  without  stamping  it,  or  giving  away  the  formula. 

In  that  case  the  preparation  is  a  secret  remedy,  and  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  no  right  to  permit  it  to  be 
sold  free  of  duty. 

Many  chemists  and  druggists  supply  small  shopkeepers  with 
cough-mixtures,  antibilious  pills,  headache-powders,  ,fc,  for 
retail.  It  is  hard  on  the  chemists  not  to  be  permitted  to  use 
vp  the  stock  of  labels  they  hare. 

We  do  not  suppose  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  will  sue 
for  penalties  too  quickly ;  they  will  doubtless  give  time  to 
use  up  stacks  of  labels.  Chemists  individually  may  ask  per- 
mission. In  the  meantime  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion is  askirg  a  general  ruling  on  the  point. 

What  will  be  the  position  of  the  small  shopikeeper  ? 

He  cannot  sell  stamped  remedies  without  a  licence,  and 
if  he  is  not;  a  chemist  he  cannot  sell  unstamped  non- 
secret  remedies  named  after  the  ailments  they  are  intended 
to  cure.  In  other  words,  the  decision  is  a  check  upon  the  • 
sale  of  unstamped  remedies  for  ailments  by  others  than  the 
persons  named  in  the  Acts.  It  restores  to  the,, full  the 
original  intention  of  Parliament  that  apothecaries,  surgeons, 
chemists,  and  druggists  only  should  not  be  affected  by  the 
taxation.  We  do  not  consider  that  it  is  a  disadvantage  to 
the  public  that  they  should  be  required  to  get  their  remedies 
from  persons  qualified  to  sell  them,  and  if  people  want  to 
buy  remedies  from  others  they  must  pay  the  stamp-duty 
and  the  sellers  the  licence-duty.  This  is  the  law,  and  the 
sooner  it  is  appreciated  the  better. 

If  chemists  send  to  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  their  formulas  for  medicinal  remedies,  and  they 
are  published  by  the  "  (J.  4"  D  "  #  suffice  to  say  on  the 
labels,  "Prepared  according  to  [So  and  So]  "  ? 

Yes,  under  certain  conditions ;  and  if  our  subscribers 
respond  to  this  suggestion  we  shall  take  care  that  in 
publishing  any  formula  the  source  shall  not  be  mentioned. 
Meanwhile  we  may  state  that  most  of  the  formula?  in  the 
galenical-preparation  section  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  " 
are  of  preparations  which  came  within  the  exemption  to  the 
1812  Act,  and  ifc  will  suffice  to  state  on  the  label,  "  Prepared 
according  to  '  Pharmaceutical  Formulas.'  "  This  indicates 
that  the  preparation  is  non-proprietary  and  non-secret, 
therefore  within  the  ruling  given  in  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones. 

Must  the  working  formula  of  a  preparation  be  gioen  on  the 
label? 

We  do  not  think  so.  In  their  letter  the  Board  say  the 
composition  of  the  article  should  be  fully  disclosed  on  the 
label.  We  believe  the  label  for  compound  syrup  of  hypo- 
phosphites  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1903, 
page  527,  is  a  typical  example  of  full  disclosure. 

How  will  the  ruling  affect  the  sale  of  tuck  articles  as  Fen- 
ning's  powders  in  single  powders  from  a  stamped  packet  ? 

Not  at  all.    The  old  conditions  continue. 

I  put  vp  a  cough-pastille,  which  is  labelled  "Cough  Pas- 
tilles {voice  and  throat).  /Soothing  and  demulcent.  Invalu- 
able to  singers  and  public  tpeakers."  I  infer  from  your 
article  that  this  mill  hare  to  be  stamped,  but  the  boxes  I  sell 
are  insignificant  to  the  ounces  sold  loose.  If  I  "  hold  out" 
these  as  above,  am  I  to  put  a  stamp  on  every  ounce  sold  ? 

If  the  pastilles  are  put  up  in  a  paper  twisted,  this  does 
not  constitute  a  package  within  the  meaning  of  the  law, 
therefore  it  is  non-dutiable.  If  otherwise  put  up,  they  must 
be  stamped.    See  our  Diary,  pages  523  and  53 1. 


We  may  further  illustrate  the  effect  of  the  Board's 
decision  by  a  series  of  titles  selected  from  labels  which  have 
been  submitted  to  us  since  our  last  issue.  The  following  are 
titles  which  involve  liability  to  duty  if  used  on  preparations 
sold  by  any  person  not  a  duly  qualified  chemist  or  druggist* 
whether  the  preparation  is  secret  or  non-secret ;  but  if  the 
composition  of  the  article  is  fully  disclosed  in  the  label,  or  if 
the  article  is  prepared  according  to  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia or  any  other  well-known  book  of  reference  {e.g., 
''Pharmaceutical  Formulas"),  and  the  fact  is  stated  in  the 
label,  it  may  be  sold  unstamped  by  a  duly  qualified  chemist 
or  druggist : 

Children's  Cough-mixture. 
Indigestion  and  Liver  Mixture. 
Neuralgia-mixture. 
Cough-syrup  (Children). 
Neuralgia,  Headache,  and  Tie  Powders. 
Toothache-essence. 
Neuralgia-pills. 
Children's  Diarrhoea-mixture. 
Head  and  Liver  Pills. 
Toothache- tincture. 
Gout  and  Rheumatic  Mixture. 
Compound  Honey  Cough-mixture. 
Corn  and  Wart  Liquid. 
Influenza-mixture. 
Blood-purifier. 
Headache  and  Tic  Powders. 
(But  not  liable  if  an  entire  drug.) 
Worm-powders. 
Eczsma-cream. 
Fever-mixture  (Children). 

Earaehe-drops. 
Backache  and  Kidney  Pills. 
Ringworm-paint. 
Blood-purifying  Pills. 
Adult  Cough-mixture. 
Cough  and  Bronchitis  Mixture. 
Indigestion  and  Stomach  Mixture. 
Liver  and  Kidney  Tonic. 
Cold  and  Influenza.  Mixture. 

Cough-drops. 
Neuralgic  and  Tie  Mixture. 
Bronchial  and  Cold  Mixture. 

There  is  some  repetition  in  the  foregoing,  so  far  as  varia- 
tion in  qualifying  words  or  the  arrangement  is  concerned, 
but  they  are  all  labels  sent  by  correspondents,  who  wilJ 
please  regard  this  as  a  reply  to  their  requests.  It  is  also 
useful  to  mention  some  titles  which  by  themselves  do  not 
create  liability  to  duty.  In  this  category  we  place  the 
following  : 

Digestive  and  Tonic  Mixture. 
Parrish's  Chemical  Food,  or  Syrup  of  the  Phosphates 
of  Iron,  Lime,  Soda,  &c. 
Quinine-and-iron  Tonic. 
Universal  Household  Embrocation. 
Cod-liver-oil  Emulsion,  combined  with  the 
Hypophosphites  of  Lime  and  Soda. 
Sulphur  Skin-lotion. 
Sanitary  Hair-lotion,  for  Cleansing  Chilirsn's  Heads.  - 
Compound  Pine  Pastilles. 
Tonic  Pills. 

Some  titles  are  on  the  doubtful  line,  such  as : 

Soothing  Syrup. 

Liver-pills. 
Little  Liver-pills. 
Chillie  Paste. 
Cascara,  Pepsine,  and  Bismuth  Liver-mixture. 
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Diarrhoea  or  Bowel-complaint  Mixture. 

N.B. — The  following  observations  from  the  Government  Board 
-of  Health  demand  the  most  serious  attention  from  every  person. 

This  is  a  quotation  from  a  label  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue.  We  consider  that  the  formula  should  now 
be  mentioned — e.g  ,  "  Prepared  according  to  the  formula 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  whose  observations  de- 
mand," &c. 

We  hope  to  return  to  this  subject  again,  as  other  points 
•are  under  consideration  which  cannot  be  cleared  up  in  time 
<for  this  issue.  In  his  paragraph  beginning  "  A  careful  form 
•of  expression,"  "  Xrayser  "  suggests  that  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  dare  not  enforce  the  new  deduction  too  stringently. 
With  that  and  his  argument  generally  we  cordially  agree, 
and  it  was  in  the  hope  of  averting  a  real  calamity  as  regards 
what  is  known  as  "the  penny  trade"  that  we  tried  to  show 
the  Board  "  a  way  out."  We  may,  however,  point  out  that 
the  Board's  discretionary  power  in  this  matter  was  destroyed 
by  the  decision  in  the  Sanguinetti  case,  and  there  is  no 
getting  over  that  fact ;  but  happily  the  decision  in  Farmer 
v.  Glyn-Jones  saves  the  situation  for  the  duly  qualified 
chemist,  so  that  w;  rray  in  the  loDg  run  find  the  Sanguinetti 
■dsjision  to  hi  a  bh  ssing  in  disguise. 


The  American  Bromide  War. 

During  the  past  fortnight  or  more  the  American  bromide- 
market  has  been  in  a  state  of  chaos  owing  to  a  radical  dis- 
agreement between  two  factions  of  manufacturers.  According 
>to  a  correspondent  in  the  New  York  Commercial,  there  is 
javw  a  great  difference  between  the  quotations  for  bromide". 
Oae  faction  has  advanced  the  price,  and  the  other  refuses  to 
make  the  advance.  Each  insists  that  its  position  will  be 
maintained.  The  question  of  who  makes  the  market  for 
bromides  must  be  settled  before  the  prices  are  adjusted. 
The  present  case  is  somewhat  unusual,  for  it  is  often 
.new  concerns  entering  business,  by  making  concessions 
for  trade,  which  cause  a  disturbance  in  the  market, 
but  this  time  the  disagreemsnt  is  among  old  manufac- 
turers. It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  end  of  October 
iast  year  the  original  trouble  was  caused  by  the  attempt  of 
a  new  firm  to  enter  the  trade.  (See  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
G-ist,  November  1, 1902,  page  745.)  At  that  time  the  market 
•declined  considerably,  and  the  prices  made  then  have  since 
prevailed  until  recently,  and  still  exist  with  the  faction  of 
the  trade  which  has  not  advanced.  The  position  of  those 
who  have  now  raised  their  prices  is  that  there  was  no  profit 
in  the  business  at  the  pi  ices  prevailing — viz.,  25c.  (Is.  0|^.) 
for  potassium  bromide  in  100-lb.  lots,  and  the  advance  of 
20c.  (which  we  announced  in  our  issue  of  May  30)  was  made 
by  an  agreement  between  certain  manufacturers.  The 
present  trouble,  it  appears,  began  on  May  22,  when  Messrs. 
iRoserjgarten  &  Sons,  Merck  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  and  Meyer 
Brothers,  of  St.  Louis,  issued  circulars,  the  following 
'being  typical : 

We  beg  to  quote- 
Ammonium  bromide,  by  100  lbs.,  50c.  per  lb.  bulk;  51c.  per  lb., 

including  5-lb.  boxes  ;  52c.  per  lb.,  including  1-lb.  boxes;  59c.  per  lb., 

including  1-lb.  bottles. 

Potassium  bromide,  crystals,  by  100  lbs.,  45c.  per  lb.  bulk;  46c. 

,per  lb.,  including  5-lb.  boxes;  47c.  per  lb.,  including  1-lb.  boxes  ; 

53c.  per  lb.,  including  1-lb.  bottles. 

Potassium  bromide,  granulated,  by  100  lbs  ,  40c.  per  lb.  bulk; 

41c.  per  lb.,  including  5-lb.  boxes;  42c.  per  lb.,  including  1-lb. 

boxes  ;  48c.  per  lb  ,  including  1-lb.  bottles. 

Sodium  bromide,  by  100  lbs.,  45c.  per  lb.  bulk;  46c.  per  lb., 

including  5-lb.  boxes  ;  47c.  per  lb.,  including  1-lb.  boxes;  53c.  per 

ilb.,  including  1-lb.  bottks. 

One  hundred  pounds  may  be  taken  in  an  assortment  of  the 


above  salts,  in  one  delivery ;  each  salt  will  be  priced  at  the  100-lb. 
price.  Five  hundred  pounds  may  be  taken  in  an  assortment  of 
the  above  salts,  in  one  delivery  ;  each  salt  will  be  priced  2c.  below 
the  100-lb.  price.  For  smaller  quantities  the  usual  advance  will 
be  charged. 

On  the  following  day  Messrs.  Powjrs  k,  Weightman  and 
the  Mallinckrodt  Chemical-works  issued  circulars  quoting 
the  old  prices  which  prevailed  before  the  advance  announced 
by  the  other  firms  mentioned  above.  They  take  up  the 
position  that  the  large  advance  was  unwarranted,  and  they 
do  not  expect  to  raise  prices  in  the  near  future.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  there  has  been  a  considerable  demand  in  the 
United  States,  but  tha  bulk  of  the  business  has  been  done 
by  the  two  latter  firms  who  have  not  raised  prices.  They 
claim  that  they  are  supplying  their  r  gular  customers  only, 
and  for  quantities  they  hive  ordinarily  purchased  in  the 
past.  Messrs.  Rosengarten  &  Sons  and  Merck  &  Co.  also 
report  they  have  been  able  to  secure  business  at  the  advance, 
and  that  it  will  be  maintained.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  said 
they  have  none  to  sell,  and  that  is  given  as  one  reason  why 
they  have  advanced  prices,  another  reason  being  that  the  cost 
of  production  also  warranted  higher  prices.  It  is  also  stitei 
that  middlemen  and  speculators  have  been  anxious  to  secure 
stock  at  the  old  prices,  with  a  probable  view  to  exportation 
to  the  London  market.  If  they  should  be  successful,  there 
is  a  possibility  of  some  second-hand  parcels  of  American 
bromides  being  offered  here  at  some  future  period.  The 
recent  experience  of  importers  of  such  parcels,  however,  has 
only  been  a  qualified  success,  and  it  is  questionable  whether 
the  considerable  delay  and  consequent  worry  which  existed 
through  deliveries  not  being  effected  within  reasonable  time, 
and  the  doubts  thrown  upon  the  quality  of  the  goods,  have 
been  sufficient  to  compensate  dealers  in  departing  from  their 
usual  buying  sources  It  will  be  noted  from  the  above 
circular  of  prices  that  granulated  bromide  of  potassium, 
which  is  not  sold  for  foreign  markets,  is  quoted  at  a  lower 
figure  than  crystals,  the  export  of  which  it  is  in  the  interests 
of  American  makers  to  stop. 


Preferential  Tariffs. 

The  controversy  which  Mr.  Chamberlain  has  started  on  the 
desirability  of  preferential  tariffs  for  the  British  Empire  has 
thrown  the  political  world  into  a  ferment.  Political  questions 
are  outside  the  purview  of  a  journal  of  this  character,  but  so 
far  as  they  affect  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  exercise  of 
their  business  reference  to  the  present  controversy  may 
appropriately  be  made  in  these  pages,  especially  as  it  is 
receiving  the  attention  of  leaders  in  the  trade.  It  may  not 
be  generally  known  that  before  the  days  of  free  trade  the 
duties  of  customs  payable  on  goods  used  in  pharmacy 
imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  were  numerous  and 
oppressive.  Some  who  are  still  connected  with  pharmacy 
can  remember  the  hundreds  of  items  which  sixty  years  ago 
paid  toll  on  entering  the  country.  Since  those  days  of 
preferential  and  protective  tariffs  the  proportion  of  drugs 
imported  into  this  country  has  enormously  increased,  and 
the  growth  of  the  industries  depending  on  pharmaceutical 
enterprise  has  in  no  wise  lagged  behind  in  the  national 
progress.  It  follows  that  a  reimposition  of  customs  duties 
cn  drugs  would  have  a  disastrous  effect  on  the  drug-trade, 
which  already  suffers  so  much  when  competing  for  the 
world's  commerce  from  the  disabilities  which  the  Customs 
laws  place  on  the  use  of  alcohol.  We  have  before  us  a  copy 
of  the  "  Duties  of  Customs  "  for  the  year  1812,  and  in  it  we 
find  enumerated  about  300  articles  used  directly  or  indirectly 
in  pharmacy.    From  this  list  we  select  a  few  items  to  give 
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an  idea  of  what  the  drug-trade  in  the  early  Victorian  days 
had  to  (n  lure :

We  quote  these  chiefly  to  illustrate  what  preferential 
duties  meant  to  the  drug-trade,  but,  as  we  understand  Mr. 
Chamberlain's  scheme  so  far  as  he  has  revealed  it,  certain 
goods  from  British  possessions  would  be  admitted  free,  or  at 
merely  a  nominal  duty,  while  similar  goods  from  foreign 
countries  would  bear  a  higher  tax.  We  do  not  anticipate  an 
immediate  change  of  our  fiscal  policy,  but  we  think  it  well 
for  wholesale  druggists  especially  to  look  into  this  matter, 
because  British  export  business  in  medicinal  preparations 
has  of  late  years  been  steadily  increasing,  and  it  is  desirable 
to  watch  any  movement  which  would  check  this  growth.  As 
the  taxation  of  raw  materials  is  excluded  from  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain's scheme,  we  take  it  that  drug-trade  interest  in  the 
proposal  revolves  round  two  points — viz.  (1)  cheapness  of 
spirit  in  order  to  meet  competition  with  countries  who  can 
get  duty-free  spirit  at  almost  half  the  price  that  we  do,  and 
(2)  preferential  duties  by  our  colonies  in  regard  to  their 
imports  from  this  country  and  other  countries.  The  latter 
pointrequiresnodiscussionatthis  stage.  In  regard  to  the  spirit 
question,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  differential  duty  of 
5d.  per  proof  gallon  is  a  real  hardship  to  exporters  of 
alcoholic  preparations  who  have  to  meet  competition  in 
foreign  and  colonial  markets.  We  are  able  to  produce  in  the 
United  Kingdom  all  the  spirit  we  require,  and  only  about 
two-and-a-half  million  proof-gallons  of  the  forty  millions 
used  is  imported  ;  but  our  antiquated  system  of  determining 
the  amount  of  spirit  distilled  prevents  the  adoption  of 
modern  methods  of  manufacture,  which  would  enable  us  to 
produce  spirit  as  cheaply  as  foreign  makers.  The  5i.  is  to 
save  the  situation  so  far  as  our  distillers  are  concerned,  and 
meanwhile  exporters  of  spirituous  medicinal-preparations 
are  handicapped  in  foreign  markets.  One  good  result  of  the 
present  discussion  of  our  fiscal  policy  may  be  that  attention 
will  be  called  to  such  anomalies  as  this,  and  also  show  our 
colonial  customers  why  they  cannot  always  get  British 
medicines  so  cheaply  as  those  made  on  the  Continent. 


Adulterated  Soda  Crystals. 

During  the  past  six  months  or  more  considerable  quantities 
of  adulterated  soda  crystals  imported  from  Belgium  have 
been  sold  on  the  London  market,  and  as  it  is  mostly  sold  on 
the  percentage  of  carbonate  buyers  are  aware  of  the  nature 
of  their  purchases.  It  appears  that  the  percentage  of  car- 
bonate varies  from  50  per  cent,  to  70  per  cent.,  the  remainder 


being  sulphate  of  soda.  In  some  instances,  however,  samples 
analysed  have  not  contained  a  trace  of  free  alkali.  It 
would  be  well,  therefore,  if  retailers  would  look  to  their  pur- 
chases of  washing  soda,  and  specify  "free  from  sulphate" 
on  their  orders.  We  understand  that  one  of  the  leading 
British  makers  is  making  an  effort  to  stop  the  trade  in  the 
adulterated  product ;  but  the  business  has  grown  to  such 
dimensions  that  it  will  become  a  difficult  matter.  It  is  also 
difficult  to  apply  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  the 
case,  as  washing  soda  is  neither  a  food  nor  a  drug. 

Patent  Office  Report. 

The  twentieth  report  of  the  Comptroller-General  of  Patents' 
Designs,  and  Trade-marks,  covering  the  year  1902,  has  been 
issued  this  week.  The  report  shows  that  the  number  of 
applications  for  patents  was  28,976,  against  26,777  in  1901. 
The  number  of  complete  specifications  was  14,877,  against 
13,583  ;  and  the  number  of  patents  sealed  was  13,764,  against 
13,062.  The  number  of  designs  registered  was  17,106, 
against  16,217 ;  and  the  number  of  trade-marks  registered 
was  3,404,  against  3,246.  The  receipts  from  patent-fees 
were  218,371?.,  an  increase  of  8,184?.  over  1901,  and  trade- 
mark fees  were  11,984?.,  an  increase  of  1,478?.  over  1901, 
The  new  offices,  opened  in  January,  are  already  inadequate, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  extend  the  buildings  by  the  acquire- 
ment of  land  to  the  east  of  the  present  offices.  The  addi- 
tions are  rendered  necessary  by  the  amended  Patent  Act, 
the  full  powers  of  which  have  not  yet  come  into  force.  The 
Board  of  Trade  have  the  power  to  put  into  force  the  section 
relating  to  an  official  search  to  ascertain  if  the  alleged 
invention  is  novel,  but  it  is  not  proposed  to  undertake  the 
work  until  the  staff  has  been  much  augmented  and  suitable 
office-accommodation  provided.  The  profits  on  the  patent 
business  were  127,361?.,  an  increase  of  20,070?.  over  1901. 
In  the  class  "medicine,''  which  includes  pharmacy,  there 
were  accepted  251  patents,  a  number  below  the  average  for 
many  years  ;  but  in  the  matter  of  trade-marks  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  several  classes  which  have  to  do  with 
pharmacy.

A MEETING-  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  on 
June  5,  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.O.  Present :  Mr. 
T.  H.  W.  Idris  (President),  in  the  chair;  Mr.  W.  A.  H. 
Naylor  (Vice-President),  Professor  Greenish,  Messrs.  Atkin- 
son, Matthews,  Turner,  and  White,  Messrs.  Ransom  and 
Peck  (Hon.  General  Secretaries),  and  Mr.  J.  Hearn  (Assistant- 
Secretary). 

Apologies  for  absence  were  read  from  Messrs.  Atkins, 
Beggs,  Boa,  Boorne,  Cummings,  Druce,  Parr,  Newsholme, 
and  J.  C.  Umney. 

Letters  were  read  from  Mrs.  Baden  Benger,  acknowledging 
the  vote  of  condolence  passed  at  the  last  meeting,  and 
from  Dr.  Power,  consenting  to  act  as  delegate  from  the 
Conference  at  the  International  Congress  of  Applied 
Chemistry  at  Berlin.

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  second  reading  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  was  on  the  order 
paper  for  the  evening  sitting  on  Wednesday,  when  the  Corn 
Tax  was  debated,  but,  as  a  matter  of  course,  another  post- 
ponement was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Weir  and  Lymph. 

In  the  last  few  weeks  Mr.  Weir  has  asked  ministers  about 
a  score  of  questions  regarding  the  preparation  and  issue  of 
lymph  to  public  vaccinators.  The  answers  have  not  been 
particularly  illuminating  in  regard  to  all  the  small  points 
raised,  but  I  do  not  suppose  that  more  than  one  person  feels 
aggrieved.  A  final  question,  at  least  it  has  an  appearance  of 
finality  about  it,  has  now  been  intimated,  and  it  is  this : 
Will  arrangements  be  made  for  parochial  vaccinators  in 
Scotland  to  be  provided  free  of  charge  with  sufficient 
glycerinated  calf  lymph  to  meet  their  requirements  ?  Pro- 
bably Mr.  Weir  will  follow  his  not  unusual  method  of 
demanding  a  plain  "  Yes  "  or  "  No." 

Sale  of  Poisons  in  East  Africa. 

Apparently  the  poisons-problem  follows'the  flag  like  some 
other  things  which  need  not  be  specified.  This  week  a 
message  came  from  East  Africa,  stating  that  the  following 
rules  have  been  made  by  the  Commissioner  for  the  Uganda 
Protectorate : 

(1)  Licences  under  the  Poisons  Regulations,  1902,  may  be  ob- 
tained on  application  to  the  Sub-Commissioner  of  the  Province  in 
which  the  applicant  desires  to  sell  poisons. 

(2)  The  Sub- Commissioner  may  grant  or  withhold  these  at  his 
discretion. 

(3)  Poisons  may  be  sold  within  such  premises  only  as  are  speci- 
fied in  the  licence.  A  separate  licence  must  be  taken  out  for  each 
shop  or  place  in  which  it  is  desired  to  sell  poisons. 

(4)  All  licences,  whenever  taken  out,  shall  expire  on  Decem- 
ber 31  of  each  year. 

(5)  The  fee  for  such  licence  shall  be  Rs.  45. 

The  Question  of  Questions. 

Since  Parliament  reassembled  it  has  been  impossible  to 
get  members  to  concentrate  their  attention  upon  anything 
outside  what  Mr.  Balfour  calls  "  the  Colonial  Secretary's 
scheme"  for  preferential  tariffs  It  has  been  the  most 
stirring  week  that  can  be  recalled  in  all  the  years  that  have 
passed  since  Home  Rule  shattered  the  Liberal  Party.  At 
times  the  tension  to  both  members  and  observers  has  been 
painful.  But  matters  are  now  subsiding  into  something  like 
the  normal  dullness.  The  great  debates  of  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  have  not  perhaps  altered  the  situation,  but  they 
have  exhausted  the  talkers,  and  that  is  not  a  small  mercy. 
The  generally  accepted  belief  is  that  thiDgs  will  go  cn  for 
a  time  as  nearly  on  the  old  lines  as  possible,  and  that  when 
the  legislative  programme  of  the  Government  is  ended— not 
necessarily  at  the  end  of  the  present  Session — the  Prime 
Minister  will  dissolve  Parliament.  I  say  advisedly  that  the 
end  may  not  coincide  with  the  customary  elate  for  the 
prorogation,  because  it  is  understood  that  the  Cabinet  have 
some  domestic  legislation  not  included  in  this  year's  Speech 
from  the  Throne  which  they  desire  to  pass  before  appealirg 
to  the  country.  Much  will,  however,  depend  upon  the  actions, 
of  the  predominant  partner,  Mr.  Chamberlain. 


The  Lancet  issues  a  caution  as  to  the  dangers  of  ammonia-gas 
a  propos  of  the  general  use  at  the  present  day  of  "  toilet  " 
ammonia.  The  Lancet  suggests  that  a  warning  should  be  printed 
on  the  labels  of  all  bottles  containing  ammonia  for  domestic 
purposes,  that  the  vapour  is  poisonous  in  large  quantities,  and 
that  special  care  should  therefore  be  exercised  to  prevent  the 
wholesale  escape  of  the  contents  cf  a  bottle.

Liability  of  Libels. 

Sir, — The  announcement  made  in  the  C.  $  D.  of  June  6 
is  of  great  importance  to  the  trade  generally.  The  Inland 
Revenue  Department  has  hitherto  stated  that  a  label  indi- 
cating the  disease  for  which  the  medicine  is  prepared, 
such  as  "Cough-mixture,"  "  Influenza-mixture,"  "  Headache- 
powder,"  and  suchlike,  might  be  used  without  a  medicine- 
stamp  being  put  on,  and  I  have  several  such  labels  stamped 
"  Not  liable "  ;  if  the  Department  has  altered  its  rules  or 
regulations  can  it  proceed  to  penalise  any  chemist  who  uses 
such  labels  without  first  informing  him  of  the  alteration  1 
I  have  several  pounds'  worth  of  labels,  printed  after  the 
permission  of  the  Department  had  been  given  by  the  stamp- 
ing referred  to,  and  it  is  a  heavy  tax  to  have  to  destroy  them 
and  get  new  ones ;  besides,  how  are  the  public  to  know  that 
there  is  such  a  thing  as  a  headache-powder  if  it  is  not 
labelled  as  such  1  It  seems  to  me  this  is  a  question  which 
requires  to  be  fought  out  in  the  law-courts.  Then,  again, 
how  am  I  or  any  other  chemist  to  know  the  altered  rules  of 
the  Inland  Revenue  Department  without  a  notice  ?  We  are 
not  supposed  to  subscribe  to  any  trade  journal,  and  therefore 
cannot  know  the  new  regulations  unless  they  are  circulated 
by  the  Department  itself.  Really,  the  way  the  retail  chemist 
is  hedged  in  by  the  various  "  departments,"  their  rules, 
regulations,  and  laws,  makes  it  almost  impossible  to  get  a 
living,  and  this,  too,  in  a  country  where  "free  trade"  is 
supposed  to  be  a  blessing.  Yours,

Sir, — The  recent  decisions  of  the  Law  Courts  affecting 
preparations  sold  by  chemists  and  others  have  aroused  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  to  a  sense  of  the  "  limit  "  to  be 
allowed  in  labelling  all  medicines  not  liable  to  duty.  This 
will  cause  consternation  in  our  ranks,  from  the  fact  that  I  have 
lately  come  across  a  number  of  my  confreres  who  confessed 
they  rarely  troubled  to  read  the  journals,  and  consequently 
have  shown  lamentable  ignorance  of  the  most  recent  cases 
that  every  chemist  ought  to  be  interested  in.  The  revela- 
tions of  late  will  doubtless  cause  confusion  of  thought, 
even  to  those  of  us  who  have  tried  to  be  abreast  of  the 
times  ;  but,  so  far  as  I  at  present  understand  our  position,  it 
is  this : 

1.  Chemists  who  have  been  apprenticed  to  the  profession — 
viz.,  all  qualified — have  privileges  given  to  them  by  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  denied  to  others. 

2.  Limite:!  companies,  drug-stores,  grocers,  drapers, 
stationers,  co-operative  societies,  &c.,  will  be  deni?d  privi- 
leges granted  to  qualified  chemists. 

3.  All  preparations  faithfully  prepared  according  to  the 
B.P.,  B.P.C.,  Squire,  Martindale,  and  other  recognised  and 
known  works  of  reference  can  be  sold  by  qualified  chemists 
"  with  a  recommendation"  without  incurring  stamp-liability, 
if  so  stated. 

4.  Huckster  shops  will  henceforth  be  precluded  from 
selling  the  Id.,  2d.,  and  3d.  bottles  and  boxes  of  remedies 
for  the  poor. 

I  have  lately  come  in  contact  with  persons  keeping 
small  shops  in  back  streets  of  our  towns,  who  have 
been  supplied  by  chemists,  and  others  who  have  never 
been  trained  as  chemists,  but  have  picked  up 
"wrinkles"  during  their  journey  through  life,  and 
have  commercialised  them.  These  shopkeepers  tell 
me  they  return  from  201.  to  251.,  and  even  more  weekly. 
Now,  if  the  Inland  Revenue  carry  out  their  decision  im- 
partially, it  will  press  hard  home  on  the  chemist  who  sells 
Id.  antibilous  pills,  liver  pills,  head-and-stomach  pills, 
headache-powders,    teething- powders,    Id.  cough-mixture, 


diarrhcea-mixture,&c.,  t  e  difficulty  being  about  the  numerous 
stock-labels  one  has,  for  these  preparations  and  the  small 
size  receptacles  on  which  they  are  placed  do  not  allow  room 
for  any  further  explanations  to  satisfy  Inland  Revenue 
demands.  But  if  this  is  a  chemist's  hard  lot  it  seems  to 
me  it  will,  or  ought  to,  completely  stop  the  sale  of  these 
goods  at  huckster  shops,  where  2i.  bottles  cough-syrups,  2d,. 
eye-lotion,  Id.  teething-powders,  1^.  headache-powders,  Id. 
eye-salve,  &c,  &c  ,  interfere  more  seriously  with  chemists' 
legitimate  sales  than  is  contemplated.  In  every  district 
there  are  two  or  three  chemists  who  have  been  doing  a  large 
trade  in  these  lines,  and  consequently  depriving  others  from 
getting  a  living. 

1  also  understand  the  sale  of  simples  "  with  a  recom- 
mendation "  under  their  own  names  or  a  fancy  label  is  only 
allowed  to  chemists.  This  needs  settling  conclusively,  as 
vaseline  trades  under  all  sorts  of  fanciful  names,  as  a  remedy 
for  burns,  &c,  growth  of  hair,  &c.j  and  sells  largely  in  Id. 
and  2i.  boxes.  Another  difficulty  presents  itself  in  ; regard 
to  the  sale  of  teething-powders,  pills,  Sec,  loose  from  broken 
stamped  proprietary  packets.  This  is  done  largely  in 
working-class  districts,  and  has  always  hitherto  been 
allowed  ;  but  we  shall  need  to  know  how  we  stand  now. 

When  we  thoroughly  understand  "  where  we  are,"  if  ever 
that  happy  condition  becomes  our  lot,  it  seems  to  me,  the 
decision  will  stop  the  sale  of  a  lot  of  rubbish  now  on  the 
market.  1  trust  others  may  discuss  this  question  in 
the  columns  of  your  valuable  journal,  so  that  we  may  all  be 
set  right,  and  thus  largely  avoid  the  exasperating  c  >nflicts 
with  the  Inland  Revenue  and  prove  to  them  that  we  as 
chemists  are  not  trying  by  trickery  to  "  do  "  them,  but  that 
we  simply  want  to  trade  in  our  just  rights,  as  men  trained 
and  qualified  by  examination  as  chemists  and  druggists.

Newfoundland   Cod-liver  Oil. 

Sir, — Mr.  Munn  seems  to  assume  that  I  have  specified  his 
brand  of  oil  in  my  note  of  April  4  {ride  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  page  571).  Such  was  not  the  case.  The  title  "New- 
foundland Oil"  covers  oil  which  does  not  come  direct  from 
St.  John's,  and  such  oil  is  probably  made  from  mixed  livers, 
or,  if  not,  is  prepared  sufficiently  far  south  of  Newfoundland 
for  the  makers  to  know  what  refined  menhaden  oil  is  like. 
In  either  case  these  so-called  Newfoundland  oils  are  not 
what  they  should  be,  and  do  not  compare  favourably  with 
Norwegian  oil.  Mr.  Munn  must  know  this,  and  ought  to  be 
glad  to  hear  of  any  suggestion  which  would  help  to  rid  the 
market  of  oils  which  must  compete  with  his  product.  I 
can  only  speak  of  menhaden  oil  from  my  point  of  view  as  an 
analyst,  and  cannot  accept  the  insinuation  that  I  "  know 
all  about  it  "  in  the  sense  implied  by  Mr.  Munn's  letter.  I 
note  the  analysis  of  St.  John's  oil  quoted  gives  the  saponifi- 
cation-figure  as  261.  Is  this  correct,  or  should  it  be 
saponifi  cation  equivalent  1  But  for  this  figure  I  note  that 
the  analysis  conforms  with  my  suggested  figures,  and  Mr. 
Munn  favours  me  by  accepting  the  iodine-figure  suggested  by 
Parry  and  myself  in  1894.

Effect  of  Prices  on  Sales. 

Sir, — I  am  rather  surprised  to  see  that  several  of  your 
correspondents  have  taken  it  for  granted  that  an  increase  in 
price  is  followed  by  a  diminished  consumption.  As  a  broad 
and  general  statement  of  theory  this  is  no  doubt  correct,  but 
I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  J.  Percival  Fast  that  there  are  many 
exceptions,  and  that  some  of  these  are  certainly  found 
among  the  articles  a  chemist  has  to  handle.  To  take  an 
illustration,  within  the  last  few  years  the  retail  prices  of 
Browne's  chlorodyne  and  Carter's  pills  have  been  advanced 
in  my  town  from  10±d.  to  Is.,  but  I  sell  as  much  as  ever  I 
did  of  both,  and  I  do  not  believe  the  advance  had  the 
slightest  adverse  effect.  I  speak  for  my  own  district  only,  but 
I  see  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  result  of  a  similar 
advance  would  be  different  in  the  case  of  any  of  the  largely 
advertised  articles.    If  a  question  of  l%d.  were  really  so 
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serious  as  some  suppose,  why  is  it  that,  inthe  case  of  several 
recently  introduced  (and  apparently  successful)  articles,  the 
■wholesale  price  is  fixed  to  high  that  even  the  keenest 
cutters  cannot  sell  below  Is  or  Is.  0^4.  ?  I  quite  appreciated 
the  irony  of  'i  A  Non-protecting  Advertiser,"  but  I  am  sur- 
prised he  did  not  see  the  fallacy  that  underlay  his  argument. 
If  every  time  the  retailer  is  asked  for  an  advertised  article 
he  can  easily  sell  one  of  his  own  instead,  he  would  indeed 
be  a  fool  to,  throw  away  50  or  60  per  cent,  in  order  to  get 
20  or  25  per  cent.  .The  truth  is  that  he  cannot  do  this. 
When  I  try  to  compete  with  an  advertised  article  by  putting 
Tip  one  of  |  my  own  I  find  that  with  the  largely  advertised 
articles,  for  each  one  of  my  own  I  sell  I  have  to  hand  over  a 
dozen  (sometimes  two  or  three  dozen)  of  that  advertised.  If, 
then,  the  latter  bears  a  fixed  and  fair  profit,  the  increased 
turnover  will  fully  make  up  for  the  smaller  percentage  of 
profit.

BUSINESS  in  drugs  and  chemicals  continues  quiet,  with  a 
steady  undertone  in  most  articles.  The  principal  event 
of  the  week  is  the  announcement  that  the  camphor  monopoly, 
hitherto  restricted  to  Formosa,  is  now  applicable  to  the 
Japanese  Empire,  as  the  Bill  to  conserve  the  Japanese 
industry  has  now  become  law,  although  it  will  not  be 
operative  until  September  1.  A  small  auction  of  cinchona 
was  held  on  Tuesday,  at  which  prices  tended  easier.  More 
interest,  however,  is  attached  to  the  auction  to  be  held  at 
Amsterdam  next  week,  when  the  equivalent  of  47  tons  of 
quinine  in  bark  form  will  be  offered.  Quinine  meanwhile  is 
inactive.  Shellac  has  again  been  a  feature,  with  a  large 
speculative  demand  at  advancing  prices.  Crude  drugs 
generally  have  been  quiet.  Elena  has,  however,  been  in 
good  demand.  With  the  exception  of  a  slight  reduction  in 
nitrate  of  silver,  there  are  no  changes  in  fine  chemicals. 
Cocaine,  santonin,  morphine,  and  menthol  are  very  firm; 
and  phenacetin  is  lifeless.  A  large  auction  of  spices  was  held 
on  Wednesday,  which  met  with  a  slow  demand.  The

•The  A.  M.  Todd  Company  (Limited),  of  Kalamazoo,  Micl 
U.S.A.,  have  issued  the  following  circular,  dated  May  19,  in 
regard  to  the  market  outlook  for  American  oil  of  peppermint 
"  The  abnormally  small  stocks  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  the 
short  crop  of  last  year  caused  the  market  for  prime  oil  of  pepper 
mint  to  advance  to  a  price  that  would  yield  a  good  profit  under 
favourable  climatic  conditions,  and  consequently  an  increased 
acreage  would  have  been  planted  this  season  had  the  weather 
permitted.  The  month  of  March,  however,  opened  extremely 
warm,  causing  the  roots  to  sprout,  and  was  followed  in  April  by 
one'  of  the  most  severe  blizzards  ever  known  in  that  month, 
extending  over  the  entire  peppermint-producing  district,  with  a 
fall  of  snow  averaging  about  12  inches.  This  was,  later,  followed 
by  a  period  of  heavy  rains,  causing  work  to  be  suspended  and 
entirely  preventing  many  growers  whose  lands  were  not  thoroughly 
well  drained  from  planting,  and  reducing  the  area  of  others  below 
that  of  last  year.  Some,  however,  were  able  to  slightly  increase 
their  acreage,  so  that  the  total  amount  planted  will  vary  but  little 
from  that  of  last  year.  Last  year's  crop,  however,  was  barely  two- 
thirds  the  average  annual  consumption,  so  that  with  the  extremely 
small  world's  supply  the  markets  should  next  season  rule  firm. 
Were  it  not  that  adulteration  has  been  carried  on  to  an  extent 
never  before  known,  by  every  device  possible  — including  counter- 
feit labels,  &c. — causing  loss  to  consumers  and  uncertainty  to  the 


trade,  prices  would  naturally  have  ruled  higher  than  at  present. 
The  insistence  by  consumers  of  an  absolutely  pure  quality  will 
largely  increase  the  demand  for  their  products,  and  free  tho  busi- 
ness, both  of  producers  and  consumers,  from  the  uncertainty  and 
loss  which  adulteration  brings.  The  exposition  of  these  methods 
and  the  publicity  which  we  have  given  the  tests  for  determination 
of  quality  will,  we  hope,  in  a  measure  at  least,  check  this  vicious 
practice." 

Our  Foreign  Trade  in  May. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  for  May  are  very  satisfactory  so 
far  as  exports  are  concerned,  showing  an  increase  of  1,495,1)007., 
which  brings  up  the  total  increase  for  the  five  months  to  6,127,000/. 
The  imports  for  the  month  are  1,438,600?.  less,  and  for  the  five 
months  there  is  a  decrease  of  2,875,000/.  Chemicals,  drugs,  dyes, 
and.  colours  increased  by  56,100/.  in  imports  and  80,000/.  in 
exports.  Among  the  latter,  glycerin  improved  by  12,743  cwt. 
(28,000/.),  bleaching-materials  18,526  cwt.  (4,878/.  decrease1,  drug=i 
and  medicines  3,207/. ;  on  the  other  hand,  soda-compounds  dropped 
6,012  cwt.,  or  1,036/.  The  figures  (ounces)  relating  to  the  imports 
and  exports  of  quinine  and  quinine-salts  are  as  follows  :

The  Bulgarian  Rose=harvest. 

Our  correspondent  in  Bulgaria,  under  date  of  June  6,  writes  as 
follows:  "This  year's  rose  harvest  will  be  known  both  as  the 
earliest  and  the  longest  on  record.  It  commenced  about  two 
weeks  earlier,  and  promises  to  last  a  week  longer  than  ail  pre- 
vious crops.  The  rose-harvests  in  Bulgaria  usually  last  about 
three  weeks,  and  sometimes  less  than  three  weeks;  but  this 
year's  harvest  will  certainly  last  four  weeks.  It  has  already 
lasted  three  weeks,  and  only  two-thirds  of  the  rose  flowers  have 
been  distilled.  As  the  cool  weather  has  once  again  set  in,  the 
remaining  one-third  of  the  crop  will  surely  take  more  than  a  week 
to  distil.  The  weather,  so  far,  has  been  favourable.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  three  extremely  hot  days,  all  the  rest  have  been  excep- 
tionally fresh  and  cool,  with  regular'  daily  showers,  alternating 
with  short  spells  of  sunshine  and  cool  northern  breezes.  The 
results  so  far  procured  exceed  even  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions ;  and  if  the  present  weather  continues  to  the  end  of  the 
harvest,  this  year's  crop  will  also  prove  a  record-breaker  both  in 
respect  to  quantity  and  quality.  Judging  from  the  otto  already 
obtained,  the  yield  o£  this  year's  crop  will  not  be  under  110,000  oz. 
pure  otto,  and  may  be  over  130,000  oz.  The  odour  of  the  new  otto 
is  exceptionally  strong  and  its  aroma  wonderfully  fragrant." 

Japanese  Peppermint  Oil  and  Menthol. 

The  latest  advices  from  Bichu  with  regard  to  the  forthcoming 
Japanese  peppermint-crop,  state  that  Bingo  merchants  have 
come  over  and  contracted  with  the  oil-distillers  for  large  parcels 
of  the  output  at  $700  per  100  kin.  No.  1  oil  rules  at  $750  to  $800. 
The  price  for  the  dried  plant  is  estimated  at  $300  to  $330.  The 
above  price  of  7  yen  per  kin  in  the  interior  would  be  equal  to  a 
c.i.f.  price  of,  say,  about  12.40  yen  per  kin  for  menthol  (equal 
about  20s.),  and  4.51  yen  per  kin  for  dementholised  oil  (equal 
about  Is.  6d.)  at  Kobe  or  Yokohama.  Should  it  be  impossible  to 
sell  oil  at  the  above  price,  the  quotation  for  menthol  would  have 
to  be  raised  accordingly.  According  to  this  report  the  result  of 
the  first  crop  would  be  about  5,000  kins  mixed  oil,  which  means 
about  4,500  kins,  or  about  3,300  lbs.  of  menthol.  This  quantity 
could  be  shipped  in  August- September.  In  July  last  year  the 
price  for  the  first  Bingo  and  Bichu  crop  was  about  4.50  yen  per 
kin,  delivered  in  Kobe.

The 
war  of  prices  which  is  now  going  on  in  the  United  States  and 
the  general  confusion  existing  is  hardly  conducive  to  good 
business  on  this  side,  especially  as  it  is  rumoured  that  some 
further  small  secondhand  lots  of  American  bromides  may  be 
offered  here  shortly.

Camphor. — News  was  received  in  London  towards  the 
end  of  last  week  that  the  Bill  promoted  by  the  Japanese 
Government  to  extend  the  Formosan  monopoly  of  camphor 
to  the  production  within  the  Japanese  Empire  has  now 
become  law,  but  that  it  will  not  be  operative  until  September  1. 
The  history  of  this  Bill  up  to  the  time  it  was  rejected  by  the 
Japanese  House  of  Peers  last  year  will  be  found  in  our  issue 
of  May  3,  1902,  page  714.  This  means  that  Japan  now 
practically  controls  from  80  per  cent,  to  90  per  cent,  of  the 
world's  output.  We  understand  that  the  contract  for  the 
disposal  of  the  camphor  has  been  given  in  favour  of  Messrs. 
Samuel  Samuel  &  Co.,  the  holders  of  the  Formosan  monopoly. 
When  the  new  monopoly  assumes  control  and  the  few 
secondhand  parcels  now  offering  become  absorbed,  all  further 
business  and  speculation  by  "  outsiders  "  will  be  practically 
at  an  end,  and  consumers  will  have  no  option  but  to  purchase 
their  requirements  from  the  monopoly.  It  is  said  that  prices 
for  crude  camphor  will  now  advance,  and  already  a  firmer 
tone  has  been  given  to  the  market,  sellers  of  Japanese  asking 
171*.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f .  For  June-July  shipment  several  hundred 
piculs  Formosan,  B.  quality,  have  been  sold  at  162s.  6d.,  c.i.f. 

Cinchona. — The  quantity  offered  at  the  monthly  auction 
on  Tuesday  was  exceptionally  small,  the  six  catalogues 
comprising  771  packages  only.  There  was  a  good  demand, 
and  the  bulk  was  disposed  of  at  rather  easier  rates  compared 
with  the  previous  London  auction,  the  average  unit  being 
fully  ]  \&.  for  the  manufacturing-bark  against  l\d.  Most  of 
the  druggists'  bark  was  sold  at  high  prices,  being  exceedingly 
rich  in  cinchonidine.

A  correspondent  of  mine  in  Finmarken  even 
said  that  the  livers  of  50,000  cod  are  now  required  to  pro- 
duce one  barrel  of  cod-liver  oil !  The  market  is  unaltered 
but  very  quiet,  with  no  inclination  for  speculation.  Finest 
non-congealing  oil  is  nominally  quoted  at  480s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.,  Bergen.  The  exports  from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount 
to  1,196  barrels,  against  3,735  barrels  at  the  corresponding 
date  of  last  year.  The  Hamburg  circular  referred  to  in  the 
C.  <$■  D.  of  May  30  gives  me  cause  for  stating  that  no  adul- 
teration of  the  oil  has  come  to  my  knowledge  in  Norway. 
What  has  come  to  pass  in  certain  places  outside  our  frontiers 
may  well  be  qualified  as  an  adulteration,  as  the  temptation  to 
so  adulterate  is  but  too  apparent  at  the  present  quotation 
of  the  oil." 

Opium. —  Constantinople,  June  5. — It  is  now  practically 
confirmed  that  yield  cannot  exceed  3,500  cases  maximum, 
and  in  consequence  the  market  keeps  very  firm  and  sellers 
reserved.  The  week's  sales  amount  to  4  cases  "druggists" 
at  8s.  6d.,  and  1  case  Karahissars  at  8s.  8d.  per  lb.,  f.o.b. 

Potash  Permanganate. — There  is  a  good  demand,  but 
price  still  remains  very  low,  it  being  obtainable  at  34s.  6i. 
per  cwt. 

Quillaia  has  further  advanced,  one  holder  now  asking  27s. 
per  cwt.  on  the  spot  and  33s.  for  crushed.  In  Liverpool, 
sales  are  reported  at  25/.  per  ton.

The  exports  of  sponges  from  Tripoli  during  1902  amounted  to 
535  cwt.,  against  1,262  cwt.  in  1901,  being  a  decrease  of  727  cwt. 
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THE  fifth  Congress  in  Berlin  lias  been  a  complete  success. 
When  the  vaiue  of  the  work  done  comes  to  be  reckoned  ' 
it  may  be  found  that  the  friendly  intercourse  of  over  two 
thousand  chemi-ts  from  all  countries  has  done  more  for 
chemical  industry  than  the  papers  read  in  the  dozen  Sections  ; 
but  the  opinion  is  general  that  the  Congress  is  of  advantage 
to  the  industry. 

The  proceedings  may  be  briefly  sketched.  As  stated  last 
week,  the  meeting  was  informally  commenced  on  Tuesday 
evening,  June  2,  in  the  House  of  Parliament.  Next  morning 
the  proceedings  were  more  formal.  From  about  9  o'clock 
members  began  to  assemble  in  the  House,  the  floor  of  which 
was  reserved  for  those  who  wore  evening  dress,  and  the 
galleries  for  others  and  the  ladies.  This  was  the  first  general 
session,  and  it  commenced  at  10  o'clock  punctually  with  the 
entrance  of  Prince  Friedrich  Heinrich  of  Prussia,  a  young 
man  in  his  twenties,  of  the  Kaiser  type,  said  to  be  a  bright 
fellow.  He  sat  in  the  Royal  box  without  emotion  while  the 
matter  of  a  score  of  speeches  of  welcome  and  thanks  were 
tired  off.  The  meeting  finished  at  11.35,  thus  leaving  the 
members  free  until  3  p.m.,  when  most  of  the  Sections  began 
their  sessions,  but  at  1  p.m.  there  was  a  meeting  of  English 
members  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  an  invitation  to 
London  in  1906.  The  sectional  meetings  were  held  in  the 
committee-rooms  of  the  House,  which  were  well  suited  for 
the  purpose.  The  hours  of  meeting  were  generally  9  or  10 
to  12  or  1  and  3  or  4  to  5  or  6.  Each  Section  had  arranged 
for  luncheon  in  some  restaurant  or  hotel  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, but  members  suited  themselves  as  to  where  they  had 
luncheon.  At  7  o'clock  on  Tuesday  evening  a  grand 
banquet  was  given  in  the  dining-halls  of  the  Zoological 
Gardens,  at  which  1,200  were  present. 

Thursday  forenoon  and  afternoon  were  devoted  to  sectional 
meetings.  The  German  Chemical  Society  took  the  opportunity 
of  presenting  the  first  two  Hofmann  medals  to  M.  Moissan  and 
Sir  William  Ramsay  at  its  headquarters,  Hofmann  Haus, 
between  6  and  6  30  p.m.  At  7  the  Mayor  of  Berlin  held  ,  a 
reception  in  the  Rathaus,  which  was  attended  by  gentlemen 
only,  and  was  a  well-managed  affair.  At  9  30  a  Kommers 
(beer-drinking  and  smoking  concert)  was  held  in  the  largest 
hall  of  the  Philharmonie,  ladies  being  admitted  to  the 
boxes. 

On  Friday  a  second  general  session  was  held  in  the  House 
for  the  purpo;e  of  hearing  special  lectures  by  distin- 
guished chemists.  The  first  part,  commencing  at  10  A.M., 
was  occupied  by  M.  Moissan,  Sir  W.  Crookes,  and  Professor 
van  t'Hoff,  the  last  taking  the  place  of  Professor  Emil  Fischer, 
who  was  ill.  At  noon  several  hundreds  of  the  members  re- 
sorted to  the  principal  entrance  of  the  Parliament  House, 
where,  on  the  steps,  they  were  grouped  by  the  photographer, 
who  succeeded  in  taking  a  nice  picture.  The  interior  which 
we  reproduce  (page  961)  is  of  the  Hauptsitzungsaale  (in  this 
report  called  "the  House"),  taken  during  the  first  session 
on  Wednesday.  After  ,  the  group  referred  to,  the  general 
session  was  continued,  M.  Ernest  Solvay,  Herr  C.  Engler,  and 
Herr  G.  Kramer  delivering  lectures.  Ihe  Sections  met  after 
luncheon,  and  in  the  evening  there  was  a  "by-command." 


performance  of  "  The  Barber  of  Bagdad"  in  the  Royal  Opera. 
House,  this  being  followed  by  a  ballet.  Those  who  could  not 
find  places  at  the  opera  were  entertained  by  the  German 
Chemical  Society  at  a  garden-party  in  Charlottenburg. 

On  Saturday  some  of  the  Sections  {e.g.,  pharmacy)  com- 
pleted their  work  in  a  forenoon  session,  and  the  rest  of  the- 
day  was  devoted  to  visits,  the  evening  being  given  up  to- 
gatherings  in  private  houses  or  elsewhere.  Thus,  Professor 
van  t'Hotf  tried  to  get  together  all  who  have  been  associated' 
with  him  since  his  student-days,  and  the  Pharmacy  Sub- 
section organised  a  dinner  for  pharmacists  in  the  Russian 
hotel. 

On  Sunday  morning  the  members  left  in  two  special  trains- 
from  Potsdam  Place  Station  for  Wannsee,  and  eight  steamers- 
took  them  for  a  three-hours'  trip  round  that  series  of  lakes. 
When  they  returned  to  Wannsee  they  found  an  excellent  cold 
collation  waiting  them.  There  were  a  few  private  receptions- 
in  the  evening,  that  given  by  Dr.  von  Martius  in  his  palatiai 
residence  in  Voss  Street  being  the  one  to  which  Englisb 
members  were  invited. 

On  Monday  a  few  of  the  Sections  completed  their  business, 
and  at  3  30  p.m.  the  third  and  last  general  session  was  held 
in  the  House,  when  it  was  decided  by  a  majority  to  hold  the- 
next  Congress  in  Rome. 

This  sketch  will  suffice  to  show  how  the  time  was  spent. 

GENERAL  SESSIONS. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  at  10  o'clock,  the  first  general' 
session  was  held  in  the  House,  under  the  presidency  of 
Dr.  Otto  N.  Witt,  who  was  supported  by  Vice- 
Presidents  Drs.  von  Martius  and  E.  A.  Merck, 
on  the  right,  and  by  Dr.  Henry  T.  Bottinger, 
M.P.,  and  Professor  Delbriick  on  the  left.—  The 
floor  of  the  House  and  the  platform  were- 
reserved  exclusively  for  gentlemen  who  came  in  evening 
dress  and  their  lady  friends.  The  galleries  were  comfortably 
filled  by  the  non-elect.  The  platform  presented  a  brilliant- 
picture  as  the  representatives  of  nations  found  their  places 
upon  it.  Few  were  there  who  did  not  wear  some  decoration,, 
but  Sir  W'illiam  Ramsay  was  the  only  one  from  England  who- 
wore  an  Order.  M.  Moissan  sat  in  the  front  row  to  the  left- 
(see  page  96L)  ;  immediately  behind  him  were  Sir  William 
and  Lady  Crookes  and  Professor  Tilden.  On  other  parts  of 
the  platform  we  noticed  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein,  Mr.  WT.  F.  Reid, 
Mr.  George  Beilby,  Dr.  Lewkowitsch,  and  Dr.  Divers.  Scientific 
Germany  was  represented  by  her  leading  exponents  in  prac- 
tice and  theory.  A  minute  or  two  before  10  o'clock  Dr.  Witt- 
and  the  Vice-Presidents  were  called  behind  to  receive  Prince 
Friedrich  Heinrich  of  Prussia  (a  son  of  Prince  Albrecht),  and- 
at  10  punctually  that  young  gentleman  entered  the  Royal< 
box  of  the  gallery.  He  was  accompanied  by  an  adjutant,, 
and.  Dr.  Holtz  (formerly  managing  director  of  Scherings) 
attendei  them  in  the  gallery.  The  proceedings  commenced) 
straightway.  The  President  briefly  addressed  the  Prince, 
giving  him  an  opportunity  -to  speak,  but  he  rose  and  merely 
bowed,  the  assembly  doing  likewise.    The  president  then

.got  the  consent  of  the  meeting  to  send  a  telegram  to  the 
Kaiser.  Graf  von  Posadowsky-Wehner,  Minister  of  Interior, 
then  in  the  name  of  the  German  people  gave  the  Congress 
a  welcome  to  Berlin.  He  advanced  from  his  seat  at  the 
corner  of  the  right  gangway,  to  the  rostrum  in  front  of  the 
President,  this  being  the  position  from  which  all  spoke.  In 
the  course  of  his  remarks  he  referred  to  the  two  hemispheres 
which  adorned  the  Conference  badge,  saying  that  this 
symbol  proved  that  the  science  of  chemistry  is  covering  the 
"whole  world  owing  to  its  applications  for  the  progress  of 
various  industries.  By  reducing  the  cost  of  manufacturing 
such  articles  as  iron,  glass,  leather,  and  textile  products, 
applied  chemistry  has  benefited  mankind,  bringing  expensive 
articles  within  the  reach  of  the  many,  and  making  life 
altogether  more  refined.  He  also  touched  upon  the  way  in 
which  chemistry  has  improved  agriculture  and  brought 
.about  better  intercourse  between  the  nations.  Even  the  art 
of  war  has  been  influenced  by  chemistry,  the  destruction 
caused  by  it  being  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  benefits 
•of  antiseptics  and  hygiene. 

Dr.  Studt  followed  with  a  welcome  on  behalf  of  Prussia, 
and  Dr.  Reicke,  the  Daputy  Mayor,  spoke  for  Berlin.  Dr. 
Reicke  is  a  novelist  of  some  note.  He  looks  still  on  the 
bright  side  of  40,  and  speaks  well.

In  succession  there  spoke  in  words  of  welcome  Professor 
Oonze  (for  the  Royal  Russian  Academy,  who  was  much 
applauded),  Professor  Dr.  Gierke  (for  the  Berlin  University), 
Professor  Kammerer  (for  the  Technical  High  School),  who 
asked  the  members  to  visit  the  laboratories,  and  Geheimrat 
Hietschel. 

The  Thanks  op  Nations 

•came  next.  First  M.  Moissan  spoke  in  his  charming  manner 
for  France,  and  the  President  thanked  him  in  his  own 
tongue.  Professor  Tilden  then  advanced  to  the  rostrum  to 
speak  for  Great  Britain.  He  was  the  first  of  the  speakers 
who  wore  no  decorations,  and  one  could  not  help  thinking 
that  it  was  as  a  plain  English  gentleman  that  he  addressed 
the  Congress.  He  said :  "  Your  Royal  Highness,  Mr. 
President,  my  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I  desire,  in  the 
name  of  the  representatives  appointed  by  his  Majesty  King 
Edward  and  the  delegates  of  the  Royal  Society  and  other 
scientific  societies  in  Great  Britain,  to  express  thanks  for  the 
cordial  welcome  we  have  received.  We  in  England  never 
Jorget  the  great  debt  that  science,  especially  physical 


science,  owes  to  Germany,  and  as  President  of  the  oldest 
chemical  society  in  the  world  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
receiving  a  bust  of  Liebig  on  the  occasion  of  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  great  master's  birthday.  It  will  stand  in 
the  house  of  the  Society  beside  busts  of  other  eminent 
chemists — Davy,  Bunsen,  Hofmann.  (Applause.)  Like  so 
many  of  my  countrymen,  I  owe  all  the  chemistry  that  I  know 
to  Hofmann."  Dr.  Tilden  concluded  by  saying  it  seemed  to 
him  that  it  was  too  late  to  wish  success  to  the  Congress,  as 
that  had  already  been  assured. 

The  President,  speaking  in  English,  thanked  Professor 
Tilden  for  his  pleasant  words  and  trusted  that  when  the 
Congress  met  in  London,  it  would  be  as  great  a  success, 
which  hint  of  the  prospective  invitation  was  applauded. 

Professor  Ludwig,  of  Vienna,  then  spoke  for  Austria- 
Hungary  ;  and  Russia,  Spain,  and  Italy  also  had  their  say. 
Professor  Jacowkim  could  not  claim  for  Russia  as  great 
advance  in  chemistry  as  those  who  had  preceded  him  had 
done  for  their  countries,  but  his  mention  of  Mendeleeff's 
name  brought  him  a  cheer,  and  he  added  that  in  Russia 
ch3mical-industry  is  advancing,  and  ere  long  the  country 
will  be  independent  in  that  respect. 

Professor  F.  W.  Clarke,  of  Washington,  next  made  a  bright 
speech  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  concluded  by 
hoping  that  one  day  the  Congress  would  meet  there. 

Professor  Lunge,  of  Zurich,  spoke  for  the  other  nations 
(about  thirty)  represented  in  the  Congress,  saying  that 
Switzerland,  small  though  it  be,  has  a  large  chemical- 
industry,  and  like  all  countries  is  interested  in  the  advance 
of  applied  chemistry. 

Further  wishes  for  success  to  the  Congress  were  expressed 
by  Professor  Liebermann  on  behalf  of  the  German  Chemical 
Society  ;  by  Dr.  Holtz  on  behalf  of  the  Society  for  the  Pro- 
tection of  German  Chemical  Industry ;  and  by  Dr.  E.  A. 
Merck  on  behalf  of  the  Association  of  German  Chemists. 
Then  Mr.  Levinstein  said  a  few  words  for  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  and  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  Professor  Eder,  of  Vienna,  also  spoke. 

The  President  finally  and  briefly  sketched  the  history  of 
this  fifth  congress,  regretting  that  sickness  had  prevented 
Professor  Clemens  Winkler  (Hon.  President)  from  partici- 
pating in  the  meetings.  He  named  the  Hon.  Vice-Presidents, 
those  for  Great  Britain  being  Professor  Tilden,  Dr.  Dobbie, 
Sir  William  Crookes,  Sir  Henry  E.  Roscoe,  Sir  William 
Ramsay,  Mr.  O'Sullivan,  and  Sir  W.  W.  Abney. 

The  session  adjourned  at  11.35. 

The  House  was  again  well  filled  at  10  a.m.  on  Friday, 
when  Dr.  Witt  took  the  chair,  being  supported  by  the  Vice- 
Presidents  as  before.    A  telegram  was  sent 
Zjveite  t0  Professor  Winkler  heartily  wishing  his 

sitauns  early  recovery.    Then  M.  Moissan  delivered 

his  lecture  on 

The  Metallic  Hydrides. 

The  first  of  these  was  made  by  Wurtz  in  18+4.  In  1891, 
Clemens  Winkler  produced  a  series  of  them  by  reduction  of 
oxides  with  magnesium  hydride.  Five  years  later  Guotz 
prepared  lithium  hydride.  M.  Moissan  then  entered  the 
field  and  made  potassium,  sodium,  cerium,  and  rubidium 
hydrides  by  acting  on  the  metallic  vapours  with  pure  and 
dry  hydrogen.  He  described  the  properties  of  these,  and 
showed  that  when  a  sealed  tube  containing  one  of  them  is 
broken  under  water  the  action  of  the  hydride  is  analogous  to 
that  of  the  metal. 

M.  Moissan  had  spoken  exactly  twenty-nine  minutes,  and 
Dr.  Witt  having  thanked  him,  Sir  William  Crookes  was  called 
upon  to  give  his  address,  which  was  on 

Modern  Views  of  Matter, 
"The  Realisation  of  a  Dream"  being  the  sub-title.  Proofs 
of  the  address  were  inserted  in  the  Tageblatt,  and  by  follow- 
ing it  one  observed  that  Sir  William  skipped  parts ;  but 
even  then  he  exceeded  the  half-hour  by  three  and  a  half 
minutes.  There  was  not  much  new  in  the  discourse — at  least, 
to  Sir  William's  compatriots ;  but  parts  of  it  surprised  German 
chemists,  and  a  few  seemed  to  echo  the  exclamation  of 
their  ancestors,  "  We  shall  see  what  will  become  of  his 
dreams."  He  commenced  with  early  references  to  observa- 
tions by  Davy  and  Faraday  in  regard  to  decomposition  of 
the  metals,  Davy's  views  as  to  radiant  matter,  and  led  up  to 
his  own  views  as  to  protyle,  first  enunciated  in  1888,  and  the 
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idea  of  units  or  atoms  of  electricity  which  he  welded  in 
speech  with  the  ionic  hypothesis.  The  importance  of  elec- 
tric-vacuum work  was  emphasised,  and  Sir  William  men- 
tioned the  impulse  which  was  given  to  it  by  the  results 
obtained  by  Lenard  and  Rontgen  in  1893-95.  Then  he 
passed  on  to  consider  briefly  Becquerel's  masterly  work  on 
phosphorescence,  which  was  followed  by  the  brilliant 
researches  of  M.  and  Mme.  Curie  on  the  radio-activity  of 
bodies  accompanying  uranium.  An  account  of  radium 
naturally  came  in,  and  the  emanations  from  it  were  explained. 
He  gave  credit  to  Professor  J.  J.  Thomson,  who  is  really  the 
pioneer  in  this  field  of  thought  and  work,  having  in  1881 
established  the  basis  of  the  electro-dynamic  theory,  and  his 
own  early  prophecies  were  mentioned  so  far  as  they  have 
been  realised.  Sir  William's  address  was  written  in  that 
poetic  style  which  makes  up  so  much  of  the  charm  of  his 
speculations.    The  following  are  fair  examples  : 

Since  the  discovery  of-  radium  and  the  identification  of  one  set 
of  its  emanations  with  the  cathode  stream  or  radiant  matter  of 
the  vacuum-tube,  speculation  and  experiment  have  gone  hand  in 
hand,  and  the  two-fluid  theory  of  electricity  is  gradually  replaced 
by  the  original  one-fluid  theory  of  Franklin.  On  the  two-fluid 
theory,  the  electrons  constitute  free  negative  electricity,  and  the 
rest  of  the  chemical  atom  is  charged  positively,  although  a  free 
positive  electron  is  not  known.  It  seems  to  me  simpler  to  use  the 
original  one-fluid  theory  of  Franklin,  and  to  say  that  the  electron 
is  the  atom  or  unit  of  electricity. 

Having  described  the  scintillations  of  radium  on  a  zinc-blende 
screen,  he  said :  It  is  probable  that  in  these  phenomena  we 
actually  witness  the  bombardment  of  the  screen  by  the  positive 
ions  hurled  off  by  radium  with  a  velocity  of  the  order  of  that  of 
light.  Each  particle  is  rendered  apparent  only  by  the  enormous 
extent  of  lateral  disturbance  produced  by  its  impact  on  the 
sensitive  surface,  just  as  individual  drops  of  rain  falling  on  a  still 
pool  are  not  seen  as  such,  but  by  reason  of  the  splash  they  make 
on  impact,  and  the  ripples  and  waves  they  produce  in  ever-widening 
circles. 

Indulging  in  a  l;  Scientific  Use  of  the  Imagination,"  and  pushing 
the  hypothesis  of  the  electronic  constitution  of  matter  to  what  I 
consider  its  logical  limit,  we  may  be,  in  fact,  witnessing  a  spon- 
taneous dissociation  of  radium,  and  we  begin  to  doubt  the  per- 
manent stability  of  matter.  The  chemical  atom  may  be  actually 
suffering  a  katabolic  transformation,  but  at  so  slow  a  rate  that 
supposing  a  million  atoms  fly  off  every  second,  it  would  take  a 
century  for  weight  to  diminish  by  1  milligramme. 

It  must  never  be  forgotten  that  theories  are  only  useful  so  long 
as  they  admit  of  the  harmonious  correlation  of  facts  into  a 
reasonable  system.  Directly  a  fact  refuses  to  be  pigeon-holed, 
and  will  not  be  explained  on  theoretic  grounds,  the  theory  must 
go,  or  it  must  be  revised  to  admit  the  new  fact.  The  nineteenth 
century  saw  the  birth  of  new  views  of  atoms,  electricity,  and 
ether.  Our  views  to-day  of  the  constitution  of  matter  may 
appear  satisfactory  to  us,  but  how  will  it  be  at  the  close  of  the 
twentieth  century  ?  Are  we  not  incessantly  learning  the  lesson 
that  our  researches  have  only  a  provisional  value  ?  A  hundred 
years  hence  shall  we  acquiesce  in  the  resolution  of  the  material 
universe  into  a  swarm  of  rushing  electrons  ? 

This  fatal  quality  of  atomic  dissociation  appears  to  be  universal, 
and  operates  whenever  we  brush  a  piece  of  glass  with  silk ;  it 
works  in  the  sunshine  and  raindrops,  and  in  the  lightnings  and 
flame ;  it  prevails  in  the  waterfall  and  the  stormy  sea.  And 
although  the  whole  range  of  human  experience  is  all  too  short  to 
afford  a  parallax  whereby  the  date  of  the  extinction  of  matter 
can  be  calculated,  protyle,  the  "  formless  mist,"  once  again  may 
reign  supreme,  and  the  hour-hand  of  eternity  will  have  completed 
one  revolution. 

The  President,  ever  equal  to  the  occasion,  uttered  a  few 
English  sentences  of  compliment  in  regard  to  the  address 
when  Sir  William  had  returned  to  his  seat,  finishing  by  saying 
the  address  brought  to  his  mind  the  appropriateness  of  the 
phrase  Ibi  Croolees,  ibi  lux,  whereupon  the  Congress  laughed 
and  cheered. 

Other  Lectures. 

Professor  van  t'Hoff's  address  was  on  the  formation  of 
natural  salt  springs.  On  resuming  after  the  interval,  M. 
Moissan,  Professor  Meldola,  Professor  Piutti  (Naples),  and 
Professor  Christomanus  (Athens)  were  elected  Hon.  Presi- 
dents of  the  Congress. 

M.  Ernest  Solvay,  of  Brussels,  delivered  his  lecture  on  the 
ammonia-soda  process,  which  was  really  a  sketch  of  the 
development  of  this  method  of  alkali-manufacture  since  his 
process  was  carried  into  practical  effect.  Professor  C.  Engler, 
of  Carlsruhe,  next  lectured  on  "  Auto-oxidation  "  (especially 
referring  to  the  changes  in  plant-substances  through  the  pro- 
duction of  ozone  by  the  solar  rays)  ;  and  the  proceedings  were 


concluded  with  an  address  by  Professor  Gustav  Kramer,  of 
Berlin,  on  the  growth  of  the  coal-tar  industry.  He  men- 
tioned that  the  annual  production  of  tar  in  the  world  is  to  day 
2,258,000  tons,  of  which  the  lion's  share  falls  to  England 
with  800,000  tons,  and  Germany  with  720,000  tons. 

The  third  and  last  general  session  was  held  on  Monday- 
afternoon,  June  8,  at  about  4  o'clock,  and  lasted  until  6.30: 
Rome  in  1906  TQe  principal  business,  after  the  resolutions 
of  the  Sections  were  adopted,  was  to  decide 
upon  the  meeting-place  for  the  sixth  congress.  Italian 
chemists  have  on  two  previous  occasions  suggested  Rome, 
and  they  again  repeated  their  invitation  through  Professor 
Paterno  di  Serra,  who  added  a  hearty  welcome  from  the- 
Mayor  of  the  Eternal  City.  Mr.  Levinstein,  in  an  excellent: 
speech,  invited  the  Congress  to  meet  in  London,  Professor 
Tilden  supporting  him.  A  show  of  hands  was  taken,  but 
the  result  seemed  so  equal  that  a  division  had  to  follow, 
when  294  went  into  the  right  lobby  for  Rome,  and  274  into- 
the  left  for  London.  Professor  Paterno  di  Serra  thanked, 
the  Congress,  his  speech  being  uproariously  applauded. 
Then  followed  the  usual  votes  of  thanks  to  the  President  of- 
the  Reichstag  and  to  the  President  of  the  Congress  (Dr. 
Witt).  A  communication  was  also  read  from  Professor 
Moissan,  stating  that  the  French  chemists  had  placed  a 
wreath  on  the  tomb  of  Professor  A.  W.  von  Hofmann,  and 
had  also  made  a  collective  presentation  of  l,200f.  to  the- 
fund  for  the  Bunsen  monument.  This  was  an  exceedingly 
nice  and  graceful  act,  and  the  sentiment  accompanying  it 
seemed  to  be  highly  appreciated.  A  few  closing  words  from. 
Dr.  Witt,  who  called  for  a  '■  Hoch  !  "  to  the  Kaiser,  which  was 
given  with  three  vociferous  cheers,  terminated  the  proceeding* 
of  the  Congress. 


SECTIONAL  MEETINGS. 

As  already  stated  the  work  of  the  Congress  was  done  in 
Sections,  each  complete  in  itself.  With  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions, each  of  these  met  in  the  Parliament  House  com- 
mittee-rooms, chiefly  those  on  the  top  floor,  looking  towards 
Unter  den  Linden,  so  that  it  was  possible  to  go  from  one  to- 
the  other  without  loss  of  time.  The  Sections  were  as-

Section  VIII.  naturally  claims  first  attention  so  far  as  our 
readers  are  concerned,  and  it  may  at  once  be  said  in  regard 
to  the  character  of  the  work  that,  with  the  exception  of  a. 
paper  by  the  sectional  President,  Dr.  Thorns  (who,  a 
veteran  pharmacist  assured  us,  is  the  Remington  of  Ger- 
many), none  of  the  work  brought  forward  was  of  an  inter- 
national character.  It  will  be  necessary  in  organising  future 
meetings  of  the  Congress  to  consider  (1)  whether  a  pharma- 
ceutical section  is  necessary,  and  (2)  if  so,  whether  it  can- 
not replace  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Congress.  At 
present  Section  VIII.  of  the  International  Congress  cf 
Applied  Chemistry  scarcely  merits  international  recognition, 
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and  as  an  opportunity  to  merge  the  International  Pharma- 
ceutical Congress  into  something  else  more  vital  would  not 
be  unwelcome,  we  suggest  that  the  opportunity  is  provided 
in  the  newer  Congress.    This,  however,  by  the  way. 

At  10  minutes  past  4  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  June  3,  Dr. 
E.  A.  Merck  took  the  chair  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Section, 
■which  was  attended  by  ninety-five  gentlemen.  He  gave  a 
hearty  welcome  to  the  Section,  saying  that  the  three  groups 
into  which  it  was  divided  equally  aid  in  promoting  the 
welfare  of  humanity,  but  it  would  be  desirable,  for  the  better 
conduct  of  the  work  of  each,  that  the  groups  should  do  most 
of  their  work  separately.  Accordingly  when  the  pre- 
liminaries were  over  and  delegates  had  been  announced,  the 
foodstuff  gentlemen  adjourned  to  another  room.  The  only 
■delegate  from  English-speaking  countries  was  Dr.  F.  B. 
Power,  who  represented  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, and  he  was  supported  by  Mr.  H.  Helbicg  and  the 
Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  as  private  members. 

After  the  foodstuff-chemists  left  the  room  Professor  Dr. 
Thorns  took  the  chair  and  initiated  the  pharmaceutical 
proceedings  with  a  brief  speech. 

Dr.  Zipperer  (of  Mercks)  was  one  of  the  Secretaries  ap- 
pointed, and,  like  Professor  Dr.  Thorns  (the  President),  he 
showed  every  courtesy  to  the  members.  The  first  contribu- 
tion was  by  Dr.  Kunz-Krause,  of  the  Veterinary  High  School, 
Dresden,  on  the 

Relation  of  German  Pharmacy  to 
Applied  Chemistry. 

Dr.  Kunz-Krause  is,  perhaps,  best  known  to  chemists  on 
account  of  his  translation  of   Guareschi's  work  on  the 
alkaloids.     He  is  gifted  with  voluble  utterance,  speaks 
readily,  with  great  rapidity,  and  managed  to  occupy  10  per 
•cent,  or  more  of  the  time  of  the  meeting.    His  first  contribu- 
tion was  historic,  being  occasioned  by  the  recent  celebration 
■of  the  centenary  of  Liebig's  birth.    It  was  in  the  same  year, 
be  said,  that  Derosne  communicated  to  the  Paris  Society  of 
Pharmacy  the  results  of  his  researches  on  opium  which  led 
the  way  to  the  discovery  of  morphine  by  Sertiirner.  These 
two  men  were  typical  of  their  time,  when  the  practising 
pharmacist,  the  scientific  pharmacist,  and  the  practical 
chemist  were  one  and  the  same  person,  and  theoretical  and 
applied  chemistry  were  professed  by  the  same  men.    In  the 
pharmaceutical  laboratory  in  Liebig's  time  the  work  was 
carried  on  which  to-day  has  widened  a  thousandfold  into  a  net- 
work of  chemical  science  and  applied  chemistry.  At  that  time 
it  was  the  'pharmacist  who  gave  the  results  of  his  researches 
to  chemical  science ;  now  it  is  applied  chemistry  which 
contributes  to  the  advancement  of  pharmacy,  and  for  that 
reason  Dr.  Kunz-Krause  considered  it  to  be  the  duty  of 
pharmacy  to  make  more  stringent   the  requirements  of 
preliminary  educatihn  before  entry  upon  the  pharmaceutical 
career.    Otherwise  it  will  not  retain  the  high  position  which 
it  has  hitherto  enjoyed.    With  references  to  pharmacists  who 
.are  celebrated  the  world  over  for  their  chemical  studies,  Dr. 
Kunz-Krause  managed  to  occupy  the  time  up  to  4  50 ;  and 
Professor  E.  Ludwig,  of  the  Vienna  University,  spoke  briefly 
■on  the  subject,  especially  referring  to  the  influence  which 
those  who  have  been  trained  in  pharmacy  have  had  upon 
chemistry.    He  modestly  stated  oE  himself  that  his  early 
training  was  in  pharmacy,  to  which  his  attachment  is  still 
mot  "so  slender  as  that  of  some  pharmaceutical  chemists  who 
attended  the  Congress.     Mr.  R.  Schoepp,  of  Maastricht, 
■mentioned  several   celebrated   chemists   who  have  been 
pharmacists. 

Control  op  Medicaments. 

,Me;  J.  Alfred  Mjon,  of  Christiania,  next  read  a  paper  on 
this  subject,  in  which  he  advocated  the  public  need  for 
more  effective  control  of  medicament?,  pointing  out  several 
directions  in  which  continental  countries  are  behind 
England  and  the  United  States.  His  arguments  presented 
nothing  unfamiliar  to  those  who :  know  the  purpose  and 
influence  of  adulteration  laws,  but  they  touched  a  responsive 
chord,  forten  gentlemen,  representing  half-a-dozen  continental 
countries,  spoke  about  it  so  fully  that  Professor  Schaer's 
paper  on  the  application  of  chloral  ihydrate  as  a  test- 
reagent  had  to  be  adjourned  until  next  morning. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  appointed  Hon.  Presidents, 
viz. :  Messrs.  Ludwig,  Grimbert,  Deniges,  Pinti,  Chlopin, 
Effront,  Ranwez,  Minovici,  Porcher,  Wefers-Betink,  Blom- 


quist,  Schaer   Pistor,  Froelich,  and  Power.     The  session 
adjourned  at  6  p.m. 

At  9.15  A. si.  on  Thursday,  June  4,  Professor  Ludwig  took 
the  chair,  while  Professor  Schaer,  of  Strasburg  (where  he 
succeeded  Fliickiger),  read  his  paper  on 

Chloral  Hydrate  as  a  Reagent. 

It  was  announced  that,  owing  to  illness,  Professor  Liebreich 
would  be  unable  to  read  the  communication  which  he  had 
promised.  Speaking  at  rather  great  length,  Professor  Schaer 
demonstrated  in  detail  the  usefulness  of  a  solution  of 
chloral  hydrate  as  a  reagent  in  the  examination  of  drugs, 
particularly  of  gum-resins,  balsams,  terpenes,  and  essential 
oils.  He  said  a  solution  of  the  hydrate  in  alcohol  is  En 
excellent  solvent  of  all  fatty  oils,  and  is  very  useful  in  the 
estimation  and  examination  of  these  and  fat.  It  is  also  a 
valuable  reagent  for  organic  colours  and  dyes,  and  in 
microscopic  examinations  for  recognition  of  starches.  The 
value  of  the  test  depends  upon  a  colour-ring  which  is 
formed  by  the  respective  substances,  each  giving  a  charac- 
teristic colour. 

Professor  Ludwig  having  quitted  the  chair,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power 
succeeded  him,  and  the  discussion  on  Professor  Schaer's  paper 
was  started  by  Dr.  Kunz-Krause,  who  commended  the  utility 
of  the  test  for  distinguishing  the  different  kinds  of  copal 
(upon  which  Professor  Schaer  had  laid  stress).  Mr.  Kronstein 
and  Dr.  Freund  (Frankfurt)  also  spoke,  the  latter  questioning 
the  value  of  the  test.    Professor  Schaer  having  replied, 

Dr.  Power,  as  the  official  delegate  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference,  and  a  representative  of  American  phar- 
macy, conveyed  to  the  Section  expressions  of  good  will  from 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States.  He  assured  the  meeting 
that  the  benefits  following  the  work  of  the  Section  would  be 
appreciated  by  the  pharmacists  of  these  countries,  and  men- 
tioned that  they  were  also  represented  by  Dr.  Fr.  Hoffmann, 
formerly  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  MacE wan,  both  of  whom  were 
asked  to  address  the  meeting,  which  they  did  briefly. 

Valuation  op  Drugs  and  Narcotic  Extracts. 

This  was  the  title  of  a  paper  by  Professor  Thorns,  Ph.D., 
President  of  the  group  and  director  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Institute  attached  to  the  University  of  Berlin.  It  was  the 
paper  of  the  Pharmacy  Section,  and  marks  a  development  in 
the  standardisation  of  drugs,  in  so  far  as  the  author  con- 
siders the  estimation  of  alkaloid  alone  to  be  an  insufficient 
criterion  of  the  value  of  the  drug,  and  this  opinion  is  shared 
by  Professor  Liebreich. 

Professor  Thorns  said  there  is  a  large  number  of  drugs 
whose  galenical  preparations  differ  in  action  from  the  alka- 
loids contained  in  them — e.g.,  cinchona,  opium,  belladonna, 
and   hyoscyamus.     The  last  two  contain  practically  the 
same  alkaloids  (atropine,  hyoscyamine,  and  scopolamine), 
but  differ  in  therapeutic  action.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  he  said,  to  insure  that  galenical  pre- 
parations shall  represent  the  specific  action  of  the  drugs, 
whose  quality  can  no  more  be  judged  by  percentage  of  alka- 
loid, or  other  so-called  active  principle,  than  can  wine  be 
judged  by  its  alcohol-content.    Professor  Thorns  had  sub- 
mitted narcotic  extracts  to  examination,  taking  into  account 
the  natural  acids,  carbohydrates,  essential  oils,  salts,  &c, 
and  showed  the  results  of  determining,  besides  alkaloid, 
(1)  tannin  and  (2)  organic  acid  in  the  extract,  and,  where 
possible,  phosphoric  acid  in  the  ash.  His  method  of  working 
was  to  take  5  grams  of  extract,  treat  with  20  c.c.  of  distilled 
water,  filter,  and  wash  the  filter  with  10  c.c.  of  water.  To 
this  20  grams  of  ammonium  sulphate  was  added  to  precipi- 
tate tannic  acid  and  extractive,  and  the  precipitate  filtered 
and  washed  with  saturated  ammonium-sulphate  solution. 
From  the  precipitate  the  tannic  acid  was  washed  out  with 
90-per-cent.  alcohol,  and  dried   to   constant  weight  and 
weighed.    The  residue  was  treated  with  warm  water,  diluted 
to  1  litre,  10  c.c.  of  it  mixed  with  20  c.c.  20-per-cent.  sul- 
phuric acid,  and  titrated  with  JL  permanganate.  The  end- 
point  was  determined  by  adding,  after  no  more  perman- 
ganate could  be  decolourised,  10  c.c.  of  the  permanganate, 
and  boiling  for  five  minutes,  when  10  c.c.  of  oxalic  acid  should 
be  required  to  decolourise  the  mixture.    The  filtrate  from 
the  ammonium-sulphate  precipitate  was  used  for  estimating 
vegetable  acid  by  acidifying  with  20  c.c.  20-per-cent.  sul- 
phuric acid,  and  shaking  out  four  times  with  acid-free  ether, 
evaporating  in  a  glass  capsule,  dissolving  in  100  c.c.  of  water, 
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and  titrating  with  JL  KHO,  with  phenolphthalein as  indicator. 
This,  with  the  tannic  acid,  gave  the  total  acid.  Reference 
was  also  made  to  the  nature  of  the  acids  in  belladonna. 
Water  in  the  extract  was  determined  by  drying  2  grams  at 
105°  C.  for  three  hours.  Professor  Thorns  also  discussed 
methods  for  estimation  of  alkaloids  in  belladonna,  Merck's  pro- 
cess being  described  and  commended,  as  by  it  the  atropine, 
hyoscyamine,  and  scopolamine  can  be  isolated  and  distin- 
guished from  trimethylamine. 

Eeference  was  made  to  the  work  of  others,  and  Professor 
Thorns  submitted  the  following  table  of  results  with  ext. 
belladonnas  (Ph.G.  IV.)  to  illustrate  his  method,  the  figures 
being  obtained  from  the  examination  of  1  gram  of  each 
sample  taken  from  five  different  makers  : 


ammonia  solution  should  be  used.  The  Pharmacopoeias  vary 
as  to  the  amount  of  ammonia  solution  required  at  15°  C, 
Germany  and  Roumania  being  lowest  with  4  c.c,  and  Austria 
highest  with  7  5  c.c.  M.  Altan  finds  4  5  c.c.  to  be  the 
correct  figure. 

The  proceedings  at  this  stage  (11  A.M.)  concluded  some- 
what abruptly.  On  Thursday  afternoon,  at  3  o'clock,  Dr

Two  Biochemical  Papers, 

by  Professor  L.  Grimbert,  of  Paris,  who  was  present  the 
previous  day.  The  first  dealt  with  the  detection  of  maltose 
in  the  presence  of  glucose.  Taking  advantage  of  the  dif-

Dr.  L.  Spiegel,  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Oscar  Liebreich,  sub- 
mitted a  statement  of  his  opinion  on  the  relation  of  the 
extracts  and  tinctures  of  narcotic  drugs  to  their  indi- 
vidual alkaloids,  so  far  as  their  physiological  action  is 
concerned.  Dr.  Liebreich  is  convinced  from  his  experiments 
that  galenical  preparations  are  superior  to  the  alkaloids,  and 
generally  he  corroborated  Professor  Thoms's  observations. 
He  instanced  opium,  saying  that  this  drug  is  by  no  means 
fully  represented  by  morphine,  for  papaverine  and  other  alka- 
loids, as  well  as  the  natural  acids  in  the  drugs,  influence  its 
therapeutic  action  for  good.  Similar  considerations  apply 
to  belladonna  and  nux  vomica. 

Dr.  Heinrich  Salzmann,  President  of  the  German  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  opened  the  discussion,  which  was  continued 
by  Dr.  Schweissinger,  of  Dresden,  who  compared  old  and 
new  methods  of  assay,  saying  that  the  latter  are  not  always 
an  improvement  and  require  careful  examination.  He 
hesitated  to  accept  Professor  Thoms's  recommendation,  but 
agreed  that  reliable  preparations  of  the  drugs  are  better  in 
many  respects  than  individual  alkaloids.  There  is  still 
much  research  to  be  done  in  the  matter,  he  thought. 

Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  at  this  point  quitted  the  chair  in  favour 
of  Professor  Wefers-Betink,  and  Messrs.  Messner,  Kunz- 
Krause,  and  Leuchter  also  spoke  before  Professor  Thorns 
replied. 

At  this  point  there  seemed  some  difficulty  in  proceeding, 
several  authors  being  called  upon  without  reply.  At  last 
Dr.  Fendler  (one  of  the  acting  Secretaries)  read  a  lengthy 
paper  in  French,  by  M.  Anton  Altan,  of  Bucharest,  on  the 

Keener- Weller  Process  for  Testing  Quinine 
Sulphate. 

In  this  were  discussed  the  sources  of  error  in  this  process, 
which  is  approved  by  the  United  States  and  most  conti- 
nental Pharmacopoeias,  and  recommended  not  less  than 
2  grams  of  quinine  sulphate  to  be  taken  for  assay.  The 
sulphate  should  first  be  heated  at  40°  to  50°  C.  for  two  hours, 
so  as  to  reduce  the  water-content  from  six  to  two  molecules 
(4  6  or  5  per  cent.).  Of  this  dried  salt  2  grams  is  taken  and 
treated  with  water  and  10-per-cent.  ammonia  solution,  as 
directed  by  the  Pharmacopoeias.  The  density  of  the 
ammonia  solution  must  be  accurately  determined,  and  care 
should  be  taken  to  have  the  quinine  solution  and  ammonia 
solution  at  the  same  temperature  at  the  moment  of  titration 
— viz.,  15°  C.    For  each  degree  above  15°  0.,  0  5  c  c.  less 


acetone,  he  first  crystallises  out  the  maltoazone,  which  has  a 
melting-point  of  196°-198°  C.  In  the  second  paper  Professor 
Grimbert  demonstrated  the  presence  of  glucose  as  the  re- 
ducing substance  in  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid  of  man.  By 
means  of  phenylhydrazin  be  prepared  the  osazone  of  the 
glucose  which  is  insoluble  in  cold  acetone,  and  melts  at 
229°-23I°  C.    It  does  not  crystallise  from  alcohol. 

Olla  Podrida  Pharmaceutica 
might  have  been  the  title  of  the  next  paper,  which  was  com- 
municated by  Dr.  Kunz-Krause,  and  was  devoted  to  methods 
of  working  in  the  Chemical  Institute  of  the  Veterinary  High 
School,  Dresden.  He  first  exhibited  some  Bunsen  burners 
made  by  Albrecht,  of  Dresden,  which  were  described  by  him 
two  years  ago  in  the  Pharm.  Cmtralh.  Then  he  showed  a 
few  samples  of  chemicals,  the  most  interesting  being  chrys- 
atropic  acid  from  belladonna,  and  specimens  which  proved 
the  presence  of  copper  in  commercial  formaldehyde.  This 
copper  can  be  removed  as  carbonate  or  by  precipitation  on 
polished  iron.  Dr.  Kunz-Krause  described  in  detail  a  method 
for  judging  the  quality  of  tinctures.  He  takes  slips  of  white 
filtering-paper,  about  1  inch  wide  and  8  inches  long,  and  pins 
them  to  a  wooden  block  attached  to  a  retort-stand.  Five 
cubic  centimetres  of  the  tincture  to  be  tested  is  placed  in  a 
beaker,  and  a  paper  slip  allowed  to  dip  into  it  until  all  the 
liquid  is  soaked  up.  The  mark  produced  by  the  extractive 
of  a  tincture  is  peculiar  to  each  one,  and  with  a  comparison 
paper  prepared  from  a  standard  tincture  one  can  judge  of 
the  quality  of  other  samples.  This  is  called  absorption- 
analysis. 

Mr.  Minovici,  of  Bucharest,  succeeded  Professor  Froelich 
in  the  chair,  and  Dr.  Max  Issleib  (Bielefeld)  and  Mr. 
Kronstein  said  something  about  Dr.  Kunz-Krause's  effort. 
Dr.  Frenkel  then  described  the  properties  of  hopogan  (Mg02) 
and  ektogan  (Zn02),  which  he  has  clinically  investigated. 

The  session  was  brought  to  a  close  by  the  appointment  of 
the  following  honorary  Presidents  :  Messrs.  Peter  MacEwan, 
Schoepp,  Salzmann,  Holz,  Partheil,  Kunz-Krause,  and 
Arnold. 

B  and  C  Groups  of  the  Section  met  together  on  Saturday 
morning,  the  Chairman  being  Professor  Schaer,  whose  place 
was  taken  later  by  Professor  Schweissinger. 

Guaiacum  Reactions. 
During  a  discussion  on  the  value  of  tincture  of  guaiacum 
as  a  reagent,  Dr.  Wisliscenius's  remarkable  discovery  was 
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communicated  that  an  inactive  tincture  may  be  rendered 
active  by  the  action  of  certain  metallic  compounds,  which  in 
themselves  are  absolutely  neutral,  but  show  decided  oxidising 
properties.  Such  a  compound  may  be  obtained  by  painting 
a  thin  plate  of  aluminium  with  a  solution  of  bichloride  of 
mercury  and  washing  off  the  incrustation.  An  inactive 
tincture  is  immediately  made  active  if  this  mercury- 
aluminium  compound  is  brought  in  contact  with  it.  No 
explanation  has  yet  been  offered  of  this  phenomenon.  A 
1-per-cent.  solution  of  guaiacum  resin  in  chloroform,  or, 
better,  of  guaiacic  acid,  was  proposed  as  being  considerably 
more  delicate  a  test  than  the  tincture. 

New  Facts  about  Albumen. 

Dr.  A.  Wassermann  gave  a  most  interesting  lecture  upon 
the  detection  of  albumen  by  biological  means,  and  showed 


papers  of  more  strictly  pharmaceutical  interest  were  reached ; 
then  Mr.  Eschbaum,  a  young  Berlin  apotheker,  exhibited 

Dropping  Apparatus. 

The  first  was  a  pipctte-like  arrangement,  of  3  mm.  capil- 
larity, for  affording  drops  of  liquid  medicines  in  accordance 
with  certain  Pharmacopoeias.  The  apparatus  gives  drops  of 
such  liquids  as  bitter-almond  water,  Fowler's  solution,  and 
tinctures  which  are  of  exact  weight ;  a  normal  drop-pipette 
was  also  shown.  In  the  discussion  on  these  the  Chairman 
called  attention  to  the  advantages  of  the  minim  as  a  con- 
stant representation  of  the  "  drop,"  and  pointed  out  that  the 
conditions  influencing  the  formation  of  drops  are  such  that 
they  can  never  all  be  obtained  in  dispensing.  Dr.  Power  and 
Professor  Wefers-Betink  also  spoke  on  the  subject. 

Dr.  Albert  Marquardt  (Berlin)  then  read  a  paper  on  testing 
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the  many  advantages,  especially  in  accuracy  of  results 
obtained,  which  this  method  has.  Following  from  the  fact 
that  upon  bringing  serum  of  an  animal  inoculated  against  a 
certain  disease  in  contact  with  the  bacterial  cultures  pro- 
ducing this  disease,  it  was  observed  that,  according  to  the 
strength  of  dilution  used,  the  bacteria  mass  together  to 
form  tiny  lumps,  which  are,  however,  quite  perceptible  in  a 
culture.  This  formation  is  known  as  agglutination,  and  is 
so  delicate  that  in  dilution  up  to  1  in  30,000  the  massing 
together  can  be  discerned.  Further,  this  agglutination  is 
only  produced  by  the  serum  of  that  particular  bacterium  upon 
its  own  culture,  as  bacteria  otherwise  in  all  respects  similar 
do  not  cause  it.  Leaving  a  culture  of  bacteria  standing  for 
some  time,  a  certain  amount  of  bacteria  products  enters  into 
solution.  Filtering  this  culture,  a  solution  of  animal  albumen 
is  obtained,  which  presents  the  specific  property  of  forming 
a  precipitate  when  the  serum  of  an  animal  injected  with  the 
original  bacteria  is  added  to  it.  If  the  serum  of  an  inocu- 
lated animal  be  injected  into  another  animal,  the  blood  of 
the  latter  also  gives  a  precipitate  upon  the  first  animal's 
blood  or  serum  being  added  to  it.  This  proves  that, 
although  the  absolute  constitution  of  albumen  is  yet  un- 
known, animal  albumen  varies  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
characteristic  in  its  reaction  ;  in  fact,  every  animal  has  its 
specific  albumen.  The  only  exceptions  are  that  human 
blood  and  that  of  monkeys  precipitate  each  other,  also  ox's 
and  sheep's;  however,  the  difference  in  the  composition  is 
far  greater  between  man  and  beast  than  among  animals 
themselves.  An  animal  inoculated  with  human  albumen 
can  act  as  a  reagent  for  proving  the  presence  of  human 
albumen,  human  blood  can  not  be  proved  in  the  analysis  as 
such,  but  the  identity  of  the  subject  under  test  can  be 
clearly  defined,  whether  animal  or  human.  This  "biological 
albumen  differential  method "  will  also  prove  effectual  in 
the  study  of  artificial  nourishment ;  but  it  requires  very 
correct  work,  and  the  sera  must  be  freshly  prepared  for  each 
experiment. 

It  was  not  until  about  noon  (Mr.  MacEwan  in  the  chair)  that 


ferrum  redactum[for  metallic  iron,|in  the  course  of  which  he 
commended  Merck's  process  {Report  for  1900)  or  that  of  the 
new  Swedish  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mercuriol 

was  the  subject  of  the  next  paper,  by  Mr.  Arvid  Blomquist, 
of  Stockholm.  The  author  makes  an  amalgam  consisting  of 
aluminium  015  per  cent.,  magnesium  0  45  per  cent.,  and 
mercury  994  per  cent.  This  enables  the  mercury  to  be 
reduced  to  an  exceedingly  fine  powder,  mercury-ointment 
made  with  it  showing  under  the  microscope  grains  as  fine  as 
the  fullstops  in  this  page,  as  compared  with  globules  i  inch 
diameter  in  the  official  ointment.  The  amalgam  is  called 
mercuriol,  but  it  is  put  on  the  market  as  oleum  mercurioli, 
which  is  a  mixture  of  90  parts  of  the  amalgam  and  10  parts 
of  almond  oil.  All  the  well-known  preparations  of  free 
mercury  can  be  made  from  it.  Mercuriol  preparations  have 
been  tried  in  the  Stockholm  Infirmary,  and  it  is  reported 
that  they  are  more  active  and  reliable  than  the  pharma- 
copceial  preparations. 

Professor  Thorns  now  resumed  the  presidential  duties 
which  through  kindly  courtesy  he  had  delegated  to  visitors, 
and  on  the  motion  of  Dr.  Kunz-Krause,  seconded  by  Pro- 
fessor Schweissinger,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the 
Presidents  and  the  Secretaries  for  the  manner  in  which  they 
had  performed  their  duties.  The  work  of  the  Section 
terminated  at  1.15,  although  only  a  fraction  of  the  papers 
had  been  read  and  discussed. 

In  other  Sections  there  were  discussions  of  which  some 
record  deserves  to  be  made  here.  First  we  may  mention  an 
interesting  one  on 

Trade-marks  and  Trade-names, 
in  the  Legal  and  Economics  Section,  which  was  the  first  to 
begin  work  after  the  general  session  on  June  3.  Dr.  von 
Martius  was  the  President  of  the  Section,  and  he  opened  the 
proceedings  by  stating  that  two  representatives  of  the 
Imperial  Government  were  present.    He  pointed  out  that 
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cartells  are  becoming  more  and  more  necessary  for  chemical- 
industry,  for  although  the  Governments  of  all  countries  have 
become  alive  to  the  evils  of  trusts  and  monopolies,  chemical- 
manufacturers  must  look  after  their  own  interests.  In  this 
regard  he  specially  referred  to  patents,  trade -marks,  old-age 
pensions,  and  accident  assurance,  and  at  a  later  stage  ex- 
pressed his  regret  and  surprise  that  English  manufacturers 
attending  the  Congress  had  not  come  to  the  Section  to  give 
their  confreres  the  benefit  of  their  experience  in  these 
important  matters. 

Dr.  Adolf  Haeuser,  of  Hoechst  a/M.,  a  lawyer  of  wide 
experience  in  the  subject,  said  the  object  of  a  trade-mark  is 
to  identify  the  particular  product  of  a  particular  manufac- 
turer, and  thus  give  him  a  right  against  competitors  and 
imitators.  At  the  same  time,  a  trade-mark  assures  the 
purchaser  that  he  obtains  the  article  he  desires.  A  trade- 
mark is  therefore  as  good  a  protection  as  a  patent,  and  is 
especially  valuable  to  the  manufacturer  in  those  cases  where, 
for  some  reason  or  other,  patent-rights  are  not  obtainable. 
The  "  word-mark "  is  of  the  greatest  importance  because  it 
appeals  to  the  ear  as  well  as  the  eye,  an  advantage  which 
does  not  go  with  a  registered  trade-design.  He  concluded 
this  section  of  his  paper  by  moving  that — 

Word-marks  are  of  quite  especial  importance  for  the  chemical- 
industry,  and  the  interests  of  this  industry  demand,  that  word- 
marks  be  recognised  by  the  Legislature  of  every  country  as  proper 
matter  for  protection. 

The  question  arises,  what  is  allowable  and  what  is  not  as 
a  "  word-mark."  Is  it  necessary,  so  to  speak,  to  invent  a 
word,  or  can  one  take  any  word  so  long  as  it  is  new,  even  if  it 
show  the  origin  of  the  product  or  its  application  ?  He  in- 
stanced the  words  formalin  for  formaldehyde  preparations, 
lactophenin  for  lactyl-phenacetin,  protargol  for  a  protein- 
silver  compound,  galactogen  for  a  casein-preparation,  and 
hypnal  for  a  hypnotic,  and  argued  that  the  law  should  not 
take  too  stringent  a  course  in  that  direction,  but  permit 
words  to  be  registered  as  trade-marks  which  are  not  abso- 
lutely invented  or  originated  from  letters  of  the  alphabet 
irrespective  of  previously-existing  words.  He  contended 
that  experience  has  shown,  in  the  case  of  those  words  he 
named,  that  they  are  of  public  utility,  guiding  the  people  to 
secure  a  specific  article  of  assured  origin  and  quality.  He 
next  moved  that — 

The  appropriating  of  the  word  as  a  mark  is  not  to  be  denied 
because  the  word  contains  a  reference  to  single  properties,  to  the 
method  of  manufacture,  or  to  the  manner  of  employment  of  the 
goods  to  be  designated  ;  provided  that  the  word  does  not  in  con- 
sequence of  the  reference  prove  itself  to  be  the  necessary  or 
obvious  designation  for  the  goods,  in  the  sense  of  the  trade- 
circles  in  question. 

Dr.  Haeuser  finally  spoke  of  the  danger  to  chemical- 
manufacturers  of  trade-marks  which  may  become  general 
property  by  reason  that  they  get  to  be  regarded  as  the 
common  names  for  the  substances — e.g.,  antipyrin  for 
dimethyl-phenyl-pyrazalon.  Hence  the  owner  of  such  a 
mark  should  do  everything  in  his  power  to  retain  the  pro- 
perty in  the  word,  and  prevent  it  becoming  a  general  trade 
term  apart  from  his  product.  This  section  of  the  subject 
was  expressed  in  the  motion  that — 

A  word-mark  cannot  lose  its  significance  as  a  mark  by  being 
used  in  scientific  literature  as  the  name  for  a  chemical  substance 
corresponding  to  the  goods. 

Dr.  Th.  Diehl  (Gr.  Lichterfelde)  followed  with  a  paper  on 
similar  lines,  seconding  the  motions,  which,  after  a  brief 
discussion,  were  unanimously  adopted. 

In  the  Organic  Section,  on  Thursday  (Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
being  in  the  chair), 

Essential  Oils 

proved  so  attractive  a  topic  that  the  Chairman  had  difficulty 
in  keeping  the  speakers  within  reasonable  limits  as  to  time. 
Dr.  Hesse,  chemist  to  Heine  &  Co.,  Leipzig,  read  two  papers. 
The  first  dealt  with  the  synthesis  of  essential  oils  from  what 
are  regarded  as  the  odorous  principles,  Dr.  Hesse  leaning  to 
the  view  that  such  synthesis  must  be  of  a  limited  character, 
as  some  of  the  odours  are  due  to  complex  bodies  that  exist 
in  extremely  small  quantity  in  the  natural  oils,  while  some 
may  be  evolved  in  the  process  of  extraction.  At  any  rate, 
in  spite  of  the  artificial  production  of  such  perfumes  as 
ionone,  vanillin,  and  rose,  the  natural-oil  industry  has  not 


decreased.  Dr.  Hesse  next  dealt  with  the  formation  of 
odorous  principles  in  growing  plants.  He  supported  the 
views  of  French  chemists  that  the  alcohols  (geraniol,  linalol, 
&c.)  in  the  plant  become  aldehydes  and  ketones  in  the  repro- 
ductive organs  of  the  plant.  Finally  Dr.  Hesse  described  the 
methods  of  extracting  the  odours  of  flowers  by  means  of  fats, 
and  showed  where  maceration  and  extraction  is  preferable 
to  enfleurage  (e.g.,  orange-flowers  with  oil). 

Dr.  F.  W.  Semmler  opened  the  discussion  by  referring  to 
the  work  which  his  old  master,  Wallach,  had  done  on  the 
terpenes,  which  was  really  the  start  of  perfume-synthesis. 
He  mentioned  the  groups  of  terpenes  that  are  the  basis  of 
synthesis,  and  so  far  agreed  with  Dr.  Hesse  as  to  say  that 
extremely  small  quantities  of  such  things  as  methyl 
anthranilate  and  musk  have  the  greatest  influence  in 
developing  odours.  In  this  connection  he  recalled  Sir 
William  Crookes's  address,  and  said  that  atomic  dissociation 
of  some  of  these  esters  undoubtedly  induces  the  perfume. 

The  Chairman  asked  Professor  Wallach,  Dr.  Power,  and 
Professor  Erdmann  to  speak.  In  response,  Wallach  rose 
amidst  cheers,  and  paid  a  tribute  to  Tilden  for  his  work  on 
terpenes,  which  put  him  (the  speaker)  on  the  track,  as  the 
nitrosyl -chloride  reaction  was  the  key  to  this  stronghold  of 
Nature. 

Professor  Erdmann  did  not  agree  with  Professor  Semmler's 
suggestion  as  to  atomic  dissociation  being  at  the  root  of 
odour-production,  and  thought  it  was  rather  due  to  chemical 
reaction ;  whereupon  Dr.  Gildemeister,  of  Schimmel  &  Co., 
gave  an  instance  of  where  cumarin  is  produced  in  a  plant 
through  the  influence  of  sunlight — probably  an  enzyme 
action,  he  thought.  Professor  Wallach  at  once  rose  to  say 
that  Dr.  Gildemeister  had  touched  the  spot  (it  was  put 
differently  in  German),  and  after  a  lengthy  discussion  Dr. 
Hesse  had  an  opportunity  of  replying  to  the  effect  that  he  is 
a  believer  in  the  enzyme  theory. 

We  cannot  go  further  into  the  sectional  work  at  this 
writing,  except  to  state  that  the  Inorganic  Chemistry  Section 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular. 


SIDE-SHOWS  AND  SIDE-LINES. 

The  title  may  appear  too  frivolous  for  a  Congress  which 
could  boast  to  the  Kaiser  of  a  2,500  attendance  (the  exag- 
geration was  pardonable),  but  it  is  one  under  which  several 
non-official  and  semi-official  affairs  can  be  conveniently 
grouped.    We  have  already  mentioned  the 

Meeting  op  English  Members 

which  was  held  in  Committee-room  23  of  the  Parliament 
House  at  1  p.m.  on  June  3.  There  were  present,  amongst 
others,  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein,  Professor  Tilden,  Mr.  George 
Beilby,  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Dr.  Ruhemann, 
Dr.  J.  J.  Dobbie,  Dr.  John  Clark,  Mr.  J.  B.  Readman,  Dr. 
Edward  Divers,  Mr.  E.  Grant  Hooper,  Mr.  Oscar  Guttmann, 
Mr.  Walter  M.  Gardner,  Dr.  Edmund  Knecht,  Dr.  Thomas 
Ewan,  Dr.  Thomas  Gray,  Mr.  C.  O'Sullivan,  Mr.  H.  Helbing, 
Dr.  L.  T.  Thorne,  Professor  W.  N.  Hartley,  Dr.  E.  F.  Armstrong, 
and  Dr.  Lewkowitsch.  The  thirty-eight  gentlemen  present 
were  members  of  eight  Societies. 

Mr.  Levinstein  was  voted  to  the  chair,  Professor  Tilden 
not  arriving  until  the  proceedings  were  half-way  through. 
It  was  explained  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  Sir  William 
Ramsay,  Sir  Henry  Roscoe,  Dr.  Lewkowitsch,  Professor 
Meldola,  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Dr.  Divers,  and 
Professor  Tilden,  had  been  appointed  to  take  what  steps 
were  necessary  for  inviting  the  Congress  to  meet  in  London 
in  1906.  This  meeting  was  the  first  result.  Some  conversa- 
tion, in  which  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Reid,  Dr.  Power,  Professor 
Tilden,  Mr.  O'Sullivan,  Dr.  Thorne,  and  Mr.  MacEwan  par- 
ticipated, took  place  in  regard  to  the  proposed  invitation. 
It  was  explained  that  voting  for  it  would  not  bind  the 
members  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  and  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  that  Mr.  Levinstein,  as  representing  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry,  should  give  the  invitation  to  the  Congress 
on  Monday,  June  8,  Dr.  Tilden  to  support  him. 

It  may  be  observed  that  although  Sir  William  Crookes, 
Professor  Meldola,  and  Sir  William  Ramsay  were  in  Berlin 
they  were  not  present  at  the  meeting.  It  afterwards 
transpired  that  the  leading  organisers  of  the  Berlin  meeting 
were  strongly  in  favour  of  accepting  an  invitation  to  visit 
Rome  (the  third  time  of  asking),  and  that  the  English 
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scientific  authorities  were  not  agreed  amongst  themselves 
about  the  London  invitation. 

Presentation  of  the  Hofmann  Medals. 

The  Hofmann  Haus  (Sigismund  Strasse)  is  the  head- 
quarters of  the  German  Chemical  Society.  It  is  a  fitting 
memorial  to  the  founder  of  the  Society,  and  there  on  Thurs- 
day evening,  June  4,  at  6  o'clock,  the  first  gold  medals  struck 
in  honour  of  the  great  chemist  were  presented  to  M.  Moissan 
and  Sir  William  Ramsay,  K.C.B.  It  was  not  a  large  gather- 
ing, for  it  had  not  been  advertised,  but  it  was  more  than 
interesting.  One  noticed  Dr.  von  Martius  in  conversation 
with  M.  Moissan,  Sir  William  Ramsay  shaking  hands  with 
leaders  of  German  chemistry,  Professor  Tilden  confabing 
with  Arrhenius,  and  just  on  the  stroke  of  6  Van  t'Hoff 
joined  the  brilliant  group  in  front  of  the  platform,  to  the 
left  of  which  was  a  portrait  of  von  Hofmann,  surrounded 
with  laurels.  In  the  absence  of  Professor  Bayer  (the  Presi- 
dent), Professor  Lieber- 
mann  made  the  presenta- 
tion. He  explained  that 
although  it  is  eleven  years 
since  Hofmann's  death 
this  was  the  first  presenta- 
tion of  the  medal,  which 
is  to  be  given  every  five 
years  to  men  who  have 
done  great  work  for  the 
advancement  of  chemis- 
try. The  Society  could 
not  decide  five  years  ago 
whom  to  present  the 
medal  to,  so  that  two 
were  now  available,  and 
these  were  given,  with  the 
honorary  fellowship  of  the 
Society,  to  Moissan  and 
Ramsay — he  preferred  to 
put  tbem  alphabetically, 
as  that  was  the  diplomatic 
way.  The  medal  had  been 
designed  by  Herr  Pro- 
fessor Fritz  Schaber. 
Professor  Liebermann  pro- 
ceeded to  speak  of  the 
investigations  by  Moissan  working  at  extreme  heat,  and  those 
of  Ramsay  at  extreme  cold.    Then  he  stepped  in  front  of  the 

lecture-table,  and  Mois- 
san and  Ramsay,  rising, 
received  the  gifts.  The 
French  farant,  in  a  witty 
yet  feeling  speech  of 
thanks,  expressed  his 
high  regard  for  the  work 
of  Hofmann,  and  was 
followed  by  Sir  William 
Ramsay,  who  said  he 
could  not  pretend  to  the 
eloquence  of  Moissan, 
nor  could  he  speak  so 
intimately  of  Hofmann, 
but  he  recalled  that  his 
uncle  was  a  colleague  of 
Hofmann's  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Science,  and 
when  he  (Sir  William)  in 
1877  went  to  Berlin  he 
carried  an  introduction 
to  Hofmann,  from  whom 
he  received  much  cour- 
tesy with  great  kindness 
of  heart.  Sir  William 
then  happily  referred  to 
Hofmann's  residence  in 
England,  saying  that  although  his  countrymen  had  taken 
him  back  again  to  their  advantage,  and  probably  at  the  same 
time  a  great  industry,  they  had  not  taken  his  spirit,  which 
still  remained  in  England  to  stimulate  original  work.  Sir 
William  finally  acknowledged  that  in  the  discovery  of  argon 
he  owed  much  to  Lord  Rayleigh,  and  in  the  later  researches

he  was  most  ably  assisted  by  Dr.  Travers.  The  meeting  then 
dissolved,  having  lasted  just  half  an  hour. 

Demonstrations. 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  here  that  Dr.  Travers,  of 
London  University  College,  went  to  Berlin  by  special  invita- 
tion to  show  his  liquid-hydrogen  apparatus,  with  which  he 
gave  two  demonstrations  in  Professor  Emil  Fischer's  labora- 
tories. It  was  a  herculean  task  to  transfer  the  delicate 
apparatus  from  London  to  Berlin,  and  there  was  actually  a 
mishap  involving  some  delay.  The  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions were  much  appreciated. 

Professor  Emil  Fischer's  laboratories  are  the  finest  in 
existence,  and  were  visited  by  many  of  the  members.  There 
was  much  else  to  do  besides  attending  the  meetings,  and 
after  the  first  two  days  the  side-shows  helped  to  thin  the 
attendance  at  Parliament  House.  We  hope  to  refer  to  the 
Potato-spirit  Exhibition  later.  It  contained  much  that  is 
interesting  to  retail  chemists. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Institute. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  the  members  of  the  Pharmacy 
Section  visited  this  institute  on  the  invitation  of  Professor 
Thorns,  the  director.  We  printed  an  illustrated  description 
of  it  when  it  was  opened  last  year.  The  visitors  met  in  the 
lecture-theatre,  where  Professor  Thorns  showed  a  number  of 
lantern-slides  illustrative  of  the  building,  and  gave  a  racy 
description  of  each.  After  this  all  the  departments  were 
inspected  by  the  visitors,  who  much  appreciated  the  courtesy 
of  the  Professor  and  his  staff.  The  Institute  is  rather  far 
out  of  town  for  students,  but  means  of  locomotion  are 
developing  so  rapidly  in  the  city  that  this  objection  ought 
soon  to  be  remedied. 


ENTERTAINMENTS. 


This  was  attended  by  1,500  ladies  and  gentlemen.  In 
most  respects  it  was  a  great  success.    It  was  after  7  before 
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the  guests  sat  down.  By  9  o'clock  the  several  halls  were  a 
perfect  Babel.  The  lobsters  had  been  disposed  of  by 
then,  and  gentlemen  began  to  get  up  and  walk  about 
the  room,  shaking  hands  with  persons  whom  they  had 
known  for  years  but  had  never  recognised  before.  Occa- 
sionally there  was  a  wild  "  Hoch ! "  and  one  learnt  that 
someone — perhaps  the  Minister  of  Commerce  or  Moissan — 
had  been  proposing  or  replying  to  a  toast.  A  military  band 
played,  and  people  began  to  set  their  conversation  to  music. 
The  strains  of  the  "  Marseillaise  "  came  from  the  trumpets  ; 
Frenchmen  and  Germans  grasped  each  other  by  the  hands,  and 
held  up  champagne-glasses  with  "  Bravo  !  "  and  "  Hoch  !  " 
It  was  called  on  the  programme  "  Pot-pourri  Internationaler 
Melodien,"  and  it  surprised  even  the  most  frivolous,  for 
the  diners  had  now  reached  "Trinkspruch  fiir  Damen." 
Silvered  heads  nodded  with  the  grace  of  17  to  sparkling 
black  eyes  or  to  fair-haired  Saxon  girls.  By-and-by  about 
30  per  cent,  of  the  gentlemen  took  it  into  their  heads  to  pick 
up  their  glasses,  and  with  these  they  wandered  about  in  the 
hope  of  meeting  a  friend  with  whom  to  clink  glasses  and  say 
"  Prosit."  Yet  there  were  still  four  dishes  to  come,  and 
nothing  but  a  conscience  of  extra  weightiness  could  keep  one 
from  rising  to  join  the  throng  of  glass-carriers.  Then  an 
ice  brought  all  to  their  seats,  and  "  The  Geisha  "  helped  to 
complete  the  settlement.  So  home  to  bed,  as  good  old 
Samuel  Pepys  was  wont  to  say.  Next  day  we  learnt  from 
the  newspapers  that  Count  Posadowsky  gave  the  toast  of 
"The  Kaiser."  Dr.  Witt  was  in  the  chair,  and  read  the 
following  telegram : 

His  Majesty  the  Emperor  and  King  sends  best  thanks  for  the 
friendly  greeting,  and  rejoices  at  the  presence  of  so  many  repre- 
sentatives of  chemical  science  and  industry  at  the  German  capital, 
and  also  at  the  peaceful  co-operation  of  all  civilised  countries  in 
questions  which  are  of  so  great  importance  for  the  free  develop- 
ment of  nations.  His  Imperial  Majesty  will  follow  the  negotia- 
tions with  the  greatest  interest,  and  wishes  them  every  success.

Next 
Minister  M  oiler  proposed  "Prosperity  to  Chemical  Industry," 
for  which  Professor  de  Koninck  (a  Belgian  delegate)  replied, 
and  Dr.  Holtz  in  loud  voice  gave  "  The  Ladies."  The 
journalist  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  these  particulars  of 
events  that  were  scarcely  known  to  a  tenth  of  those  present 
said  "  Es  wurde  spat,  sehr  split  .  .  ."  which  also  was  Uunst 
(i.e.,  artificial),  which  was  so  prominent  on  the  programme. 

Keception  by  the  Mayor. 
Oberburgermeister  Kirschner  returned  to  Berlin  in  time 
to  welcome  the  chemists  at  the  Eathaus  at  7  o'clock  on 
Wednesday  evening,  June  4.  It  was  a  sumptuous  reception, 
and  gave  great  pleasure  to  the  gentlemen  who  attended. 
Ladies  were  not  invited. 

The  Kommees. 
At  9.30  the  same  evening  the  large  hall  of  the  Philhar- 
monie  presented  a  strange  spectacle  to  the  hundreds  of 
ladies  who  filled  the  boxes.  They  looked  down  upon  a 
thousand  men  who  sat  at  long  tables  that  groaned  with  jugs 
of  Miinchener  and  Pilsener,  with  an  occasional  sausage  and 
potato  salad.  The  songs  that  were  suDg  were  all  composed 
for  the  occasion,  and  were  given  with  immense  fervour.

The  veteran 
Austrian  chemist  thanked  Berlin  pharmacists  for  their 
hospitality  and  kindness.  He  was  followed  by  Dr.  Power, 
M.  Duyk,  and  six  others,  each  of  whom  spoke  a  different 
language.  To  many  it  was  a  reunion  in  the  best  sense  of 
the  word,  as  they  had  previously  met  at  International 
Pharmaceutical  Congresses. 

We  need  say  no  more  about  the  opera  performance,  but  a 


line  should  be  spared  for  mention  of  the  trip  to  Wannsee  on 
Sunday  and  the  steamer  excursion  from  there  round  the 
Havelseen  back  to  Wannsee,  where  an  excellent  dinner  was 
served.  There  were,  besides,  many  private  functions,  and  the 
ladies  were  particularly  well  looked  after — so  well,  indeed, 
that  they  carried  away  the  happiest  recollections  of  their 
Berlin  sisters,  most  of  whom  spoke  English  fluently.

Horse-sickness.  —The  second  interim  report  of  the  Natal 
Commission  on  Horse-sickness  has  been  issued.  The  results 
of  experiments  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Pitchford,  Government  Bacteri- 
ologist, have  convinced  him  that  the  carrier  of  the  infection 
is  a  flying  insect  and  that  no  evidence  is  forthcoming  to 
support  the  theory  that  dew,  damp  grass,  water,  or  earth 
is  an  agent  in  the  production  of  the  disease. 

The  Customs  Union. — Reuter  telegraphs  that  the 
Johannesburg  Legislative  Council  has  unanimously  adopted 
the  Bloemfontein  Customs  Convention,  the  draft  of  which 
was  signed  by  representatives  of  Cape  Colony,  Natal,  Orange 
River  Colony,  the  Transvaal,  and  Rhodesia  (see  C.  $  B., 
March  28,  page  504,  and  April  11,  page  605).  By  the  terms 
of  the  Convention  the  duties  on  explosives,  butter,  coke,  corn, 
flour,  fodder,  and  meats  are  reduced  by  half ;  but  the  rates 
for  spirits  containing  a  large  percentage  of  alcohol  are 
increased.  In,  the  case  of  sugar,  provision  is  made  for  an 
increased  rate  equal  to  the  bounty  allowed  by  any  country 
outside  the  Brussels  Convention.  Machinery  and  construc- 
tion-material are  made  subject  to  a  2g  per  cent,  ad  val. 
duty  when  manufactured  outside  the  United  Kingdom.  In 
the  case  of  many  articles  the  rate  remains  unaltered,  but 
various  changes  are  made  in  the  ad  valorem  duties.  Lord 
Milner  has  received  a  cablegram  from  Mr.  Chamberlain, 
congratulating  him  on  the  satisfactory  result  of  the  recent 
conferences,  and  his  successful  conduct  of  the  proceedings 
at  the  Customs  Conference.  He  expresses  the  Imperial 
Government's  appreciation  of  the  recommendation  of  pre- 
ferential treatment  for  British  goods  and  its  hope  for  the 
establishment  shortly  of  a  South  African  Commonwealth. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  this  Convention  lias  yet  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  remaining  British  South 
African  Colonies. 
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Colonial  ano  foreign  mews. 


Want  the  Old  Law. — Belgian  druggists  have  lately 
been  making  efforts  to  re-introduce  the  statute  of  1818, 
repealed  in  1895,  which  made  it  necessary  for  a  druggist 
before  commencing  business  to  pass  a  special  examination 
before  a  medical  board.  The  attempt,  however,  has  up  to 
the  present  failed. 

A  German  Air  Trust. — A  Lisbon  telegram  states  that 
Prince  Francis  Henry  von  Hohenlohe  has  proposed  to  the 
Portuguese  Government  to  establish  a  large  society  for  the 
exploitation  of  sanatoriums  for  the  cure  of  consumption,  at 
Madeira.  By  this  scheme  a  third  of  the  profits  would  fall  to 
Portugal,  who  would  be  expected  to  give  the  society  ex- 
clusive rights  in  Madeira,  whither  all  patients  would  be 
taken  and  installed  in  German  sanatoriums  there. 

Patent  Medicines  in  Eoumania. — For  the  sale  of 
patent  medicines  in  Roumania  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  the 
sanction  of  the  Central  Sanitary  Council  at  Bucharest. 
Among  the  200  odd  kinds  authorised  by  that  Council,  and 
now  sold  in  the  country,  only  two  or  three  are  of  British 
make.  Beyond  question  there  are  many  patent  medicines 
now  exclusively  used  in  the  United  Kingdom  which  would 
find  a  ready  sale  in  Roumania  (says  the  British  Vice-Consul) 
if  passed  by  the  Council  and  judiciously  pushed. 

Government  Monopolies  in  Formosa. — The  report  on 
the  present  financial  and  economic  position  of  Formosa, 
issued  by  Dr.  Shimpei  Goto,  the  civil  governor,  states  that 
Government  monopolies  have  been  created  in  opium,  salt, 
and  camphor.  It  appears  that  when  the  Japanese  took 
possession  of  Formosa  they  found  a  population  more  or  less 
addicted  to  the  use  of  opium.  It  was  decided  to  abolish 
the  practice  by  degrees.  Only  those  who  have  suffered 
from  its  effects  to  the  extent  that  it  occasions  intense  pain 
to  deprive  them  of  their  pipe  are  now  permitted  by  a  special 
warrant,  which  they  are  obliged  to  procure,  to  continue  the 
use  thereof.  To  newly  commence  opium-smoking  is  strictly 
forbidden,  or  even  to  continue  it  unless  it  can  be  shown  that 
abstention  is  impossible.  The  Government  monopoly  of  the 
article  was  expressly  established  to  facilitate  the  final  extinc- 
tion of  the  habit  of  using  it.  The  revenue  thus  derived 
amounts  at  present  to  about  400,000/.  a  year.  The  revenue 
obtained  from  the  salt  monopoly  is  from  70,000/.  to  80,000/. 
a  year,  and  will  doubtless  increase.  As  to  the  camphor 
monopoly,  Dr.  Goto  remarks  that  the  yearly  yield  to  the 
revenue  is  about  400,000/.,  so  that  opium,  salt,  and  camphor 
together  bring  to  the  Government  a  total  profit  of  about 
875,000/.  The  world's  consumption  of  camphor  is  computed 
to  be  about  8,000,000  lbs.  Dr.  Goto  shows  by  figures  that 
Formosa  has  been  a  profit  to  Japan  even  in  the  first  seven 
years  of  its  existence  as  a  colony,  which  is  a  sufficient 
proof  of  its  vitality.  He  considers  its  future  as  eminently 
hopeful,  for  it  is  based  on  rich  agricultural  and  mineral 
resources. 


Hmerlcan  motes. 


A  Chicago  Tetanus-cure. — It  is  announced  at  the 
University  of  Chicago,  says  a  London  morning  paper,  that 
Dr.  Samuel  A.  Mathews  has  discovered  a  solution  that  will 
cure  lockjaw.  A  solution  of  calcium  chloride  and  chloride 
sulphate  and  citrate  of  sodium  is  injected  into  the  patient's 
veins.  It  is  also  said  that  this  will  cure  urasmia,  locomotor 
ataxia,  and  morphine-poisoning. 

American  Quicksilver. — The  annual  statements  of  the 
chief  American  quicksilver-producing  companies  have  lately 
been  issued.  The  New  Idria's  returns  constitute  a  fresh 
record,  7,225  flasks  of  quicksilver  having  been  produced  last 
year,  against  4,800  in  1901  and  3,990  in  1900.  The  Boston 
Company  also  shows  some  improvement  over  1901,  the  yield 
last  year  being  1,950  flasks,  against  1,545  jin  1901,  while 
the  Napa  during  the  last  six  months  ran  into  lean  ore  and 
resulted  in  a  poor  year,  the  output  being  3,900  flasks, 
against  4,800  in  1901.  Another  property,  the  Aetna,  which 
had  been  considered  a  forlorn  hope,  will,  it  is  said,  again  start 
its  furnace  about  the  middle  of  April. 


Arsenic  in  Whisky. — A  bottle  of  poisoned  whisky 
sent  through  the  Adams  Express,  a  parcel-delivery  company, 
was  accidentally  broken  in  the  company's  warehouse  at 
Cincinnati  on  May  14.  Five  employes  drank  the  liquor,  and 
a  few  minutes  later  all  were  suffering  agonies  and  showing 
symptoms  of  arsenical  poisoning.  One  died  before  reaching 
the  hospital,  and  two  are  in  a  critical  condition.  The 
package  was  addressed  to  a  lady  resident  of  Cincinnati,  who 
when  shown  the  address  on  the  package,  declared  that  it 
resembled  the  handwriting  of  her  brother-in-law's  house- 
keeper, who  is  intensely  jealous  of  her,  and  has  sent  her 
several  offensive  letters.  The  police  have  arrested  the 
housekeeper. 

New  York  Legislation. — Two  Bills  relating  to  pharmacy 
have  been  passed  by  the  New  York  Legislature  during  the 
Session  just  closed.  These  are  the  Bostwick  and  the  Excise 
Bills.  The  Bostwick  Bill,  which  we  have  referred  to  on 
several  occasions  recently,  went  through  by  twenty-seven  to 
seven  votes.  The  McManus  Bill,  ostensibly  designed  to 
prevent  frauds  in  the  advertisements  of  patent  medicines, 
was  killed  in  Committee  ;  but  the  Simpson  Bill,  permitting 
the  sale  of  drugs  by  storekeepers,  passed  the  Assembly  and 
was  finally  killed  in  the  Senate,  where  it  reached  third 
reading.  The  Board's  massing  of  evidence  against  the 
feasibility  of  the  Simpson  Bill  caused  its  death.  One  ex- 
hibit was  of  2  oz.  of  opium,  sold  in  a  paper  bag,  un- 
labelled,  by  a  ten-year-old  boy,  who  weighed  it  out  in  a 
grocer's  scale-pan.  Another  was  of  1  oz.  of  laudanum 
in  a  bottle  bearing  a  paregoric  label.  The  word  "  laudanum  " 
was  written  over  paregoric,  but  the  dose,  one  to  two  tea- 
spoonfuls,  remained.  Tincture  of  iodine,  carbolic  acid,  and 
paregoric  were  shown  that  had  been  sold  without  any  labels 
at  all.  The  retail  druggists  of  New  York  City  are  hopeful 
that  Governor  Odell  will  veto  the  Bostwick  Bill.  At  the 
recent  hearing  a  strong  delegation  of  druggists  from  all 
sections  of  the  State  appeared  before  the  Governor  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  Bill,  and  only  a  small  delegation  in  its  favour. 
Dr.  Muir,  who  appeared  in  behalf  of  the  State  Pharmacy 
Association,  stated  that  druggists  will  not  be  able  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Bill,  and  that  the  enforce- 
ment of  such  a  law  would  deprive  them  of  a  great  deal  of 
patronage.

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  June  4 
at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin. 
The  Vice-President  (Mr.  Johnston  Montgomery,  Belfast) 
took  the  chair,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Council  who 
attended  were  Messrs.  Doig  (Belfast),  W.  F.  Wells,  Kelly, 
Smith,  White  (Sligo),  and  Vincent  Johnston. 

To  Welcome  the  King. 
The  Vice-President  moved  a  resolution  of  which  the 
President  had  given  notice — viz. : 

That  an  address  of  welcome  be  presented  to  his  Majesty  the 
King  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Ireland. 

Mr.  Wblls,  in  seconding  the  motion,  said  the  address 
would  be  merely  one  of  welcome. 

The  motion  was  passed  unanimously.  On  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Smith,  seconded  by  Mr.  Kelly,  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  were  requested  to  draw  up  the  address  ;  and  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Mr.  White,  the  seal 
of  the  Society  was  ordered  to  be  affixed  to  it. 

The  Late  Mr.  Grindley. 
The  next  business  on  the  agenda- paper  was  the  co-option 
of  a  member  of  the  Council  in  the  room  of  the  late  Mr. 
George  Howel  Grindley.     This  was  postponed  until  the 
next  meeting. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Edward  William  Grindley, 
thanking  the  Council,  on  behalf  of  his  mother  and  the  other 
members  of  the  late  Mr.  Grindley's  family,  for  their  sympathy 
with  them  in  their  bereavement,  and  for  the  kind  words 
in  which  they  had  set  forth  their  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Grindley's  worth. 

Mr.  Edward  Grindley's  letter  was  ordered  to  be  inserted 
on  the  minutes. 

Recognising  Schools. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Principal  of  the  Limerick 
Municipal  Technical  Science  and  Art  Schools  applying  for 
the  recognition  by  the  Council  of  the  chemistry  courses  of 
that  institution.  The  letter  stated  that  during  the  first  year 
of  the  schools  the  theoretical  and  practical  chemistry 
courses  had  been  restricted  to  inorganic  work,  but  the  writer 
presumed  that  the  Council  would  require  as  a  condition  of 
recognition  that  a  satisfactory  course  of  organic  work  should 
be  laid  down  ;  and  as  he  was  arranging  a  programme  for 
next  session  he  requested  a  definite  answer  on  the  subject. 

The  Vice-President  :  Have  we  any  school  in  Limerick  ? 
i  The  Registrar  :  No. 

Mr.  Wells  said  the  objection  to  technical  schools  was 
that  the  chemistry  that  was  taught  in  them  was  not  pharma- 
ceutical chemistry.  The  Council  had  also  been  slow  to  add 
these  schools,  because  it  was  hard  to  get  supervision  over 
them. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Schools  Committee. 

Other  Business. 

A  letter  of  resignation  from  Dr.  J.  N.  Laird  of  his  office 
as  Professor  of  Botany  was  accepted  with  regret. 

Delegates  were  nominated  to  attend  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  at  Bristol,  and  some  other  business  having 
been  disposed  of,

Chemical  Society. 

A  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  on  June  4  at  Burlington 
House,  when  the  chair  was  taken  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  sen., 
F.R.S.,  in  the  absence  of  the  President  (Dr.  Tiklen),  who  was 
representing  the  Society  at  the  Berlin  Congress  of  Applied 
Chemistry.    The  first  paper  was  by  Dr.  Lowhy  on 

The  Mutarotation  of  Glucose. 
The  gradual  change  which  takes  place  in  the  specific 
rotation  of  solutions  of  glucose  on  keeping  has  been  shown 
to  be  due  to  isomeric  change.    Such  a  change  is  of  the 


character  now  usually  described  as  dynamic  isomerism.  The 
latter,  Dr.  Lowry  has  recently  shown,  is  frequently  brought 
about  by  traces  of  impurities,  and  he  now  finds  that  the 
mutarotation  of  glucose-  is  greatly  accelerated  by  mere 
traces  of  alkali,  to  a  less  extent  by  acids, -and  is  slightly 
retarded  by  metallic  salts.  The  precise  impurity  producing 
this  change  when  glucose  itself  is  dissolved  in  water  has  so 
far  eluded  detection.    The  same  author  discussed 

The  Solubility  of  Dynamic  Isomerides. 
There  is  at  present  no  satisfactory  method  of  investigating 
cases  of  dynamic  isomerism  among  optically  inactive  com- 
pounds, and  this  contribution  was  a  description  of  an 
attempt  made  to  utilise  the  different  solubilities  of  these 
isomerides  and  of  their  equilibrium  mixtures  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  Rusting  of  Iron 

was  the  subject  of  the  last  paper,  and  was  contributed  by 
Dr.  Moody.  The  author  endeavoured  to  show  that  carbon 
dioxide  in  aqueous  solution  was  the  principal  agent  in  the 
production  of  iron- rust,  the  first  reaction  being  the  formation 
of  a  soluble  ferrous  bicarbonate,  which  under  the  influence 
of  oxygen  was  converted  into  the  hydrated  ferric  oxide 
which  principally  constitutes  rust.  Incidentally  the  author 
endeavoured  to  show  that  the  theory  recently  propounded 
by  Dunstan,  that  the  rusting  of  iron  is  mainly  brought  about 
by  the  action  of  small  quantities  of  hydrogen  peroxide  pro- 
duced by  the  action  of  oxygen  on  water  in  the  presence  of 
iron,  did  not  so  satisfactorily  account  for  all  the  facts  as 
that  now  resuscitated  by  him;  and  in  particular  he  asserted, 
that  the  non-formation  of  rust  in  the  presence  of  alkalies 
and  such  substances  as  chromic  acid  is  due  not,  as  Dunstan 
suggested,  to  the  destruction  of  hydrogen  peroxide  by  such 
agents,  but  either  to  the  absorption  of  carbon  dioxide  by 
these  substances  or  to  its  insolubility  in  their  aqueous  solu-  - 
tions.  The  reading  of  this  paper  gave  rise  to  considerable 
discussion,  in  the  course  of  which  several  Fellows  suggested 
various  explanations  of  the  discrepant  results  obtained, 
especially  as  the  result  of  exposing  iron  to  the  action  of 
solutions  of  chromic  acid  in  the  presence  of  atmospheric  air  ; 
and  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  presence  of  impurities  in  the 
iron  or  in  the  chromic  acid  would  materially  affect  the 
results  obtained.  In  answer  to  these  objections,  Dr.  Moody 
stated  that  as  the  rusting  of  iron  mainly  affected  the  com- 
mercial article,  he  had  confined  his  experiments  to  that.

■Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Association,  which 
is  exhibiting  much  youthful  vigour,  lately  instituted  amongst 
the  attractions  of  the  weekly  meetings  a  pill-making  com- 
petition. As  they  say  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  "time  taken 
by  the  candidates  in  doing  the  work  is  taken  into  account." 
The  winner  took  thirty  minutes  to  compound  the  following 
prescription  :

glycyrrh.     The  other  two  candidates  produced  masses 
weighing  117  and  129  gr.,  and  took  twenty-eight  and  sixty- 
five  minutes  to  dispense  the  prescription. 

Phosferine  Trade-mark. — In  the  Melbourne  Supreme 
Court  on  March  31,  Mr.  Justice  Hood  heard  an  action  by 
Ashton  &  Parsons  (Limited).  Londorj,  against  Mr.  E.  G. 
Owen,  homceopathic  chemist,  Melbourne,  for  infringement  of 
trade-mark.  His  Honour  granted  an  injunction  restraining 
the  defendant,  Mr.  Owen,  his  servants,  or  agents,  from  manu- 
facturing, making,  or  compounding,  and  from  selling  or 
■causing  or  procuring  to  be  sold,  and  from  exposing,  or 
■causing  or  procuring  to  be  exposed  for  sale  under  the  title, 
name,  or  designation  of  phosphorine,  or  any  other  word, 
name,  or  description  similar  to  phosferine,  or  in  imitation 
thereof,  any  compound,  medicine,  or  medical  preparation 
whatsoever,  other  than  the  medicine  or  preparation  of  the 
plaintiffs'  or  Forbes's  phosferrine,  and  from  infringing  the 
rights  of  the  plaintiffs  in  respect  of  the  said  word  "  phos- 
ferine." The  order  was  made  by  consent,  and  his  Honour 
directed  it  to  be  passed  and  entered  forthwith.  It  is  under- 
stood that  each  party  is  paying  its  own  costs.' 

Customs  Decisions. — The  following  decisions  have  been 
recently  made  by  the  Commonwealth  Department  of 
Customs  : 

Rabbit- choker  (rabbit-poison),  free. 

Chloride  of  barium,  20  per  cent. 

Sponge,  in  small  tin  boxes  (for  school  use),  as  fancy  goods, 
20  per  cent. 
Invert  syrup,  as  glucose,  8s.  cwt. 
Thick  gelatin,  as  sheet  gelatin,  2d.  lb. 

The  following  minor  articles  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of 
goods  within  the  Commonwealth  are  to  be  admitted  free  of  duty : 
Bottle-stoppers  (china  top  and  wire  fastenings,  for  attaching  to 
bottles) ;  bottle-stoppers,  screw,  made  of  lignum  vitte ;  bottle- 
stoppers,  internal — viz.,  marbles,  lignum  vitse,  vulcanite,  or 
ebonite. 

Counter-scales,  20  per  cent.  The  exemption  as  to  chemical, 
analytical,  and  assay  [scales  lis  to  be  [taken  as  applying  to  [scales  of 
a  scientific  nature. 

Salicylate  of  soda  and  salicylate  of  potash,  to  be  charged  as 
salicylic  acid. 

An  Analyst's  Conclusions  are  not  always  right.  This 
is  a  truism  in  Australasia  quite  as  much  as  in  Great  Britain. 
Last  December  the  CD.  A.  printed  a  report  from  Mr.  W.  Percy 
Wilkinson,  then  assistant  Government  analyst,  and  now 
Government  analyst,  of  Victoria,  on  cordials  and  fruit- 


syrups.  The  attack  on  the  use  of  preservatives  and  arti- 
ficial colouring  and  flavouring  ingredients  was  almost 
grotesque,  and  has  had  the  effect  of  drawing  a  reply  from 
Mr.  Richard  Bannister,  of  London.  Mr.  Bannister,  in  a  very 
temperate  letter,  has  little  difficulty  in  showing  that  Mr. 
Wilkinson's  conclusions  were  erroneous,  his  experience  of 
the  ways  of  analysts  during  his  twenty  years'  career  as  a 
chemist  at  Somerset  House  having  taught  him  to  be  cautious 
in  accepting  analysts'  statements. 

Snake-venom. — A  new  machine  for  collecting  pure 
venom  from  snakes,  which  has  been  invented  by  Mr.  Bray,  is 
thus  described  in  the  C.D.A. : 

A  broad  indiarubber  band  is  tightly  stretched  lengthwise  along 
the  machine,  then  the  end  opposite  to  that  held  by  the  operator's 
hand  is  placed  level  with  the  snake's  head  (the  reptile  being  held 
in  the  other  hand  of  the  operator,  as  shown).  On  the  reptile 
opening  its  jaws,  part  of  the  machine  is  inserted  into  the  open 
space  between  the  upper  and  lower  jaws.  The  reptile  then  bites 
through  the  indiarubber  band,  but  only  with  the  two  venom- 
teeth  in  the  upper  jaw.    This  at  once  illustrates  how  it  is  that 


only  two  marks  (thus  .  .  )  are  left  when  a  venomous  snake  bites  the 
skin  of  a  human  being.  When  the  reptile  closes  its  mouth  or  jaws 
on  to  that  part  of  the  machine,  and  the  fangs  penetrate  through 
the  rubber,  a  discharge  of  venom  in  two  separate  streams  is  shot 
downwards  on  the  glass  plate  below  the  rubber  band.  In  a  few 
seconds  the  reptile  frees  itself  from  the  instrument  by  a  slow  and 
cautions  movement  from  right  to  left  in  order  to  disengage  the 
fangs  from  the  rubber.  The  snake  is  then  put  aside,  the  band 
taken  off  the  machine,  and  the  glass  with  venom  deposit  removed 
so  that  another  plate  can  be  inserted  for  the  next  operation. 

Ingram's  Enemas. — The  Indiarubber,  Guttapercha,  and 
Telegraph  Company  (Limited)  have  decided  to  abandon  the 
appeal  against  the  decision  in  the  case  brought  against 
them  by  J.  G.  Ingram  &  Son  (C.  %  D.,  March  21,  page  478). 
Damages  were  demanded  for  placing  on  "  London  "  enemas 
a  stamp  resembling  that  used  for  "  No.  1474."  It  was  shown 
that  plaintiffs  had  declared  the  former  to  be  of  the  same 
quality  as  the  latter.  The  Judge  doubted  if  any  damage  had 
been  done,  but  declared  that  the  plaintiffs  had  a  right  to 
distinguish  some  of  their  goods  as  superior  quality,  and 
granted  an  injunction,  but  fixed  damages  at  51.  only,  each 
side  to  pay  its  own  costs.

When  you  ask  for  a  particular  patent  medicine  or  anything  else 
here  we  give  it  to  you  at  once.  There's  no  attempting  to  palm  off 
on  you  '  something  just  as  good.'  You  can  send  a  child  here  and 
count  on  receiving  the  genuine  article  every  time. — Brown  & 
Tubner."  A  chemist  adopting  this  form  of  announcement  would 
probably  get  a  good  deal  of  patronage  away  from  his  substituting 
competitors,  says  a  writer  in  the  Morning  Leader,  who  states  that 
the  announcement  has  appeared  in  some  local  papers.  We  have 
certainly  seen  it  in  American  advertising-papers,  but  if  it  has 
been  used  in  Great  Britain  we  would  be  glad  to  know  by  whom.

.of  Friday,  June  5,  by  tram,  at  8.30;P.m.,  to  Cunnton  Deil.  Under 
.the  leadership  of  Mr.  C.  A.  MacPhersoa,  upwaros  of  twenty 
members,  in  excellent  weather,  botanised  through  the  Deli  and 
along  the  railway  embankment  till  darkness  brought  field  opera- 
tions to  a  close.  The  company  then  returned  to  town  by  traiu 
from  Slateford  at  10.32  p  m.  It  was  observed  that  the  warm  sun- 
shine of  the  last  week  or  two  had  produced  a  very  marked  advance 
in  vegetation.  Nevertheless,  the  ash  was  only  just  coming  into 
full  leaf,  hawthorn  was  in  full  flower,  heart-leaved  valerian  was 
.just  coming  into  flower,  official  valerian,  elder,  knotted  figwort, 
willow-herb,  and  St.  John's  wort  were  not  nearly  in  flower.  The 
season  was  therefore  later  than  usual.  On  the  motion  of 
Mr.jJ.  W.  Plenderleith,  Hon.  Secretary,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  MaePherson. 

North-East  London  Chemists  Meet. — A  meeting  of  chemists 
in  the  North-Eastern  District  of  London  was  held  at  ihe  Queen 
Adelaide  Dispensary,  Pollard  Row,  Bethnal  Green  Road,  E.,  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  June  11,  Mr.  A.  P.  Barnard,  Columbia  Koad, 
E.,  in  the  chair.  A  dozen  chemists  attended.  The  Chairman 
said  the  first  question  to  be  considered  was  early  closing  in  the 
district.  There  was  no  uniformity  in  closing  ;  and  they  might 
obtain  a  general  closing  on  Thursdays.  Another  point  to  be  con- 
nidered  in  this  connection  was  the  hours  of  closing  generally. 
The  hours  of  business  in  the  evenings  and  Sunday  hours  might 
be  regulated,  for  there  is  no  general  agreement.  Mr.  P.  H. 
Burton  reported  that  he  sent  to  Bow,  Wfntechapel,  Shoreditch, 
Kingsland,  Hackney,  and  the  two  divisions  of  Bethnal  Green, 
letters  to  the  divisional  secretaries.  These  did  not  bring  much 
result,  so  postcards  were  sent  to  all  on  the  register — 150  in 
all,  Messrs.  W.  Fox  &  Sons  wrote  stating  that  tney  would  be 
glad  to  fall  in  with  any  feasible  arrangements  regarding 
early  closing,  so  far  as  their  chemist's  business  is  con- 
cerned. Messrs.  Sharman,  Thompson,  Matthews  also  wrote. 
The  Early-closing  Association  sent  a  representative  to  give  help 
and  advice,  and  Mr.  Dudley  Comes,  the  district  superintendent 
of  the  Association,  addressed  the  meeting,  giving  illustrations  of 
what  has  been  done  in  other  districts  in  London.  A  big  under- 
taking it  was,  he  said,  to  work  an  area  comprising  150  chemists, 
and  he  suggested  splitting  up  the  aiea  into  localities.  Mr. 
Glossop  (Dalston)  said  an  arrangement  had  been  made  amongst 
the  chemists  in  his  district.  Many  had  kept  to  the  arrange- 
ment still,  but  some  had  lapsed.  h.e  still  continued  to  close  at 
"Z  o'clock  on  Thursdays,  and  finds  that  his  business  does  not 
suffer  in  the  least  from  it.  Mr.  R.  B.  Betty  thought  everybody 
should  close  on  Sunday  mornings  and  afternoons  at  least.  Mr. 
Hatfield  (Limehouse,  E.)  has  closed  for  some  years,  and  others  of 
those  present  gave  their  experience,  which  was  to  the  effect  that 
the  fact  of  their  closing  had  not  had  the  least  bad  effect  on  their 
business.  Regarding  the  closing  of  chemist's  fchops  that  are 
also  post-offices,  Mr.  Cornes  stated  that  the  Post  Office 
authorities  readily  grant  permission  to  close  on  half -days. 
Mr.  Burton  suggested  that  each  one  present  should  make  himself 
a  centre  of  organisation  to  promote  early    closing  amongst 


all   the  chemists   of  his  district,   and   alvocated  organisation 
generally.      He  moved  that  if  possible  c  lemistd  shou.d  be  asked 
to  close  from  2  to  6  P  m.  on  Thursdays.    Mr.  A.  P.  Barnard, 
jun  ,  thought  of  a  more  extended  resolution,  arranging  for  some 
uniformity  of   action  in  the  closing   hours  at  night   and  on 
Sundays.    The  Chairman  was  in  favour  of  formulating  a  resolu- 
tion to  embrace  the  opinious  uf  the  pievious  speaker,  but  Mr. 
Burtou  prelerred  to  keep  his  motion  separate,  and  Mr.  Cotnes 
supported  him     Take  one  thing  at  a  time,  he  ia'd,  and  he 
thought  the  half-holiday  ought  to  be  the  one  thing  tLey  should 
first  try  to  get.    The  motion  as  agreed  to  wan- 
That  this  meeting  is  of  opinion  that  i1,  is  advistble  that 
chemists  close  on  Tnursday  from  iJ  to  6  o'clock,  suggesting  that 
the  first  Thursday  in  July  be  ths  fir»t  day  of  early  closing. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Betty  suggested  a  motion  in  favour  of  the  Early  Closing 
(rfhops)  Bill,  but  th^re  was  no  seconder.  Mr.  Cornes  was  thanked 
tor  his  presence  and  advice.  All  tin  150  to  be  informed  of  the 
pasoing  of  the  resolution,  and  a  r<-ply  postcard  to  be  tent  to 
etch.  On  Mr.  Burton's  sugg^fcon  the  new  rending  o£  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Act,  regarding  "  oough-mixiures,"  &c,  was  ait.0 
cUtcussed.
